.T miglit have been a presamption in the Author, t€l 
-haye inscribed this Work to your LiM^dsbip, if the 8ub« 
ject of it did not, in some measure, merit jour Lord- 
ship's notice : for I humbly conceive, the description of 
a country that owes so many great advantages to your 
Lorddhip's ancestors, cannot claim a more proper

This county has had the honour to give the title of 
Carl to the first of your Lordship's ancestors who settled 
in Ireland, a dignity none ever, more justly merited. 
Although that great man received personal honour by 
the title of Earl of Cork, yet the county received more 
intrinsic benefits firom him, who was certainly the 
greatest advancer of every improvement in it, that ever 
tite kingdom knew. He not only erected seats and 
private buildings, but churches, hospitals, schools, 
bridges, and other public works, owe their /oundatioa 
4o his munificence : nor were these all : for Ireland* 
received such additional strength fr6m the considerable 
towns he built,^witness those of B andon, Cloghn a- 
KXLxr^ Inisse^n^ &c« that when the peoetratin^f 
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Cromweli; saw them, he acknowledged " if there had 
** been an Earl of Cork in every county, the Irish 
" could never have rebelled." 

But these (though lasting monuments of worth and 
magnificence) were not the <Mily benefits this county 
received from yottp Lonkhip^s ancestors. For when a 
torrent of destruction wasted the land, in the times of 
anarchy and rebellion, the sons of that nobleman made a 
■ brave stand against the enemy ; brte of whom* fell, fight* 
ing for his religion and his country, in the battle of 
^LiscAROLL, where three of Ms brothers also signa- 
lized themselves ; and the youngest (after#ard0 Lord 
Shannon) narfowly escaped being slain, in a magnani^ 
nova aad sutceflsfbl aiterapt to recover his br#tlker'a 
•body, with bis hovso a^d aras^ firoBi the esemy* 

It would, my Lofd, be tedious to mention tlie purtl- 
Wlar acttoiis of your ncble aooestor, the first £arl , of 
Orr.£rt, in this country. The several batiles he 
ft^ught in it, were go Many diefbats g^ven to ti«e Ijsish ; 
in whieb, though always vietorious, he dtavged at th# 
bead of single itcopB, in comparison of fut army tm 
the enemy's side. ' In imitatioai of his &ther, he aJhso 
founded towns, and planted English colonies in thid 
eounty, of whijebCHAKi^sviLLiBwid GA^iiBMARiTR 
are remaining instance*. These were, »y W, 
•actions truly nobk,^ and trudi^' that wiU loi^ slune in 
tike iAim. annals* 

Tkis noble a»d heroic eonduet of so mscny iUustrious 

ancestors^ would be thought, by many personsy a snffi* 

cient stock of honoer for them to subsist i^mux, without 

^any pursuits of their own ; but your Lordship haA nobly 

' dtstiniguished your^lf, by rcHsefviv^JMithuig^fVomyMr 

^'femSly, which you have not shewn: an equal ability and 

■willingness to repay? and transmit to ycwr posterity ; 

and the cirete of your acquaintance observe you with 

wpleasure^ . ejcertii^ I9ie same pufc^ spirit'^, the saave 
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generosity and love of libertj^ and the same taste for 
the polite arts, that has not only rendered the name 
and fiimily oJT Boyle so truly amiable to Great 
Britain and Ireland, but ako so much celebrated 
throughout Europe. 

May the same happy taste be ever as conspicuous in 
your Lordship's posterity, and may the example of your 
liordship continue to influence them to the pursuit of it,

I eanceiTe it is the business of a writer, wbo describe 
a eoimtryy to, relate his observations without ornament 
and in so jplain and simple a manner, that a person wh< 
may afterwards T?ew tn^ places described, may be pu 
into the easiest way to see what the author relates.— 
A laboured elegancy of style, beautiful turns of period 
and a studied connection of all parts of a discourse 
willy undoubtedly, render such descriptions most pleasinj 
to a reader of a politeund classical taste ; but if he design 
to be more than a. reader, and to consider his author ii 
another light, than as a writer of romance ; that is, if h< 
designs to have recourse to the originals from whence 
those descriptions were taken, he will soon observe th< 
difference between a native simplicity, and the additiona 
ornaments of a descriptive style. Some, indeed, affects 
Ciceronian style in description; but were Tully himsel 
to paint a country, he certainly would avoid a floric 
diction on such a subject. In my description, of places, ] 
kave constantly endeavoured to draw the picture as lik< 
the original as possible ; this, to me, was the most easy. 
vA well as the most pleasing {)art of my task; for, ai 
M. Paschal observes, (1) ^^ Curiosity ii little \>etteT than 
** meer vanity ; for the most part, we desire to see things, 
^' that we may relate them ; few would undertake snch 
^'^ dangerous voyages and travels, for the bare pleasure 
*' of entertaining their sight, if they were bound to 
'^ secrecy on their return, and for ever cloistered froax 
^ conversation." 

^ ,J have, in the introduction to a former work of this kind, 
anfficiently proved the great* advantages industrious 
foreigners have been of, to several nations. 

Among other methods of inviting artists and" traders 
to settle in acountiy, artful descriptions, even beyond 
the truth, have been used by other nations. When thd 
Dutch first began to plant their lilast India settlements, 
almost every wharf and landing place in Batavia, beside 
their churcnes,' fortifications, and buildings, were pomp« 
ausly engraved on copper, and embellished with all the 
pleasing variety of landscape the painter's art was master 
0f; and this, to induce the european Hollanders to quit 
"their native soil, and strengthen their infant colonies; 
many years since grown so powerful, as to vie with their 

^ mother 
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mother catifitry in strength, and support it with their rick 
^nunodities. Hence I would infer, that a just description 
of a country, which needs no exaggeration to recommend 
it, may be one method of inviting foreigners to settle in it. 

If we cannot, like Italy or Holland, boa^ of the beauties 

of art, and improvements of planting and building in this 

country, we may, at least, present our readers with 

natural beauties, no less pleasing and attractive. It is 

a true piece of wisdom in any state, by the magnificence 

of its public structures, by a neatness and symmetry in its 

private ones, which may atone for splendour and oma* 

ment, and by adorning towns with pleasant and r^ular 

plantations ot trees, and public walks, to invite travellers 

to come and see them. There are few countries but 

what have instituted great marta or feirs ; and contrived^ 

by extraordinary public shews, to draw a concourse of 

people to them, from the neighbouring, and remote 

nations; whose very travelling and intercourse, increase^ 

wealth and trade, and are a secret motive to people 

to inhabit a country, where they may meet with more 

entertainment than at home. Such were the (ireek olym*- 

pic games, which drew«together a prodigious concottrse 

ef people from all parts ; and where a simple wreath, 

only, was the reward of the victor ; which made - 

Tygranes, (2) a Persian commander, cry to his general, 

"j. Heavens ! to what men are you leading us ? insensible 

of interest, they combat only for glory," SUch were also 

the triumphs, trophies, and secular plays of ancient 

Rpine; the justs and tournaments formerly used in all 

the courts of Christendom ; the festivals of the. most 

celebrated orders of knighthood ; and the present carni* 

vals of Venice and other cities ; witli the jubilees of 

modern Rome. In th^ Netherlands, they have their 

kirmishes, and, in some of them, use a great deal of 

pageantry, as well as traffic ; being equally allurements 

to pleasure, as to gain. No other country, in Europe, 

can boast of such a multitude of hands as the United 

Provinces ; nor any spot of ground, of the same extent, can 

equal its riches, The persecution in the empire, for 

religion, under Charles v . in France, under Henry If. 

• and in England, under queen Mary, forced gi-cat numbers

or Alexandrians ; more modern times afford us a nuwlbef 
of authentic histories of the kind. The French historiansF 
inform us, to the honour of trade, that Jaques Cceur, a 
Dative of Boarges, hy his merchandise, gained as much 
profit as all the other merchants of France together^ Hi» 
Immense riches, so lawfully acquired, and the probity of 
the man, celebrated his mme in foreign countries, and 
made him known at court. Charles Vll I. of France, pro-' 
moted him to the ministry, intrusted him with the aaaii« 
nistration of his finances, and made him his great tre8isurer« 
Yet, his eleVation did not interrupt his commerce; it only 
aerved him to persevere in it with more reputation and 
success. This generous^ merchant, whose heart was 
ffreater than his fortune, had still more exalted views im 
n>ltowtng his merchandise^ and preferring his country's 
interest to his own gain^ He K)und means, out of hi^ 

Jtrivate fortune, (which assisted more than the royal 
reasury,) not only to re-establish the affairs of the king- 
dom, exhausted by a long war, but also to carry on 
enterprises against its ancient enemies, find to unite to the 
crown, the rich province of Normandy, which England 
bad, for many years, possessed. 

It was to commerce, that noble Florentine family, the 
Housed of Medicis, owed its rise. The ancestors of Cosmus 
the great,, (the father of his people, and deliverer of his 
country) according to the custom of the Italian nobility^ 

' neglected not this resourcg to support themselves in the 
honour of the magistracy, and the expenceS of war« Cos- 
mus, more intelligent, or more fortunate than his predeces- 
sors, acquired i^uch a fortune by trade, as equalled the 
treasures of the other sovereigns of Europe, and which 
made him be all his life so much sought after, and regarded 
in the affairs of Italy. His brother Laurence, who also 
merited the same title, as also that of father of the beUes 
lettre.!<, was so well known at the Ottoman Porte, on ac- 
count of the number of factors he employed all over the 

' tievant, and the numerous fleets he sent thither, that the 
proud Ottoman emperor, Bajaiet, not only always regard- 
ed him as one of his alties, but also honoured him with the 
appellation of his friend. The successors of those two great 
men, by follow iug their steps, did not deprive themselveS| 
by a false delicacy, of the advantages of trommerce. At 
length, the merits of another Cosmus raised this family to 
the sovereignty of Tuscany ; firom whom sprang two ^eenyi

The distance be- 
tween cape Ortngal in Spain, and CQpe Clear in 
Ireland, being but 150 leagues, almost opposite to 
each other N. and S. and as far as to Ushant in 
France, which is two-thirds of the way, may be, 
in a matiner^, coasted ; the usual method of sailing 
in 'those. remote gges } they not daring to venture 
far 'to sea, not having the use of the compass to 
tteer.by, \m\ pbserving the sun by day, and the 
Start; by night, ' to direct them. Yet, notwithstand- 
ing, these difficulties^ many of the ancients undert 
took long voyages, as the'Pheniciai^s and Cartha- 

finians; which last nation bad* many colonies in 
pain, who often jailed to Britain, an^ other nor-r 
them climes. Certain it is, that in Aristotle's time 
flO^ the/ Greeks had some notion of this island, 
which limited their knowledge of the western

k. In Bantry bay^ there is still a place called 
Adragoal, probably named from a dan <^ ths 
Gaals or Celtiberi, who landed here. Ardgoal^ or 
Ardgyle, in Scotland^ is the same name. A colony, 
of the clan of Gkul, or Celtiberi, sailed over from 
Ireland to the western Isles, and gave the country 
of Argyle, in Scotland, their name. They^'Callea 
that country Giaei Albenich, from Old Albania ; and 
those of Ireland, Gael Erintch ; both nations, to tbi« 
day, retaining the same language^" manneri^ and 
oastoms. 

Kerrtcnrihy and Kinalea are now one barony? 
the former was anciently called Mnskery Millan^ 
and was possessed by the Mae Carty 's, but granted, 
after the conquest, to Richard de Cogan, as I shall 
shew, hereafter It is> in old manuscripts, called 
Long a jGowganig, i. e. Cogan's ship ; and com* 
prehended, not only the. tract now called Kerricn* 
rihy, but also 'die barony of Imdcilly^ in which 
last ttie Garews, soon after the En^ish conqaest, 
likewise settled. In queen Elizabeth's time, it 
went by the name of Kerry-wherry. The other 
part> called Kinalea, was anciently named Insove- 
nagh ; and being also a territory of the Mac Car* 
ty*a> wiBis granted to Robert Fitz-Martin,.by king 
John (27), anno 1208. But, in latter times, it was 
possessed by Barry Oge. 

Having thus &r treated of the ancient tracts, and 
septs of the maritime parts of this county, 1 now 

Ijroceed to the inland lerritories. And first, of the 
arge barony of Muskery, which still retains its anci- 
ent name, and was; according to the conquests of 
the Irish upon each other, sometimes of a ^eater,. 
.and . at other lim^s, of a lesser extent. Kernctfrihy,

part of it; a$ mis also Muskery. Donegah^ atnct 
lying roand Baltimore, it was anciently a wild and 
woody country, and so continued till the days of 
Cambden. The Mac Carty's (1^) were, for many 
years, the chief proprietors of it; and so continued 
long after the cdiu]ae$t of the English ; tlie head of 
.this branch being created viscount Muskery, and 
earl of Clancarty/ wliich titles have been forfeited 
since the revolution. 

The other Irish septs of Muskery, were the 
O'Leary's, who had a considerable territory in Ihc 
west OL this barony, called Iveleary, and many 
castles; Also the Svviny's, Riardan's and Murphy's, 
who were all followers of Mac Carty. The mo- 
dem barony of Barrets, was also a part of JVJus- 
kery ; as was, formerly, the present barony of 
Barrymore. .. 

The eastern extremity of B^rrymore, was called, 
in the English grtints, the cantred of Olethan, also 
Ivelehan; part of it had the name of Co^brid^ 
which territory extended into, the county of Watec- 
. ford, arid there still reiains its- name. Besides the 
Mac Carty'si who possessed the western part, which 
belonged to Muskery, the O'Lelians, ati ancient 
Irish sept, inhabited the eastern, whose chief seat 
was Castle-Lehan, now softened into Castle- Lyonn. 
This country was granted, soon after the English 
came over, tO' the Barry's, who were, for son^e 
ages, called lords Barry, of Castlelehatn. Tl^ 
grfeat island, anciently called Arda-Neimhid, was 
also possessed by the same femily. <

Keating also says, (p. ^64.) that this country wa» 
bestowed^ by Fiachadh Muileeathan^ king of Mun- 
ster, upon ati eminent Drnid^ for delivering hi9 
army out of the power of his enemy.

looo, and the manor of Castlcmore, near Cork,- assigned himii 
Vide a grant of lands from James, earl of Desmond, to this 
Thomas, in the Bodleian library.

After Desmond's rebellion was over, the eldest son of this 
sir Thomas took up arms, joined O'Neal, einrl of Tyrone, ia 
his rebellion, and was afterwards know4i by the name of the 
Su^ane earl of Desmond, of whom I shall give a fortheff 
account, in the third book of thii work. 

The Fi(z.Gerald*s of Castle-Martyr, formerly called, sencs* 
chal§ of Imokiily, (being so appointed by the earls of Dusmond, 
yfho were lords of this barony) derived themselves from a 
second son of Maurice, knight of Kerry, fourth son of John 
Fitz«Thomas Fitz.Geraid, who was murdered at Cailin, iu 
Desmond, by Mac Carty.

When this last earl was attainted^ September 25 
1582^ his was possesiied of a prodigious estate in th<

many strong castles ; he was lord of the regalitien 
of the County palatine of Kerry, lord of Imokilly^ 
in this county, &c.

HE college of Youghfil was founded on the 
27th of December, 1464, by Thomas/ earl of. 
Desmond; this foundation' was col^iirmed by his

son James^ einno 147? ; &nd by Maurice^ his brcu > 
ther, in 1196. The community, at first, cbnsiste4, 
of a warden, eight felloVs, and eight sin^^ing- men, 
who lived in a collegiate manner, haviug 4 comnioa.^ 
table^ and all other pecessaries ^llgwed them> wi^' , 
} early s.tipeudii(l), the whole donation^ at the time, 
of the foundation, being worth 6001. a year. In 
1451,^ king Edward JV. ^ranted letters patent to 
Robert Miles and Phijip Christopher^ chaplain^ 
in the college church of the B. V. Mary pf Von^'|\al, 
to purcliase lands for the use of this cburph^ to th0 
value of 20 marks yearly, notwith^jfan ding the! * 
statute of mortmain ; and the same patent pajcdon^. 
them for wh^t they bad purchased . before thi^^ 
without h'cence (3). -. r 

The foundation charter, and the appropriation 
of the sev43ral tyHhe§- to this house, . were confirmed, 
by Jordan, bishop of Cteype, lender his seal^ and 
that of Wil. Roche, archdeacon of .Cloyne, whQ, 
was then tbe bishop's coadjutor. Pope iUe:icander,, 
by a bull (3) dated in 1494, confirnjed.thpse ^rantsy - 
and gave the warden and felIo\y9 a Mcence to pur-^ 
chase others, and unit© tbem ^to tlje college.

Tliis collegiate church cnioyed its revenues and 
l^riyiieges, some time after the VeJForniation ; for, 
in the yefir 1587, Thomas Witherhead. P P- wa^ 
collated tQ the wardenship of this coll^pge, by the 
thei^ bishop of Cqrl^ and CIpyne, William 'Lyon, arMi 
Held it after in comihehdam with the ijnited sees of 
Waterford and Lismore, to which he wias pfoipoted 
the 20th of July, 1589 (7), Upon the death of Dr^ 
"fVitherhead, the^priesfp and iFellows elected Natha- 
niel Baxter to succeed hinp, and signified their 
choice of him to the (jueen; whi?h dcctiqn she 
V«^a$ pleased to ponfirm, by letters patent, dated 
the 25th of iTebV following ; ^nd on the^rd of May, 
1592, he was inducted by the same bishop (8)] 
He contimjied ij^the wardenship tjll the ye?^r 1597, 
without any interruption ; when, about thg^ time, 

• the revenues of this house were threatened witji the 
fkte of most other monastic foundations. So that 
Baxter, on the 25th of August, this year, was; oh- 
rtged to pass a bond of l,0©0 marks, \yhich w^s to 
'be forfeited, in case he did not, in forty days after 
demand, resign his office of \varden into the queen's 
hands, ^n^ di^' not puffer Tbbm^ji Southwell, of 
Bfanc^ster, esq. in lilorfolk, and John.

Walter Raleigh ; and demisecj to nirii th^ cpUege- 
liouse, vritK all the )ands, tenements, tythes, and 
offerings "belonging thereto, to hpid the sanie dur- 
ing the remainder of the terp of sir ^homas Nor- 
ris's original lease, resi^ryirig to himself and th^ 
fellows, only the parsonage of p^rigaline^ an(i the 
rectory of Moyallpw. 

About the year 1602, sir Geprge Carew, lore) 
president of Munster, took the college, with an in- 
tention to reside in it, frpm Jones, and laid put 2201. 
III repairing the house ; but on the queen's death/ 
lit George returned into England, ^where, on the 
Sith of Jan. ^603, he obtained a patent from kin^ 
James 1/ for the a^vow^'n anij patronage of this 
vardenship^ and ^11 the spiritual pro^nptiotis belong- 
ing thereto, with a grant of two nouses in Ypughi^l, ' i 
t^f, to hold the s^me iji free and common spccage 
of his Majesty's castle of Dublin | which patronage 
lie sold to sir Richard ^yl^r v^ho became after- 
wards earl of Cork, and wno purchased Jones's 
interest in the college, together >yitli sir Walter 
Raleigh's, estg-te. * 

But sir Walter being attainted before the deeds 
were perfected, sir Hicbard Boyle, in consideration 
•f 1,0001. paid to the king, and for the better planta- 
tion of Munster, obtained a patent, ann. 1604, for 
ill sirAValter's lands in |relan4> iu wl^ich this college ' 
is particularly mentioned. 

Sir .James , Fuliertpn also obtained a patent from

claim. tp_tliis cQlleg^; but. sir Ricbaid aj$o gave 
him a sum of money for l)is title. After thiiSf;, sir 
Richard Boyle^ by his interest with sir Geo. Car^^v^ 
procured his kinsman, Dr. Riobar^ Boyle (afterwards 
bishop of Cork and CJoyne,) tp be nriade vvardeo of 
this house^ in the room of Pr. llanraer, who resig^ii* 
ed ; and he was confirmed therein^ by patents dated 
24th Feb. 1602(10.) In ld05, sir Richard Boyle, 
beingp in treaty with sir Jeffery Fenton, on a marri- 
fi^ge with his daughter^ (who in^isted^ particularly, 
on the revenues of Uii§ hpuse for her jointure) ob- 
tained a lease of them from the warden and fellows 
in fee farm, for ever (U J paying the wjarden and 
his s,uccessors the sum of zO marks yearly. The 
reason sir Richard gives~(12) for his procuring this 
deed was^ tliat sir Jefifery's oouncil were of opinion, 
that as his best title to the revenues, was from the 
lease granted by Baxter to §ir Thomas NoriiS, and 
the renewal of it to Jones, the settlement would not 
be 1^0 valuable, e^^cept he procured a new lease of it 
for ever; and this he the readier gainec}, not only as

In this manner, sir Richard Boyle became 
possessed of this foundation, and enjoyed the reve- 
nues of it, till the year 1634, \vhen the lord Went- 
worth, afterwards earl of Strafford, -lord diefputy of 
Ireland, summoned hittr (being then- earl of Cork,) 
to appear in the high court of Castle- chamber, in - 
Dublin, where dr William Reeves, the attorney- 
general, exhibited a very severe bill against him (14),

Thfbt 
Michael^ lord bishop of VVaterford and Lismore, Hubert Daw* 
borne, dean of Lismore^ and John Lancaster, dork, (who had 
been elected fellows,^ by the formed warden and fallows, and by 
the' earl's pcrfnission,} had often solicited him to return the 
College ssai and e^ideaces, but b«ing refused, they, together 
>»«th the bishop of Cork, then warden, obliged themselves, in 
April, 1627, by an oath, not to make any composition* with the 
Wrl of Cork, without the general consent of them all, to be obi* 
tained under theie rcispecfive hands and seals. • And after writ- 
ing several letters to the earl, to persuade him to return the 
tf^Ii^ge seal, charter, and other record's, he gave them a

utid the bishops of Cork and Waterford^ who were 
charged in assisting lord Cork to gain and keep an 
illegal possession of this college and its revenues. 
Wheii tlie earl of Cork had nx^ce of this ^harge^ 
he was much surprised ; and not expecting- any such 
attack^ being then in Dublin, he was not ready, 
for want of his papers, tcr make an immediate an* 
•wer to the charge ; therefore^ it being parliament 
time, pleaded his privilege^ Upon tnis^ the suit 
was put off till next term, at which time his lord- 
ship made a very fair answer to the attorney's 
bill (15), and supported it by several living \'sit- 
nesses, besides the original leases, deeds^ and pa- 
tents, above mentioned, by virtue of which he 
enjoyed the revenues and patronages of this 
liouse*

tnectinf» wlierc tlie bishops of Cork and Waterford consign t^d 
to make up matters with the earl, on consideration of his 
pacing 40 marks to the warden, and ^01* annually to the feU 
lows ; but this was without the consent of thenother wardens. 
And that soon after^ the carl procured a grant of the coilegC| 
by a new patent* By all which methods^ he still continued in 
possession of its retenues, to the value of 8001 • a yeari be- 
aidea the advowsoUs and oblations of the churchea» The attor- 
*' ney.general prayed, that the earl*s patent might be cancc//ed 
by the king's prerogative, arid that condign punishment be in. 
dieted on the carl^ and the bfshops of Cork and Waterford.

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The lolrd Wentworth, finding by lord Corked 
answer^ that he had more to say in^ his defence than 
heat fir6t imagined^ delayed to pronounce sentence^ 
and adjourned the court ; in the mean time/ he 
sent several persons to him^ some with persuasions^ 
and others to terrify and induce him to leave th)^ 
determinattbn of the matter extr^-judicially to him ; 
protesting^ that if he did not^ he would fine him 
30,0001. deprire him of his office of lord high 
treasurer of Ireland, and Commit him close prisoner 
' to tiie castle of Dublin ; but^ at the same time 
promised^ that if he would submit his cause to 
him, he Would prove the best friend, on thi§^ 
occasion, he ever had. Lord Cork, perceiving no 
legal remedy to the contrary, submitted to abide

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but a few months before, ft groom to hiis lord^tp*^ 
ceachnian : and when he had requested that hfe 
right Biiglit be tried by law, lord Strafford over- 
raied it^ and procured Uwyn to be inducted into thUt 
living. The earl of Cork, upon this, took out a writ 
to sue Gwyn ; but the lord deputy sent him word to. 
desist ; said, that he would not have his ordens ques- 
tioned by law or lawyers ; and that, if he did not 
stop the proceedings, be would commit him close 
prisoner to the castle. 

When this complaint was urged by the commons 
against lord Strafford, he eva<kd that part of the 
charge, and said, he remembered that there was ah 
afikir relating to some rectories and tythes, belong- 
ing to the college of Youghal, to a gr^at value^ 
which lord Cork had u unlawfully acquired ; that th'e 
matter came to a trial ; but that the earl of Cdrk; 
feai^ing the issue, petitioned that the bill might he 
taken off the file, which was granted, and he ob- 
tained the king's pardon, upon bis paying IbfiOOl. ' 

This part g( the earl of Strafford's answer wa$ 
far from being just, and so derogatory to tibe hor- 
nour of lord Cork, that, being very much irritated 
at it, he immediately petitioned the house of 
lords (19) ; in which petition, after taking notice 
that the charge against lord Strafford only mentioned^ 
the rectory of Mortel's-lown, he intreats .their lor^ 
ships to observe the evasion, by introducing the af- 
fair of the college of Youghal, not so much as men- 
tioned in the charge ; and prays them so far to be 
tender of hjis reputation, that lord Strafford's un- 
true imputation^ laid on him, might make no ill 
impresfeion in their most noble breasts, till the whole 
proce^^ing be re-examined before the house. He 
positively denie? the suing for, or receiving any 
such pardon ; and requests their lordships to order 
.inquiry to be made in the proper offices of Ire- 
land, whether any such pardon had ever passed the

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ieak thel'e ; and also in the court of Ca9t1e-cl)am- 
ber, whether the bill and answers did not still re- 
main on the file ; and whether the patronage and 
revenues of the college of Youghal, were not wrest- 
ed from him^ together with a fine of 15,0001/in an 
arbitrary, unjust, and illegal manner, by the earl 
of Strafford's direction. The earl of, Cork proved 
the threatening messages he received from lord Straf- 
ford, by several witnesses, some of whom vvere 
members of the privy counqil of England. Thiis 
«mart rejoinder of his, turned out to be very preju- 
dicial to the earl of Strafford's cause, who, soon 
after, was brought to the scaffold. On which occa* 
aion, I find tlie following note in one of lord Cork's 
diaries, wrote by himself: '^ This day, the earl of 
^' Strafford w^as beheaded ; no man died more uni* 
*^ versally hated, or less lamented by the people." 
Lord Cork had, indeed, no great cause to lament his 
catastrophe ; for, besides his other sufferings already 
mentioned, lord Strafford, during the time of his 
government in Ireland, forced the earl to pay 1^001, 
in subsidies ; a larger sum, (he says) than all the 
lords of the council of England paid together in the 
game time. Yet, after lord Strafford was attainted^ 
I find by lord Cork's papers, that he heartily strove 
to be reconciled to him ; probably fearing, that the 
king would have still protected him from the reseat* 
ment of the commons.

Cfthe Bounds^ Extent^ Length^and Breadth of this Co«»(y, 
mth its Jjotitude and Longitude.

HIS county is bounded on the E. bv that of 
Waterford, on the W, by Kerry, oti the N. by 
Limerick and a small part of Trpperary, and on the 
«, by tlie Ocean* The 
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The LandVend of England bears S. E. firam 
the harbour of Cork^ al about 1^ miles distance, or 
40 leagues; 

Its greatest length, from E, to W. is from the Extent, 
harbour of Youghal, to the mouth of Kiimair 
river, 110 English, or about 93 Irish miles. Its 
greatest breadth is, from the extremity of the old 
head of Kinsale, to Charlevilic, by an exact mea- 
surement, 56 English; or near 44 Irish miles. But 
the difference of latitude is but 46 miles English. 
The latitude of the north part of this county, as Latitade> 
it was taken by several accurate observations, both 
by the sun and fixed stars, is ia 52 deg. 13 min. 
nerth, and that of the old head of Kin sale, is in ^ 
51 deg. 27 rtin. The latitude of Cape Clear, the 
southerii extremity of all Ireland, taken by an ex- 
cellent new reflecting quadrant^ pn the island, in 
1747, is 51 deg. \2 min. At the same time, I de- 
terminied its longitude from London (1), iPy means Longitude.

The observer nsay ?ery 
readily calculate the true times of the immersioa 
and emersion of this satellite^ with great exactness, 
by following very short roles laid down by Mr. 
Pound, who has rectified the tabfes of M. (^ssini, 
as we find them in the philos. transact, niiinb. 361. 
p. 1021. Having corrected my watch^ by the 
means of taking three several altitudes of the sun, 
two in the morning and one in the afternoon, set 
myself to observe an immersion of Jupiter's first sa- 
tellite^ which, by Mr. Pound's rectification of Cas- 
sini's tables, happened at London, x on Septembers, 
174T, 35 min. 17 sec. after 9 at nighty and by my 
wateh 1 lost sight of the same satellite on the island 
of InisMrcan, where I made fiie observation near the 
cape, 4 min. 15 sec. after 10, the same night, which 
gives the .difference of time 39 minutes, and being 
eoinvarted into degrees and minutes of the eqaator, 
gives 9 deg: 45 min. dHference of longitude W. 
from London ; which is much liess than the books of 
navigation place this cape in their tables, they making 
it 10 deg. 30 min. W. longitude from London* 

If persons skilled in these kind of obser^ationf, 
which are extremely amitsing, and soon learned, 
would be prevailed upon to jna&e them in the sevQ-. 
ral extreme points of this island, its geography 
would be, in a little time, mnch corrected. The 
royal iacademy of Paris have long sinceaseertained

So that, could 
these satdlites be observed with teleiicope» manage^ 
aUe at dea^ a. ship tbere migbk be abfe to find the 
meridian ^e tras in, to a very ^reat exactness^, 
beyond wimt might be hoped to be done by ttief 
coflinion methods, or by tbe moon, tho' (says t|«e 
doctor) die seems to afford Us the only means prae^-

This county, upon the plantation of Mttnstcr^ 
about the end of queen Ehzabeth's reign, was pro* 
posed to be divided into two parts (5). King James I. 
in a letter to sir Arthur Chichester, dated Jan. 30^ 
1613, proposes ''that Cork should be divided into 
two counties." But the project was, at that time^ 
opposed by the first earl of Cork. It w'astigain re- 
iiewed in the late queen Ann's time; but the inte- 
rest of the earl of Burlington, who was likewise 
joined by the lord chancellor Brodrick on this ocea* 
sion, put a stop to the design. 

Tdwos* There are in this county four large walled towns^ 
. viz. Cork, Youghal, Kinsale, and Bandon, besides 
eight others that send members to parliament, viz. 
Cloghnakilty, Baltimore, Mallow, Cbarleville, Cas- 
tlemartyr, Middletown, Donrierarle, and llatlicor- 
muck ; and several other market townsj^^ as Iniskean ^ 
Skibbereen, Castlelyons, Macroomp, Ban try. Kill- 
worth, Kanturk, Newmarket, &c. Its extent along 
the sea-coast being very large, containls ten excel* 
lent harbours, besides a great number of creeks, 
which I shall describe in a particular chapter.

QuftlHy* It is a genersd saying, that there is more 'good land, 
and more bad, in this county, than in any other in 
Ireland. Of the latter, there are very great tracts, 
not only hilly, but, in some places, mountainous, 
and barren ; which, nevertheless, are abundantly sup* 
plied with provisions by the neighbourhood of the sea 
and the industry of the inhabitants ; for this country i

The remainder of th 
skeleton, and (as I am informed) another of th 
same l^ind, lie still buried in the strand ; but I coul 
hear of nobody that knew the very spot they wer 
buried in^ "When they were first discovered, i 
happened* to be a very low ebb; but the sea sooi 
tfowin^ over the place, covered it up with sand am 
gravel, so that it could not be again readily found 
These Kones lay in a turfy soil, not far from the sur 
face: they, undoubtedly, belonged to some fisi 
of the cetaceous kind; which seems the more pro 
baWe, from their being thick, short, and ponderous 
and not to an elephant or land anirhal, as was con 
jectured by those w'ho discovered them, Abom 
18 years ago, this strand was entirely divested of al 
its sand and gravel ; and being left quite bare by vio- 
lent high winds, great quantities of roots of various 
trees then lay exposed to view. The sea has 
greatly encroached on this part of thes coast, and is 
likely to gain more ground, as the land within the 
strand lies low and flat. At the entrance of the 
harbour of Youghal, may be seen the remains^ ol 
the foundation of a mill standing on a rock, which 
shews that the ocean has greatly exceeded its 
Kmits on this shore. A considerable tract of 
ground was lately banked in, by a vast buttress, 
built- of very large stones^ at the charge of the 
earl of -Burlington, whose estate it is; but the sea 
being very tempestuous herealjouts, especially 
with , S. W. winds in winter time, no mound that 
^rt x^a forihj seems to be capable of resisting its

This hill stands about a 
mile S. W. from the town of Youghal, and aflFords 
a very entertaining scene to the curious naturalist ;

This grit, which is. a species of freestone, is com- 
jposed of a mixture of fine sand, and a yellow loam 
or clay, tempered by the sea water, which beats 
against the hill. I have taken up several pieces, 
half clay, half stone, and the sand adhe^ing there- 
to. The hill seems perfectly dry, no^ is there any 
spring, in which this petrifying quality can reside ; 
but whatever it b^j it seems tp exist entirely in the

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first earl of Cork j but most of it, at present, is in s 
Charities, ruinous condition. Near it, stand an alms-house aiid 
free-school, f6unde4 by the same nobleman. T^e 
first, for six poor widows, who have each of thetii 
lodging, firing, q.hd 51. per annum. The school- 
vtiMWt has 301. a year salkry. ^ Ti|e earl of Cork 
procured letters patent, and a licencis c^ aiortmaiia, 
for the8e^tl(k>wmeais] as well as for his alms-bouse 
aiid schdols, at l4i»more aod BandpU;, which bear date 
1 jMb of Feb. I ^IS.

Sitoation* This town, from south to norths - ]g >bout an 
English mile long, consisting mostly of one stre^t^ 
intermixed with neVv and old houses; this stteet^ 
tow;ards the south end, is crossed by ah high squari^ 
tower, called the ddck:|^ate, fi'om one being 
uhderheath, and a clock placed thereon, so that 
it is divided into Upper BXid loVer.

The entrance into the bay, is dang^erous to $traii" Itartioto 
gets, there being a bar that cannot be passed titt&<^* 
half flood. Towards the se^^ the town is defended 
by a smatt fort ot bloc^ii-hoilse, mounted >vitb canj 
non ; near it, isr a mole for shipping, and a quay to 
load and discharge goods ; adjacent to it, stand the 
exchange and custom-house. Over the former, 
tbe town council meet to transart the afl[airs of the 
corporation. The revenue here is nrnnaged by' a 
collector^' and other proper officers; but, of latt 
years^ the trade of this port is very inconwifcrablei 
oelug mostly confined to vessels trading to BristoJ^ 
with woollenr yarn. It is said^ this town formeHy 
riv^Ied^he iJity of Cork iti trade ; sind considering 
ita situation on a fine navigable river, and" its com- 
modious harbour, where ships are no sooner almost 
tinder sail, than in the ocean^ it is surprising its 
commerce should be in so declining' a stat^ (16)<

" telling Kim, be feared ifrom tiis discot^rse^ that he was tint 
'* sufficiently furnished with money for his Voyage, and therct. 
'' upon made him this ojSery which he refused, protesting 
■*' that alt bis defects weire supplied by the earl, beyond his 
*^ hope or expectation,; adding, that if he was driven intp 
" any harbour, be had jewels, that ii'e would sell, rather than 
*^ take any more money from him. Upon which, he called 
" to him the lord Birry, the lord Roche, his son, Mr. Walter 
*' Ralcighi capt. Whitney, and several others^ who dined there; 
*' and taking his son by the hand, told him and the other gen* 
'* tlemen, how that the earl had kept a continual open house 
'' for three weeks^ to entertain him and all his company. That 
^' he hdd supplied his ships with several kinds of provisions^ 
'^ and with 3501. in ready money, and had given money to 
'^ most of the captains of his fleet, and that the earl would 
'^ now press lOOU more upon him, which he did not wantw 
'^ And suidressing himself to his sob, said, ^ Wat, you see hoW 
'^ nobly my lord Boyle hath entertained me and my friends ;

The earl 
paid him 1,0001.. after his attainder, which debt being forfeited 
to the crown, he generously made choice of ))^ying to sit 
Walter, rather than to accept of a composition tendered him 
hysir John Ramsay, afterwards eart of Holderness, who, for 
500 marks in ready money, offered to procure him a full dis« 
charge, under the broad seal, for that debt ; which obliged the 
€arl to stay two months after in London, to sue oat a releasv

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ttVm by Thift place suffered much in the wars of (he earl 
DetmoDd pf Desiponil ; it was taken an4 ^cked by him^ ann. 
1579^ and being regained by capt. White^ it wai 
the 9ame year retaken by the seneschal of Imokil- 
ly (20); White and most of his men, being slain^ by 
this means Youghal was left quite desolate, not a 
man staying in it, except one poor friar; but the 
old inhaoitant^ were invited to return, a garrison of 
)S0O men being left for their protection. The 
WaytiT, who had refnsed a garrison^ and had perfi- 
didusty yielded the town to Desmond, w^s taken and 
jbanged at his own doolf. 

Afterwards, ann. 1582, the seneschal of Imokilly 
^ssatilted Youghal, but was repulsed with the Jofts of 
SO of his wen. 

The earl of Cork shut himself up in this town, m 
the rebellion of 1641, in which he suffered very great 
hardships, and died in it during those troubles (21). 
'Th^. fearl of Castlehaven besie^ it about ten weeks, 
fend though the town was fer from being strong, 
and the garrison very weak and 91 supplied, yet 
they had the courage to defend it bravely, with 
^considerable lass to the Irisii army, who were, at 
laist, foreed to raise the siege, anft. 1645. Por the 
liirther historical incidents Which happened there. 

I r^er the reader to the third book, which contaias 
the civil history of this county. 

Within three miles of Youghal, the earl of CoA 

/ had a noble park, in the parish of ArdagK but it has 

been disparked several years.

pretty plantation^ where there is a liquorice tree, 
and a large ftr^ brought from Newfoundland. 8, Bal- 
lydaniel, the seat^of Henry Rug, esq. recorder of 
Youghal, on the W. side of the bay ; from whence, 
js an extensive prospect of the sea-coast and oceam. 
Near it, is a small subterraneous river, which runt 
nbout a mile under ground ; but ^ere is another 
more considerable one, near Ca^tlemartyr, of the 
lame kind. In Mr. Rug's fish-ponds, is the water 
lily, a beautiful flower, transplanted^Jiither from 
Youg'lial bog, where they grow in plenty. 3. The 
poisonous quality of the yew tree has been expe* 
rienced, by cattle eating of the branches, sotii# 
years ago, in the garden of Bally niacoda, (then hel4 
by Mr. Maurice IJniack) in this neighbourhood, 
9fter which they suddenly died. This castle «was 
l)aiU by Thorny ^ti^Geral^, ann. l$2i . A> Mount 
tJniaek, in the parish of Kill^igh^ the seat of Rich- 
ard Uniack, esq. from whence is an extensive pros^ ' 
pect of a great part of tljis barony. In the j^ardens^ 
are orange trees, whlcb bear fruit ; a^ 8.1sp jplantajxy 
trees and cypress.

Castlemartyr, formerly Ballymartyr, w:as the seat Castle. 
of a branch of the Fitz-Gerald's, called seneschals ™*^^J^^* 
of Imokilly (23). In the year J 663, it was incor- 
porated by the interest of the first earl of Orrery^ 
who erected it into a borough, with the nomination 
of the chief magistrate, recorder, town-clerk, 
clerk of the market, and other proper officers, to 
the earl and his heirs fot ever, and with a privilege 
of sending two members to parliament. It was 
anciently called Leper's-town, as it is said, from a 
leper-house belonging to an adjacent place, called 
Ballyouteragh, which was a village of some note; . 
and there is a tradition of its having been remark*- 
iible for a copper manufactory, Ballyouteragh, 
literally signifying a town of braziers ; yet there 
is no copper -ore near this place, but iron minea 
al«u)st every where round it The old chiirch is 
jn ruins, and the scite thereof removed to Castle- 
martyr, by act of parliament, where a new hand- 
some church was erected, on ground given by his 
excellency, Henry Boyle, esq. The high road from 
Cork to Youghal, lay formerly more to the S. and 
Iran by the castles of Ichtermurragh, Bally totas, &c.

Here h 
an alms-liouse^ founded by the first earl of Orreryj 
for six poor men^ and as many women, who havi 
a weekly allowance, and clothing once a yearj 
the lady Mary Boyle, mother to Henry Boyle, esq. 
bequeathed 1001. to be put to interest^ towards 
Cfctrter- buying them clothes. His excdlency conveyed 
School, j^ ^j^g incorporated society, two English acres 
of land for ever, valued at 4s. an acre^ for th^ 
erection of a charter- school near this place ; and 
gave a lease of three lives, of ten Englifih acres 
of land^ at 40s. per ann. which ten acres were 
- to pay no more than an acknowledgment ' of Ss. a 
year, during his excellency's life. Also, a lease of 
ten English acres more, at 4i^. an acre. The 
school contains 20 boys, and 10 girls. There are 
several- voluntary subscriptions for the support of 
this foundation (S^). Over the door of the school, 
is this inscription, on a black mf^rble :

Henry Boyle, spieaker of 
tiie house of commons^ and one of the lords justices 
of this kingdom/' 

Since the opening of this schbol, the children 
have proceeded in a v^ry thriving way. 

There is also a spinntng-school here, for (he en- 
couragement of the iineu manufacture. This is a 
neat small town, well watered and situated for 
this joanufacture. Its chief beauty consists in 
the seat and improvements of his excellehcy, 
Henry Boyle, esq. lord of the soil. . Adjacent to 
his house is a castle, (first built by the Carews,) 
that belonged to the seneschals of Imokilly, and 
afterwards to the earl of Orrery, but ruined in the 
late wars (25). Opposite the house, is a large 
beautiful canal, vvhich forms a vista to that side of 
the country, through a venerable grove of lofty 
trees. To the south of the house, are the gar- 
dens, with fine plantations af elms, chesnut, and 
other forest trees of a targe growth. The ar- 
tificial river made by his excellency, which sur- 
rouads his domain, as well as the town of Cas- 
flemartyr, is one of the greatest undertakings of 
this kind, in Irdand. It is regularly banked, and

This river glides away, in a clear stream/wander- 
ing through the woods, on each side, in several 
windings^ shinipg here and there, at a great dis- 
tance, through the trees ; the mazes may be traced 
a considerable wav, till the eye is led through two 
ridges of hills, where it empties itself into another 
river, that discharges into Youghal bay, and is 
navigable for about three miles up the country. 
A small expence, added to what his excellency has 
already done, would make it navigable up to the 
town of Castlemartyr, for boats and lighters. 

Towards the east end of the town, some large 
human bones were lately dug up,' being buried 
under a large flag stone, in a small heap, in a corn 
field ; but, not having seen them, 1 can say jiolhing 
particular about them. 

About a mile south-east of Castletnartyr, a 
river, called the Dowr (26), breaks aut from a 
limestone rock, after taking a subterraneous course 
liear half a mile, having its rise near Mogeely. 
Where it breaks out, it forms a small lake, in 
some places 300 yards over in winter time, and 
about an English mik in circumference.

leason of th^ year J it is H receptacle for many kindi 
of wild fowl ; and was^ in the great frost of 1739, 
much frequented by wild geese and swans, which 
ure vfery rare in this part of the kingdom. The 
halcyon^. or king's fisher, is an inhabitant of this 
lake. Thfe Spaniards boast itiudh of the subter- 
ranean passage of the famotis river Guadiana; in 
Murcia, over which, they pretend, is a bridge that 
may be passed by an army in Imttalia,' and the 
ftiine, with as mubh justite> may be said t>f our 
rivulet (27). 

The castle bf Ichtermurragh> about a mile E. of Icbferw 
Castlemartyr, is well built, and one of the most^u^ragli 
modern structures of this kind^ in the country ; be*^**^*' 
ing erected by the Supple's, in the beginning of the. 
last century, who married into the fomily of the 
Pitz-Gerald's, and is now inhabited by Mr. Smith. 
Here is a. remarkable ravenry, where these bird« 
build yearly. And at Clonpriesi, about four miles 
more to the east, near the seat of Mr* John Hay- 
mond, there is a herbny, where herons also build 
tvery year. Iq the parish church of Ichtermurrag;h 
are some tombs of the Supple's and Pitman's. The 
former family removed into Uiis country, from the 
county of Limerick, in queen Elizabeth's time; 
Cambden mentions theiti among the inhabitants of 
that county, by the name of Saple. 
1 Druttiada, now Supple's Court, a small mile S. of 
Castlemarty r3 is an handsome seat of E^. Supple, esq. 
qh a rising ground^ which takes in an agreeable 
prospect of a considerable tract of country, and all * 
the improvements and new river of Castlemartyr. 
Facing the house, is a pretty canal, ^ood gardens 
and offices, <and considerable quantit-i^ of bog- 
timber have been found at Ballyquirk, tiia estate of 
this gentleman.

The point of Ring^ forms the east side of ibis bay ; 
tnd Baliycotton point and island^ the western extre- 
mity of it. The shore^ towards the west^ rounds 
10 a large semicircle^ hke the hoUoW of a fine amphi'^ 
theatre. The island is an high small spot, whicb^ 
in the proper season, is almost covered with nests of 
various sea fowls and puffins eggs, that breed here 
in great multitudes. In this bay and co^t are taken 
several kinds of fish, partictilarly eitellcnt flat 
jish, lobsters, and sea trouts. There are here a 
species of crabs, called man -crabs, ftgm the resacn- 
blance of a humifn fslee^on the^ back of them. As- 
also the spider fish, being a kihd of crab^ with 
longer claws, and fevret than the common crab, 
observable only «n the shores of this bay. From ^ 
the island of Ballycotton> n^ay be s^en Kinsale-head^ 
and the mquth of Cork harbour. 

Two, miles west of this strand^ is the castle ofBalIjina« 
Ballymaloe, built by ^e Fjtz-Geralds, and after the^^* 
rebellion of 1641, possessed by the first earl of 
Orrery, who resided in it., It is n6w the seat of Hugh 
Lumley, esq. who purchased it from col. Corker, 
and added some new liuijdings to the castle. In the 
castle hall, are tvvo pair of horns, t)f the moose deer, 
one of which measured, from tip to tip, ten feet, 
three inches, (he breadth, of the palm was 32 inches, 
from the vertex of the head, tp the nose, -20 inches^ 
The other pair were, from tip to tip, sjx feet, three 
^ches, and the breadth of the pqlm in proportion ; 
yet ih^ skull of thi& smaller pair was larger thaa the 
^Uier head; which shews, that tliis last had not 
^ome to its full growth, ami also, that thj;^ specie9 
of deer east tlieir horni* annually (28).

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Adjoining to this castle^ are good, gardens and 
other plantations. This gentleman has made ^n im* 
provement to cider, by boiling it before it is fer- 
mented, which greatly adds to the strength of the 
liquor, one third being evaporated. He also takes 
particular care to have his cider well fermented be- 
fore it be tunned, as also to sweat the fruit, before 
it is ground. Mr. Philips, in his admirable poem 
on cider, observes, that even windfalls may be ri- 
pened, by sweating, equal to those fruit which havo 
be^n meliorated in the natural way,^

A mile more to the west, is Cloyne, (situated 12 ciojrae. 
reputed miles east of the city of Uork) an^ ancient 
bishoprick, founded by St. Coleman (29), in the 
sixth century^ who was the first bishop of this see.

This cathedral (dedicated to its founder^) is built 
in the fiorai of a cross^ and is a decent ^othic ^uild^ 
ing ; the chair, in which there is a good organ, is 
neatly finished. Jt is 10 feet iong, i^nd the nave 
about 120. On each side, are lateral aisles (besides 
the cross aisles) divided by gothic arches^, five on 
each side. At the entrance of the choir, is an 
handsome portal of wood. The stalls, bishopV 
throRC, palpit, a«d other pews, are well exec^fted, 
as is the a^iar-pieee. There is a canopy seat for 
Ae eaii of Inehiquin, m this choir. On the N. side' 
of the chancel, is the bishop's consistory court, also 
used for a vestry-room ; out of'this, a pair of stairs 
leads to the pulpit.

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The episcopal liouse was rebuilt by bishop Crow^ 
in which he died'; and the late Dr. George Berkley, 
when bishop of this see, successfully transplanted the 
polite arts, which before flourished only in a warmer 
soil, to this northern climate. Pointing and music 
are no longer strangers to Ireland, nor confined to 
Italy. In the episcopal palace of Cloy ne, the eye was 
entertained with a great variety of good paintings, as 
well as the ear with concerts of excellent musicr 
There were here some pieces of the best masters; as a 
Magdalen of sir Peter Paul Rubens, some heads by . 
Van Dyke and Kneller, besides several good paint- 
ings performed in the house ; an example so happy/ 
that it has diffused itself into the adjacent gentlemen*9 
houses ; and there is, at present, a pleasing emula- 
tion raised in this country, to vie with each other in 
these kind of performances. The great usefulness ol 
design, in the manufactures of stuffs, $ilks,. diapers^ 
damasks, tapestry, embroidery, earthen ware, sculp- 
ture, architecture^ cabinet work, and an. inQnite 
number'of other arts, is sufficiently evident. 

In Cloy ne, is a small castle, said to have been 
erected by the Fitz-Gerald's. . To the N. W. of the 
town, is a reputed holy w^ell, dedicated to St. Cole- 
man, who wa^ the ancient patron of Imokilly ; it i^ 
visited by the Irish, on the 24th of November, being 
the patron day of that saint. Near the church, 
stands a round tower, 93 feet high, and 10 fee^ 
diameter. The door is about 13 feet from the ground, ' 
which faces the west entrance of the church, as all 
the doors of these kind of buildings do, that I have 
yet seen. Concerning the true use of these towers^i 
1 shall say something in another place. The soil, iiv . 
this neighbourhood, is a loamy, grey earth, mixed 
with sand, affording plenty of wheat, small barley, 
and potatoes. The chief manure, is sea $and ancj 
turnt clay, of which hereafter.^ - . 

Asniall mile west of Cloy ne, is Castlemary, thepastle«;

fiUiiate at no great distance from the eastern side of 
Coiic hatbour> of which there is an agreeable pros- 
pect from the hottse an.d gardens^ together with a 
considerable part of the ^reat island. This place was 
galled, formerly^ Cot's rock, from the reii^ains of a 
Pcaid's altar^ still to be seen in an orchard^ near 
the house. This altar consists of a large stotie> Id 
feet long, and 8 in breadth, of a rough irregular 
figure^ approaching to an oval form. Th^e highest 
part of it, is 9 feet from the ground ; it is supported 
by three other great stones (31). Adjoining to it, 
is a large round flag stone or table^ which was^ 
probably^ used for cutting up the victims for the 
aacHfice (33).

Whose atic^edtdf, 
Murrough, lord president of Monster, t6t)k this 
castle, ann. 1645^ which was the sktrte year Retaken 
by the earl of Castleliaven. Jt is a nobfc seit, 
pleasantly situated on an arm of th^ sea, at the S. IB. 
ride oF the harbour of Cork, where the tide gently 
flows to the garden wall, and boats coftie up to the 
stairs. The present house was built on the ruitt^ 
*f the ancient castle. On a terrdce^'near the watel*,'

This prospect is terminated to theW. by the 
inlands of Spike and Hawlbowlin^ and to the N. 
by the great island. White-well, near Rostillian, is 
frequented, on certain days of the year, by Hie - 
superstitious Irish devotees ; it is a fine limpid, soft 
water," flowing from a limestone *rock, and not 
far from it, is a pleasant light chalibeat spavv. Adja- 
cent to the house, is a noble park. To the S. w . 
Cork-beg near the harbour*s mouth, is Cork-beg, now th^ 
seat of Robert Uniack Fitz-Gerald, esq. built in a 
peninsula, to which is a narrow isthmus from the 
znairf land; near it^ are the ruins of an old castle^ 
said to have belonged to one of the Condon's, for 
whom there is an old tomb in the decayed church 
of Cork-beff. Here is a most excellent limestone, 
esteemed the best in the barony. On the E. side of 
the harbour, are the remains of a large regular for- 
tification, with platforms below^ for gun -batteries; 
level with the water, This work was erected to* 
wards the end of queen Elizabeth's reign, but 
suffered to go to ruin. Near this, is a lesser forti- 
fication, which, in the reign of the late kin^ 
James, was* made use of to annoy the landing of 
the earl of Marlborough ; this battery was soon 
taken by the seamen. The headlands, which 
form the entrance of this noble harbour, are little 
. inpre than half an English mile asunder, so that 
Tesseia are no sooner in, than they are land-lockcd> 
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on all sides, in a large, deep, sinooth and' still 
bairfn. The shore being very high on all sides, 
affords a noble shelter from almost every wind; 
bat has this disadvantage, > that there is scarce room 
to erect batteries to fortify the harbour. More to 
the S, on the' sea-side, is Trabolgan, an old seat 
of the Roche's, a branch of the Fermoy fomily. 

Poor-head is the most southern cape of this ba-Poo^hnA 
rony, from whence one has a prospect of Kihsale- 
head to the W. and a considerable tract of the sea 
coast to the east ; this cape is bold and lofty, und 
well answers to Sbakspeare's description, that, 

-^ It is a cliff, whose high and bending head 

Looks^earfully on the confined deep. 

On the western side of Cork harbour^ within the 
mouth,, is an high, round land, called Corribiny- 
poiut ; on its summit^ is one of the ancient tumuli^ 
raised to the memory of some Irish or Danish hero 
of former ages.^ These sepulchres were often placed 
on the sea coasts ; witness that of iEneas, for his 
Burse Caieta, mentioned by the Mantuan bard*

Middle Middletown, so called from its situation, mid- 
way between Cork and Youghal, being 10 milea 
from each, is a borough and m^trket-town^ well 
built, and pleasantly situated, a river running at 
each end of it, and the tide flowing up to it, being 
in the N. E. angle of Cork harbour. It consists of 
one long street, ranging from, the north to the 
south bridges. Here is a good market, both of flesh 
a^d fish The Irish still call it Cfi^stre-ni-chor^ i. e. 
- the castle of the for4 ; and from thence, an adja- 
cent abbey was cj^Ued Chore abbey, in Insfa, Mo- 
nastre-fii-Cljora, and, ii^ the records, called Mo- 
nasterium de Choro Sancti Benedicti Beat Mar. 
Virg. It was a daughter of the abbey of Neany, or 
Magy, in the county of Jjimerick, \k^ pip^k? be- 
ing furnished put of th^t house, foif occupying thi« 
abbey. It was founded abqut the year I ISO, ac- 
cording to Ware, by the Fitz-Gerald's ; and, apcord- 
iog to Jungelin, by the Barry's. Ger?tld Fitz- Rich- 
ard, bishop of Qoyne, appropriated the vicarages 
of Clonmult, Danigin, Donilbam, and Bally-sp^ila- 
ny, to this house, ann. 1476. It was granted, upon 
the dissdlution, to i^ir John Fitz-Edmond Fitz- 
Qemld, of Cloyne, who forfeited it, in the |*ebeUion 
^f 1641. This town w^s ^re^ted into » cprporftt^^n^ 


by die inbtvest of $ir St. Jotiii Brodrick;, nvfe^ f^nilt 
ijie cfaiirch arui jBteefde^ and the gyrcatest pai^ of tbf 
tovm.

TVie jat^ l^ng James j^dsj^ incorpo* 
rated this pjace^ hf >v)u)^ charte^r^ in 1687^ sir 
James Cotter^ .kn^ was appointed sovereign^ and 
Philip Rp€;hc^^ ,aE4 Dentin iqk Whi]te^ ifterchants^ 
bailiffs thereof; Wt th,is charter j^oon went into 
disuse. Here is a fair market-iiouse, built with

On the grave 8tones> are the names of Lewi«^ 
Downing^ HilL Harold, Pritchard^ Martin, &c. 
Alan Brodrick, esq. lord chancellor of Ireland, was 
created baron Brodrick^ of Middletown, Apr. l^th, 
1st of Geo. I. 1715, and viscount of the s^mp, Aug. 
3, 1717, in which year he was constituted one of the 
lords justices of Ireland, as he was several times 
after. 

Not far from the water side, there is the remains 
of an ancient building, called the Spittle, supposed 
to have been a leper- house, of which kind, there 
were many in this kingdom. Near this, is the vil- 
lage of Ballinachom; and adjacent, the rev. Dr. 
Berkley has a good house, with g3.rdens and plan- 
tations. In the garde^h, is an high sepulchral mouiit, 
being one of the Danish tumuli, 
, The lord viscount Middletown has two fine deey 
parks here, one' on each side of the town. In that 
nearest Cork harbour, is his seat, called Bally ananj^'Baliya^ 
very agreeably situated. In Middletown park, is anao, 
sjnall riyer,, that takes a subterraneous course, n^ar 
which, is a large romantic cave. Near Middle^ 
town, is Rocksborough, a pleasant seat of Richard Rockr* ' 
HqU, esq. adjacent to which, is a reputed holy well, borough;

even with the walls. If you begin in March to dig 
ywir clay, the kiln inay bef kept burning all thSfe^ ^

Wh*n it is Well lighted up^ wet clay may be laid

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KiinMa. Kikiataloon (37) is tbe smallest barony in this 
Joom ccthnty ; it signifies the church on the other side of 
the river (38)^ which was, probably, the church of 
Knockpourne, an ancient corporation. It. is bound- 
ed on the E. by Waterford, on the W. by the 
barony of Barrymorc, on the N. by Imokilly, and 
on the S. by the barony of Condons. It was formerly 
mortgaged by the lord Barry (39), to Thomas, the 
eighth earl of Desmond, for the marriage portion of 
his daughter, Elizabeths countess of Desmond, and 
was asidigned by Gerald, earl of Desmond, to his 
brother, Thomas Roe, (as is inentioned in a note, 
p. 49). This small barony is watered by the river 
Bride, which runs N. of Tallow,, and discharges itself 
into the Blackwater. Sea sand may be brought for 
manure, by water, up to Tallow bridge ; and near 
- the western part of this barony, there is plenty of 
lime, for the same purpose. On the b^^nks of the 
Bride, are the ruins of seyeralof Desmond's castles. 
Mogeely, two miles W. of Tallow, v^as a principal 
seat of the earl hiniself. It t^kes it^ name from the 

parish 

they manure their gronnds, being a light saodj soil, with clftj, 
vhich they dig ia the declivity of an hill ; after having bored 
away two yards deep of the sandy soil, they sink a pit, out of 
which they take the clay. This clay is of a biueish brown 
colour, not sandy, but close and fat, very ponderous, and burns 
well for bricks. . They lay out 100 load of clay upon an acre 
of ground. They dig it, in dry weather, at midsummer. They 
observe, that for three or four years it continues in &>ods upon 
the sand, and that for the first year, the land so manured, 
bears rank, ill coloured, and broad-grained barley, but after, 
wards, a plump, round corn, like wheat* This clay manuring 
lasts about forty years, and then the ground mu^jt be clayed 
again.

parisfa ehurdi^ which, in old Irish, Wns natiied 
Moidghealladhj i. e; the church of the vow. At this 
castle, Thomas, the great ead of Desmond^ resid- 
ed, who bad a favourite steward, that often took 
very great liberties with bis lord; and,. by his per- 
mission, tyrannized over the earl's tenants, equally 
with his niaster. This steward, unknown, to the 
earl, gave an invitation,, in his lord's name, to a 
great number of the chiefs of Munster, with their 
followers, to come and spend a month at this castle. 
The invitation was accepted, and crowds of gen- 
tlemen flocked in, to the great surprise of Des- 
mond, who began to be alarmed, lest sufficient 
provision should not be found for such a number of 
guests. They had not stayed many days, when 
provisions, in reality, began to fail, and, at last, 
the eBxVs domestics informed him, that they could 
not possibly furnish out a dinner for the next day. 
The earl was in a great streight, and knew not 
what to do, for his pride could not brook -to let his 
guests know any thing of the matter ; besides, his ., 
favourite steward, who used to help him in such 
difficulties, was absent. At length, he thought of 
a stratagem to save his credit ; and inviting all his 
company to hunt next morning, ordered his ser^ 
vants to set fire to the castle as soon as they were 
gone, and to pretend it was done by accident. The 
earl and his company hunted all the forenoon ; and 
from the rising grounds, he every moment expected, 
mih an heavy heart, to see Mogeely in a flame. 
At length, about dinner time, to his great surprise, 
his favourite steward arrived, mounted upon a fresh 
horse, whom the earl threatened severely for being 
80 long absent at such a juncture. The steward 
told him, he arrived just time enough at the castle 
to prevent his orders from being executed ; and 
fartlijBr, that he had brought a large prey of corn 
and cattle^ sufficient to subsist him and his com-^ 
pany for some months ; which news not a little

BjRRETS^y and MUBKERY.

O the west of the foregoing smfall bard'njr, the 
large one of Barryih(n*e is situated, bounded by it 
and Imokilly on the east, by Barrets and the 
liberty of Cork on the west. On the north by 
Fermoy and Condons, and on the south by the 
harbour of Cork (I). This country gives title of 
earl to the ancient and noble family of the Barry's. 
They were first called lords Barry, of Olethan,

They have also long 
enjoyed the title of viscount Buttevant,' in thii 
county, and were created carls of Barrymore, 
Feb. 28, 1627-8, the 3d of Charles I. On the 12th 
j9f Dec. 2d of Charles I. letters patent passed to 
David, viscount Buttevant, of the manors of Bar^ 
ry's-Court, Castle-Lyons, Buttevant, Timoleague^ 
Uaihbarry, Sbandon, and divers other lands. Kin^ 
Charles II. in a v^arrant directed to the duke of 
Ormond, lord lieutenant of Ireland, takes notice 
rf a petition of Richard, earl of Barrymore, setting 
forth, that the above manors were passed by letters 
patent to his father, to which there belonged ser- 
veral lands, known by distinct' names, not men- 
tioned in the patent, but specified in a schedule^ 
annexed to the petition, and praying directiofai^ 
for hew letters patent to be passed. 'The king 
referred this petition to the consideration of his 
grace the lord lieutenant, who, with the privy 
council, upon examitving the same, made out new 
letters patent, in which several other lands, not 
mentioned in the forn\er ones, were inducted. ^ 

This barony is, for the greatest part, rough an4 
hilly towards the N. ; near the S. and E. it is inV 
differently fruitful, and has in it several good tracts 
of limestone, particularly near the river Bride j 
wd also a large vein running through it, from Cork, 
It has some considerable hiffh mountains to the N- 
W. called , Nagle's mountains, ranged along the 
south of the BIacl^-w«|.ter ; from their feet, -the 
river Bride, which runs through this barOny, (there 
being also another of the same name in Muskery) 
takes its meandering course down to Taljow. Many 
of these mountainous tracts, which, in the wint^ 
season, are unfrequented' by man and beast, are, in 
summer, no unelegant places of abode. The vast 
Rn(l extended prospect they afford over the we%

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cultivated plains beneath tbem^ at once fill tha 
eye with delight^ and th^ mind with satisfaction* 
In dry weather* the air is far from beings un whole- 
dORie^ bein^ then iilied with arotoatie peifunteS) 
from various. plants ; and the heath/ from its russet 
brown^ is then in flower^ gnd clothed in purpU 
and scarlet < 

Iicaying the small barony of Kilnatalooni the 
first place on the banks of the Brides is the castle 
of Uobert's-TowB, (being ^n high square tower) 
built by Robert de liarryj as a frontier to their 
territory^ against the invasions and depredations of 
the Pitz-Gerald's, of Coshbride, dangerous and 
})owerfui neighbours^ when force gave a title t^ 
possession^ as it did in this country^ in former days. 
Castle., X niile W. is Castle^Lyons^ called Castle-khan^ 
4<j^on». f|.^n^ iijg O'Lehans^ an ancient Irish sept that pos- 
sessed itj and who gave their name to a great part 
of this 'country (2). It is a* well built market-' 
town^ pleasantiy situated^ an4 well watered^ in a 
jrich^ fruitful soil, a short way from the river Bride, 
and has some share of trade. In tliis pl^ccfy John 
de B^rry founded a monastery of conventual fran^ 
piscans^ anho 1307. Upon the dissolutiooy it was 
granted to the earl of Cork^ who assigned it io his 
^on-in-law D^vid^ the first earl of Bar'rymore, or 
rallier to his daughter; for, in his will^ he say*, 
be bequeaths the rents and pi'ofits of this bouse 
to his daughter Barrymore^ to buy her gloves and 
pins (3)." A considerable part of t^4.>jbbey 
still remains, particularly the choity nave^ dftd 
steeple of the cluircb. This town hes well for 
(be'^Iinei) manufacture^, and is distant twelve re- 
puteii miles from Cork. The lord Barrymore has 
Jiere a strong ond stately house^ built on the fouii-

Ballinterry, 
between Castle-Lyons and Rathcormuck, belongs 
^ . to lord Barry more ; it is agreeably situated, anc} 
well planted. 
Rathcor. Rathcormuck, i. e. Charles-Fort, is a small neat 
jnuck. market-town and borough (11^ measured Irish 
miles from Cork,) near the river Bride, adorned 
with a pretty parish church and steeple, and a ses- 
sion-house, where the county sessions are^ held once 
a year; it returns two members to Parli&^ment. 
LUnegar. Near it, is Lisnegar, a fine improvement, the seat 
of Redmund Barry, esq. with pleasant gardens, 
large plantations of cider fruit, and the nonpareil 
apple. There is a fine canal to thi$ east of the 
bouse, stocked. with fish. The town of Rathcor- 
muck also belongs to this gentleman, who is de- 
scended from an ancient branch of the Barry far 
mily, commonly called Mac Adam, who have been 
seated here 500 years, and formerly sat in parlia- 
ment; particularly David de Barry, of Rathcor- 
muck, who sat in the upper house, in a parliament 
held 30tb of Edward I. anno 1302: S. of Rathcor- 
iQuck, is a fair stone bridge over the Bride, upon 
which is this inscription : — ^"^ The foundation of this 
^ bridge was laid June 22, 1734, colonel Redmund 
^ Barry, Jonas Devonshire^ and James Baiyy, gent. 
** being overseers thereof/' To the N. of Rathcor- 
muck, is a range of mountains, the last of which, 
to the E. is named Cairn-Tierna, i. e. The Thane's 
Heap ; on the top of which, is a large rude heap 
of stones, said to take its name fh)m the thane or 
'lord of this country holding assemblies thereon, in 
a judicial way. It also yvas said to be the place 
where they elected their chiefs, as was the custom, 
when tanistry prevailed in this country ; which

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ndes their being set up as funeral monuments, 
l^his tiill is very conspicuous from many parts of the 
country. 

Prom Rathcormuck W. this barony is coarse Sa«field»s 
and mountainous. Within three miles of Cork, ig^^^"*"** 
Sarsfield's town, or ,Sarsfield*s court, (occupied by 
Mr. Grey,) the estate of John Putland, of Dublin^ 
esq. ; from a terrace in the garden, is one of the 
finest prospects in all this county. A mile to the S. 
is Rivers-town, a pleasant seat of Ihe lord bishop RireFs. 
of Cork. The house is beautified with several cu- town» 
rious pieces of stucco, performed by the Fmnchinis, 
brothers. The river of Glanmire runs through his 
gardens, banked into serpentine can^tls, which are 
stocked with carp, tench, &c. the river being grated 
at both ends. wA. pleasant park, stocked with deer, / 
comes close to the garden walls. The adjacent" 
country is here finely iinproved, well laid out, and 
cultivated. 

Glanmire is d small tillage, prettily planted. Gla&miie 
Here is a curious bolting-mill, with another near 
Ballyrochine, both belonging to Mr. Samuel Pike, 
merchant! of Cork. The water-wh(?el of this last ; 
ftiill is 24 f^et diameter, being an over-shot wheel, 
the cog-wheel and axle-tree are very krge ; these 
trere the first of the^ kind erected in this^ part of 
the kingdom, and stand very convenient for bring- 
ing wheat, and sending flour and meal by water, 
from and to the city of Cork. Mr, Pike informed 
ine, that the best and largest grained wheat of this • 
Country, grows near the city, the ground beiug 
manured with bran, from whence starch is extracted. 
At Ballyrochine, is a slitting-miU, for making rod 
iron ; and also, a paper-mill, all worked by the riyer 
of Glanmire, which discharges itsdf into Cork ban- 
boat, through a deep and romantic glen, pleasantly 
wooded on its sides. 

Towards its exit, is Dankettle, noAv the seat of P^n^ct- 
Richard Tonson, esq, affording a fine prospect of^^®"

thisplace^ totheN.E. is a large cavity, running 
under a rock, for a considerable way in the earth. 
A mile to the W. is Killycloin^ an agreeable seat of 
alderman Knap, of Cork. Anngrove, formerly 
called BaOinsperig;, a(; no great distance from th^ 
other, is finely situated on a rising hill,' which com- 
mands an extensive prospect over Cork harbour, 
the Great Island, &c. It was some time since a seat 
of the late earl of Barrymore, when lord Butte- 
vant, and is now occupied by Mr. Grady; and 
half a mile to the S. is the ruin of the castle of Bar- 
Ty's-Court, which gave title of baron to the earls of 
Barrymore. Near this castle is the passage into the 
Great Island (6), called, formerly, the island of Bar- Great 
ryraore, from its belonging to that family. As a island* 
defence to this passage (7), the only one by which 
the island can be entered at low water, stands Bell- 
velly castle (8), built by one, of the Hodnet family, 
formerly a very potent sept in this country. Oji an 
escutcheon^ cut in stone on the castle wall, is a 
bend lozengee. This island /orms one side of Cork 
harbour, and is four miles long, and two broad. 
The chief place in it is Cove, a village seven miles Cotck'

This church is in good repair^ and on the east is a 
handsome gallery for seamen, &c. 
Hortayne'i Not far west from the castle of BellTeliy, is Ro- 
*'^*^* nayne'S' grove, formerly called Hodnet's-wood, a 
good house and handsome improvements, of Philip 
Ronayne, esq. From the gardens, one has a charm- 
ing view of the river and shipping, up to Cork, as 
also the town of Passage, on the opposite shore. 
This gentleman has distinguished hiniself by several 
^ essays, in the most sublime parts of the matbe« 

matics ; among others, by a treatise of algebra, 
which has paj^sed sereral editions, and is much restd 
and esteemed by all the philomaths of the present 
time. He has invented a cube, which is perforated 
in such a manner, that a second cabe, of the same 
dimensions exactly in all respects, may be passed 
through the sam€. The possibility of which he has 
demonstrated, both geometrically and algebraically, 
and which, has been actually put in practice by the 
ingenious Mr. Daniel Vorster, of X^ork, with whom 
J savv two such cubes. 
Ballyde- East of the parish church, is Ballydelea, a vvell

surrounded with maple, beech, silver fir, and other 
timber trtes. 
Belgrore. On the E. ferry, is BelgroVe, a pleasant scat of 
John Harper, esq. of Cork. From a fine terrace 
over the gardens, is an agreeable prospect of the 
eastern channel of the island, which is here broad 
and deep, forming a noble basin. This terrace is 
near a quarter of an English mile long, broad and 
high^ adorned with vases, urns, &c. and is the Sidcst

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of the kind in this county. Beneath the tciTacc ^ is a 
pretty bowling-green, with gardens, and pleasant 
walks. To the S. is a spreading grove, which 
covers an hilly country, down to the water's edge. 
Near the ]>ouse, among other improvements, is aa 
hop-yard, which thrives well, as also, a considerably 
plantation of hemp^ a commodity as useful as it is ^ 

profitable. In the W. passage, almost opposite to 
Mr. Harper's, they take an excellent oyster, itt, 
drodges, called Kilvokery oysters. On the.N. side 
of the island, is Ashgrove, a fine plantation, deer- 
park, and good house, of John Rogers, esq. (10) 
And almost opposite, on the main land, is Rossmore, 
belonging to John Goghlan, esq. agreeably situated, 
about a mile from Barry's court. ^ . ^ 

At Waterstown, near the E. passage, was a cas- 
tle, the chief residence of the Barry family in this. 
island, but it has been long since demolished. 

Near Cusfcinny, is a new erected fortification/The new 
which commands the mouth of the harbour; a^*****- . 
battery of 20 pieces of ordnance, 22> pounders, is 
now finished, and the guns mounted. 

Near the E. point, called Battery-point, is lime-: 
stone. Sea sand, for manure, may be had on every ' ^ 
side of the island ; y^t, notwithstanding its excellent 
situation, and the advantage of a short and ^afc 
water-carriage to Cork, tillage is but slowly prose- 
cuted here. This place abounds with a great number 
of springs^ and rivulets of fine wholesome water, to 
the great convenience of the inhabitants, and the 
shipping in tliQ harbour. , \ . 

The western extremity of Barrymore is bounded Mnskcry 
by a part of Muskery, viz.. a portion of Whitchurch ' 
parish, which is coarse ground. In it, stands the' 
ruined castle of Carricknavar (U), built on a small,

After the wirs were orer* several persons in Eng lands parti. 
calarly tlie'earl of Sunderland, endeavoured to represent lord 
Clancarty as a faultless person, to have him exchanged for a 
Pqtch otTicer, who wasv taken the preceding year, by the 
Jf rench, at the battle af Fleury, and in a short time procure 
liim to be restored to his estate. But the grand jurj of this 
bounty p^ particularly encouraged by .sir Richard CoxT, who was 
then second justice of the Common Pleas, drew up a true reprc- 
ifentation of his practicesagainst the protestants, of his iovetc. 
* rate hatred to the English interesf, and the little, probability of 
ever seeing an English plantation in those parts* if he was re. 
stored. This representation, in the formef aj)resentnient, was 
laid before the lords justices, to be transmitted to king William* 
It was zealously supported by lord Sridoey and the earl of Bur- 
Hngton, which had so good an effect, that afl the schemes in 
favour of this earl, were defeated, and Mr. justice Cox received 
the thanks of every protestant of ^ure in the country. (M^* 
sir Richard Cox.) King William granted hiqi a pardon, with 
a pension of 3001. a year, during his life, upon condition that 
he should quit the kingdom ip a stated time, and promistt 
n'ever to take up arms against the protestant succession.--' 
This nobleman retired to Hamburgh, on the Elbe, and pur- 
chased a little island in the mouth of that river, from the citN 
zeni of Altena, which went by his own name. There he 
erected a convenient dwelling* house, with a range of store- 
houses, and formed a convenient plan of an useful garden* Iq 
this place, he made a considerable profit by shipwrecks, but 
continued to give the distressed all the assistance in his power, 
and saved the lives of many. Ilis profit arose from the goods 
thrown on his island^^-which he placed In his store-houses, and, 
if demanded by the right owners, within the year, he returned 
them) requiring on.ly two per cent, for the store-room j^i^n^N 
, he made use. of them as his own, lie died Here, October 22u, 
1734, aged 64, leaving behind him two sons ; Robert, late a 
commodore in the English Aeet, commoaly caiiod lyrd Mus* 
kery 9 and Justin Mac Carty^ esq. 

(13) MSS.Cor* 
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reckoned one 6f tbe Strongest fortresses in Munster ; 
the author of Pacata Hibernia, p. 351, describes 
it to be composed of four large piles joined in one, 
whidh shews that it was formerly much larger than 
at present. It is seated upon a main rock, that 
securetl it from mining ; the walls are eighteen feet 
thick, and it was likewise flanked tvith bastions. 
Anno 1602, Cormac Mac Dermot Cartjr was ac-, 
cused of a treasonable correspondence with the 
Irish rebels, and obliged to deliver up this castle to 
captain Taafe^ for the queen's use. This Cormac 
was a very powerful person, being able to raise 
1,000 men at a call t he also possessed the castles 
of Kilcrea and Macrdomp ; the former he gave Hp 
to the lord president Carew, being then his priso- 
ner, but escaped out bf his hands soon after. This 
castle is seated upon/ an eminence"; with a river 
mnning beneath it, and on the other side is a fine 
lake of about thirty acres, abounding with great 
quantities of good leeches. In the castle^ which is 
in very good repair, is an original painting, at fuU 
length, of Charles XII. king of Sweden, brought 
hither by the late James Jeffrys, esq. envoy to that 
monarch, whose father, sir James Jeffrys, purchased 
this estate from the crowh. This monarch is 
drawti in the dress M. Voltaire describes, and ^he 
painting seems to be very well executed. Adjoining to 
thexastle, is a fine park, sweetly wooded, and well 
watered ; also, a fair bridge over Blarney river. 
The gardens of the castle are well laid out, and 
kept in g'ood order. 

The lands about Blarney are mostly under com, 
pasture, and dairies occupy the greater part of the 
adjacent country. The soil is a yellowish clay, 
which they manure mostly with lime,' Plants grow* 
ing near the lough were, water-horehound, water- 
cinouefoil, anj^elica sylvestris, peridimenum, pal-

to the N. tide of ttie iough^ consists of oak^ ash, 
)»ifch And* alder, bat wa« rnvtch greater tKan at pre- 
eefit. In this wood, are quarries of limestoae. 
Plants observed in the wood were, lingua cerrina, 
' £irc^, bugula, tutsan, tormenttl, pimpernel with 
a yellow floweT, aram, bear's garlic, eyebrigbt, 
buibocastanaod ; ^nd on the rock$, adianthnin, 
irichomanes, paronchya rutac, &c. Thia l|u»t ia 
^eat {denty. Oa th^ S. side of> th^ lough, is a 
'bed <»f white clay, probably a pipe clay. A few 
^ars ago, Robert, cofamonly caUed lord M uskery, 
laid dakn to a coasider able part of this eatate, being 
assisted with large sums, by the late, duchess ^ 
Marlborough.. But it was divided into ao iwny 
hands,, that the suit seea^Qd !of too dangerous a 
naiiure to be saffenedto.go on, and therefore a peti- 
.4ion was laid before the parliament of England, and 
M Stop put to any further pr oceedti^gs. 

At Blarney, is a vein of limestone, from whence 
ihene is none to the noi^th, nearer than Ibe Black- 
water river. Daws-towti, (two miles N. of Blar- 
ney } the estate of John Patland/ of Dublin, esq. is 
;a good house, whhti pretty plantation, occupied by 
RoVirland Davis, esq. Here are, a very large ilow- 
lering lime, good orchards, gardens and. fifih-poii(|$- 
About a mile to the S. is Bally gibbone, a good 
.house amd plantation, held by Mr. £idward Butler, 
as is Kiiowen^ all the estate of the same gentleman. 
The castlea of Cloglwroe, Clogbphilip and Carigna- 
var, belonged to the Mac Carty's, and were in the 
.manor of Blatney. 

As the small barony of Barrets runs iferough 
.Muskery, 1 i^ll describe it, before I proceed to the 
remaining part of that barony ( 14).

In the southern point of this barony, (in the fostd 
leading from Cork to Bandon, four miles from the 
former,) i^ a ruined abbey, called Ballyyaeadane, BaHyva* 
founded by Cormac Mac Carty Mac Tiege, sar- cadane 
naraed Laider, for austine nunS, about tbe year*^**®J^' 
1450, Part of the walls stiH remain. 

BaHincolly, a large castle, not far distant, wasBallln. 
an ancient seat of the Barret's, four miles from Cork, colly. 
Anno 1600, WiH^am Barret, of BallincoUy, submit- 
ted to the <jueen's mercy, having been aoncemed 
in Desmond's rebellion. This castle was garrisoncsl 
byCrom well, and, in the late wars, for king James II. ^ / , 
It is buift upon a rock, and flanked with towers at 
«eh angle. -The other chief seat of the Barret's, 
was Castlemore, in the northern extremity of this Castle- 
barony. William Barret, of that place, esq; was more, 
created a baronet, June 4, 1665, now extinct. 
From the castle of Garrrgrohan, in the liberties of 
Cork, the river Lee runs thrbugh this barOny about 
six mBes, dividing it from Muskcry. Upon this river 
are several seats. On the north side, is Iniscarra, loiscarra 
a decent church, and neat built parsonage house. 
Sirmount*' the seat of Emanuel Mocyr, esq. lies agj^gifimii^ 
mile more to the W. on a rising ground over the 
Lee ; it is^ finely wooded on the east side, and has a 
good south prospect of a great extent of country.^

Coro- 
nody, more to the west, is the seat and improvements 
Fergus, of Mr.Cross ; east of which, is Fergus, Mr. Farmer's, 
a good plantation. A mile north of Iniscarra, on a 
Ardrum., fisirfg ground, is Ardrura, a pleasant seat of sir John 
Colthurst, who was created a baronet, August 3, 
J 744*; near which, is the village of Cloghroe. More 
Ball^allj west, stands Ballyall y, an handsome house and park 
of colonel Nicholas Colthurst. The river l>ripsey 
divides this barony, on the west, from Muskery, 
over which, is a fair bridge of eight arches ; and not 
^ far from it, the castle of Carignamuck, now inha- 
bited by Mr. Bear. - This castle belonged to the 
Mac Carty's, being byilt by the founder of Blarney. 
In this place, which lies on the Muskery side of the 
river, Cromwell had a garrison for a (considerable 
time. The northern part of this barony is coarse 
and mountainous ; the most noted place ia it for- 
JtfoiiMie TO^riy^ was Mourne, or Ballynamony, in which was 
preccpto- a preceptory of knights hospitallers, or knights of 
^7' St. John of Jerusalem (15), founded in the reign of 
king John, under the invocation of St. John Baptist, 
by an English gentleman, called Alexander d^ Sancta 
Helena. The; Irish call it Monaster na Mona. It 
had several great possessions, particularly a large 
r domain on the spot, five plowlands in the (l^ari^h of 
Temple- Michael, in Muskery, besides agreat number 
. of parish tythes. ^JTie brook, which runs on the north 
of it, into the Clydah river, is, in old records, called 
Glamey Ba]IycoIlen; and the land, on \^i)ich it waa

(15) This preceptory belonged first to the knights templars^ 
who were suppressed in Ireland, hy order of king Edward II. 
anno 1307, directed to sir John VVogan^ lord deputy, whq 
executed the same on the 3d of February, that year. It^was 
Co0pKiteiU thi|t the king got^OOi. Taiue of their effects, in 
Ireland, a great sufn in (hose times. The t«*nip!ars lands aqd 
|[«^se£sious were^ so^a aftorr, |j;iTea to the knights hospltailufS* 
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erected^ named Ballyknockane. The possessiotis of 
this preceptory were granted to Tiege Mac Carty^ 
whose descendants forfeited them by the rebellion 
of 1641,. yet they are still called by the name of 
roasters of Mourne. By an inquisition taken at 
Cork, Nov. 4. g^nno 1684, Ballynamony was found 
to be an ancient corporation. It was destroyed 
soon after (16) the death of the duke of Clarence^ 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, by Morogh O'Brien, 
who, in the rei^n of king Edward IV. rebelled in 
Tbomond^ ruined several walled towns in Mun- 
8ter, und, in this county, Mourne an4 Buttevant. It 
is situated on the high road, three miles S. of JVIal»- 
low. The body of the ruined church still remaips^ 
which was 180 feet long. The foundation walls 
of the preceptory enclosed several acres of ground; 
the south was defended by a, strong cattle, which ' 
was lately standing, and there were two towers to 
the W. but several parts of it have been of late de- 
molished, and the stones used in rep^ring the turn- 
pike road. In the churchy are some grave-stones 
of the Barret's, Quinlan's, and other ancient Irish 
families. ' 

A. short way from this ruin, is a small weU 
finished church and steeple, adorned with a spire 
and weather- cock, called Ballynamoqa, rebuilt A. D. Ballyfli;. 
1717; at which time, in the ruins of the old church,/"**^** 
was found a large spur, and the head of an antique 
ispear, probably belonging to one of the knights 
buried here in his martial habinments. , They 
were given to the late sir Matthew Deane, who 
fcontributed to \he building of . the church. Over 
the W. door^ on the steeple, is this iniScription :

This is the neatest country church in this county ; it 
was built, together withthe parsonage hou;Se, dur- 
ing the incumbency of the late lord bishop of 
Meath. (doctor Henry Maute) then minister of this 
parish. The chancel is semicircular. The altar- 
. * piece 16 composed of six fluted pilasters, of (lie co- 
rinthian order, with carved cherubims, neatly gild- 
ed, between them \ on the pannels, are the Lord> 
prayer, creed, and cortiniandments, in gold letters, 
At the W. end, is ari handsome gatfery, erected at 
the charge of the late sir Matthew Deane^ for ttie 
charity children. The pulpit and sounding bo^rd, 
are neatly carved and gilded, as is the cover of 
tlie font, the bason of which is marble. In the 
^ Burial ground, grow great quantities of bonu§ 
lienricus, or English mercury. The lands here- 
abouts are mostly under stock for dairies, produc- 
ing little corn, the soil being rocky, composed of a 
kind of red slate, with a yellow brittlie clay, and 
sometimes a cold white clay intermixed^ and so 
continues until within a mile or two of Cork, 
where the country begins to put on a more beautiful 
appearance, by the ir^dastry of the inhabitants. 
- Bottlehill Bottle-hill, midway between Corjc and Mallow, 
is remarkably for a stout skirmish fought there 
between the English and king James's forces, on 
.the 29th of April, 1691, wherein the former got

The baroay of Muakery (17) is bounded on theMuskerj 
N. by A^ uncultivjated mountainous tract, upwairds 
of ten mile^ long, and, in some parts^ six miles 
over, called the Boggra, which is a common to the The Bog. 
adjacent estates. la winter, it is, for the most part, g«*- 
deep, marshy, and unpassable ; but, in summer, 
hard and firm, producing grass and heath, and is 
then grazed by vast herds of cattle, which are re- 
moved to the lower lands vvhen this season is over. . 
This tract; though it stands high,, is yet flet, -an^ > 
rarronnded by | higher grounds almost on eveipy 
side, particularly to the N . and W. The whole pkoe 
is covered with black fogs, for the greatest part of 
the year. Sev^eral considerable rivers, hesides an 
infinite nunibefr of brooks, flow from this wid coun- 
try. 'On the south, the most coiasiderable are, 
Harney river, the Dripsy, *<he Lany, tihe Poherish, 
&c. which etppty themselves into the Lee; Oh 
the north, the Clydagh, the Lyre, the Oovane, Ra- 
cool river, and the Fin- Awn, which discharge them- 
selves into Jhe.

To the west of the Bog^a, are the mountains of 
Mushry, as they are comiponly called^ but rather 
of Muskery, and are distinguis))ed into Muskery* 
more and beg^ i. e. the larger and lesser mountains. 
These range partly north and south, high at both 
extremes^ and hollow in the middle, and are es- 
teemed the highest in this county. The fipper parf 
is covered with sedgy grass" and bog, the rock» 
. with London pride (18). The torrents have worH 
several deep furrows into their sijdes, which dis- 
play no other soil but slaty pebbles, of .a red, white, 
and dark colour, but nothing of any metallic 
substance. 

Donagh- ,The parish of Donaghmore lies in the N. E. 

more. part of this barony, and bounds: the Boggra. A 
considerable part of it belongs to the see of Cloyne, 
together with a vast tract of the Boggra, which, 
by degrees, might be reclaimed. ,The patron saint 
was named. St. Lachteen, and some years ago the 
parish priest kept here a brazen hand, as an holy 
rehc, by which the pepple swore upon all solemn 
.occasions, but this hand was removed by one of 
the titular bishops of Cloj^ne. There are, of bte^ 
tome very good improvements in thi& parish, as 
at Donaghmore, the rev.

The way 
from this to Macroomp, leads through a deep,

Iteep traggy rocks, covered, in some places, Itifli, 
Imk, a^h, and birch, at the roots of which groii^ 
polypody inpletity ; also a good quatitity of the adir ' 
anthum nigr^im and trichomanes.

The town of Maeroonap^ or, as it is pronounced,' Ma-

of the river Lee. This place is said to take its name 
from an old crooked oak, (so called in Irish) which 
. formerly grew here, under the boughs of which tra- 
?ellers used to pass. The castle of Macroomp is very 
ancient, being 6nit built in king John's time, soon 
after the English conquest, (acceding to sir Rich- 
ard Cox) by the Carew% but others attribute it' 
tQ the Daltoa's. It was repaired av)d beautified by

Caricia- Two mile«'west, stiands the high castle of Ca- 
fouky. rickafouky, (i, e. Fairy Rock castle) built by the 
Mac Carty'8 of Drisbane^ in a wild and romantic 
situation. The entrance into it, ia by an high 
craggy rock, of dangerous and slippery footing, 
~ where no more than one person a,t a tinpie,. can 
cUrob, and he must -be very active that will trust 
eirtirely to his feet. This rock is quite inaccessi- 
ble on every other side, and hangs frightfully over 
the Sullane, which runs foaming at the foot of it, 
through a craggy channel. To the east of the 
cdstle, 16 a large stone, placed upon an high rock, 
secured by wedges of other stones; and near it, 
flie rentains of a Druid altar, encompassed with *

Danda. The castle of Dundarerk (which signifies Mount 
•«'k. Prospect) is seated on a hill, about a mile south of 
the fornier, and commands a vast extended view to 
ihe west, as far as the bounds of Kerry ; to the east, 
almost to Cork, and a» great tract to the south. It 
was built by the Mac Carty's. Dermot Mac Carty 
forfeited this castle in the rebellion of 1641. It i^ 
an high square building, having 70 stone steps tO' 
the battlements; adUning to. it, stood sortie 'mo- 
dern buildings, no^^n riiiq ; here were large gar- 
dens and orchards, also destroyed. Alittletothe 
north, is the ruined church of Kilnamartery. 
The country to the north and west, as- far as 
the eye can see, is intermixed with large white 
roeks, and green spots; at first sight, a stranger,

vast city, the ivhite cragu Trembling so itiany fofty 
tower»y ruined churches^ dnd palaces. In a more 
kvel coontry, the eye is, perhaps^ pleased with little 
hills and gentle ascents ; but, in this rough situa- 
tion, the imagination is* astonished with a grandeur 
in nature, which nothing' but the scene itself can 
inspire a just idea of« If the forests which formerly 
covered these tracts^ are now no more, yet the 
naked rocks in some p1aces> remains of woods in 
others, and parcels of cultivated grounds in termini' 
d, aSord a greater variety, and more delightful 
landscape. A little to the west of Macroomp, is 
Codrum, the seat of Emanuel Hutchinson^ esq. whocodraltot 
has improved a considerable tract hereabouts, by 
ekaring the soil of stones and rocks, and manifr-* 
ing ft with Kme. On an old stone mearing^ ^ 
made by the earl of Clancarty, there is this in « 
scription, on a large rock: — D. E. O. C. 1686. P^ 
Fecit, i. e. Donough, earl of Clancarty, jfteri fecit. 
Which shews how imperfectly improvements were 
carried on in this country, towards the end of the 
last centuiry^ when the raising a great boundaiy 
of loose stones, was thought worthy of art inserip- 
lion. In Mr. Hutchinson's garden^are the te^ 
mains of a Danish intrenchment, being vaulted ivi« 
der ground. There are also several large ones near 
the old church of Clondrohid, some c^f which have 
triple intrenchments.' On the top of an hill, called 
Lissecresig, (three miles N. W. of Maeroomp) be- 
, ing the same gentleman's estate, are the remains of 
t pagan altar (24), composed of three stones pitch- 
ed close tc^ether, and a broad flag-stone lying^ 
near them.

Mr. J^Hies Colthurst^ ^/^^S about a mile to Ibe 
K. &. Abput 4 miles N. W. of Macropmp, are 
ilie remaiDji of a Danish intrehchment^ of au oval 
form ; the greatest diameter is 60 yards^ and the 
^mailer 40/ surrounded by a broad deep dileh, 
whose sides are almost perpendicular. It has one 
narrow path into it, facing the east. At a small 
distance from it, near the road side, are five very 
large istone^, pitclied endviayg^ formiug an equir 
lateral triangle^ -whose inside area may contaia a 
dozen persons. 

The north .west part of the barony (from Ma- 
croomp to the JJlack-water) is rough and uncultivatr 
Cf urn. ^4. About six miles from Macroomp, is Caura-C^rig, 
pFff* (i. p. the crooked rocks) a rugged hill, which roust 
be passed over, before one arrivet at Mill-street. 
On the left, the eye is entertained with various pros- 
pects of the Kerry mountains above-mentioned; 
the last of the' range, to the north, is a lofty cone^ 
palled Clara-hjil ; at tlie foot of it, is Mojint-Leader, 
a good liouSie and plantations of Mr. Edvyard Lead- 
er. On the left, is Kilpeedy, a small castle of the 
O'Dofiaghoe's, now in ruin ; near which, was a re- 
jdoubt for half a foot company. As one descend! 
vth6 hills, the country opens aJl green and charming 
MH'- tovvards the Black-water. Mill-street is the last vil- 
pKeet. . ]Qg^ Qf any consequence in this part of the barony; 
the new tumpike-road, from Cork i6 Kerry, runs 
Ihroujjh it, being carried over the Boggra mountain; 
a new barrack, and some manufactures in Ihe linen 
trade, intended to be set up here, will soon make it a 
b|ace qf some note,. Aboiit a mile to thjgust, is

being works of the Danes or ancient Irish. 

Two miles S/W. of Macroomp, there is a stone - 
bridge over the river Toon ; near which, on the 
W, side of the Lee, there was discovered, a few 
years ago, (on the estate of Dr. Edward Barry, of 
Pablih) a vein of metallic snbstance, in a limestone Leadore^ 
rock. An assay was fiia4e of it, and it pi;oved to 
hold flrome lead ore. 

Between this and Inshigeelagb,. stand the castles Setcral 
0f Brumcaragh, Carigneneelagh, and Carignacur- castles, 
lagh; in this last, Cromwell placed ii garrison. The 
O'Leary's were the ancient proprietors of these casr 
des, and ail the adjacent Country, which is called 
froiQ tbem^ Ivelary.

164'!. It is a lofty pile, being above 100 feet high, 
standing on the S. bank of the river^Lee. This 
river has its course here, and for a considerable way 
below, interrupted with islands aiid a deep boggy 
tract/ until it runs to the bridge of Ballynaclasseiji. 
These islands are covered, mostly, with odk, ash, 
liazel, and birch ; at the feet of which grow fern, 
polypodium, and water dropworth (28). Here are 
great quantities of several kinds qf water fowl, in 
their seasons, as bitterns, cranes, duck and mallard, 
teal^ &c. These bogs have been attempted to be 
drained, but it was found impracticable. ' In one, 
called Anaghaly, is about three acres of ground, on 
which is excellent limestone, that supplies the town 
of Macroomp, the western inhabitants of this barony 
andCarbery, with lime for manure and building. 
Insiiigee. Inshigeelagh, six miles S, W. of Macroomp, has 
^«5^' a good barrack for one foot company, built in a 
stone fort of four bastions, erected on the N. end 
of a bridge over the Lee. Near this place, many 
pieces of ia metallic substance have been found, in 
the form of cubes, as hard as iron, and glittering 
with sparks, intermixed, of a pale yellow, jshining 
like gold. These' cubes are washed out of the 
rocks on the banks of the river, by winter floods; 
See more of them, Boq& IV. Chap. VIU. 

Many of these mountains have been formerly 
tilled ; for when the heath that covers them, is pulled 
up and burned, the ridges and furrows of- the 
plough -are visible. About 100^ years-ago> this 
country was all a forest. The woods consisted of 
lijrge oak, birch, alder, some ash, and many yeAV§> 
of as great a bulk as the largest oi\k; Gr^ quan- 
tities of fir are still taken out of the tqrf bpgs. This

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forest was then stored with red and fallow deer^ 
and abounded with great ayrieft of excellent hawks ^ 
which^ with the timber^ belonged to the earl oif 
Cork. 

A small mile west of Inshigeela, the river Lee 
opens into a fine lake^ called Lough Allua^ three Lough 
English miles long, and half a mile broad, stretching A ilua. 
out into several bays ; it is deep, and not fordable 
from end to end. Salmon trouts, almost as large 
as salmon, small river trout of various kinds, and 
eels, abound in it ; also the charr, (29) or AlpineTkc 
trout. The river here, is of a still, slow motion, till Charr. 
emptying itself at Inshigeelagh, it is contracted, 
and runs with a rapid and violent course. On the > 
south side of this lake, are a range Of lofty rocks, in 
some places, covered with yew and birch ; and on 
the north side, is a fine, green plain, extending the 
length of the lalce. 

/The upper end is replenished with several moun- 
tain rills '; the chief is a rapid little bro6k, de- 
scending from another lake, called Grougane-Barra.

The charr w, in length, from the extremity of the nose, to 
the tip of the tail, 10| inches in bfeddth ; from the back fin, to 
that on the belly, Sj inches, where it is thickest. Its eye re- 
sembles that i>f on herring ; the moiith, from the tip of the 
muzzle, tothe joint of the jaw, somewhat more th^n an inch*;

A well'* 
spirited beast trembles at «Tery step ; some partsi 
of the road lie shelving from one side to the oiher^ 
V^bich often trips up an borse ; other places ^re 
pointed rocks^ standing like so many sugar- loav^Msr, 
from one to three feet nigli^ between which a borae 
liiuM take time to place and fix his feet. It ^aa 
'with great difficulty that I passed two naileg of thia 
Gouganc causeway^ in two hours. Gougane-Barra signifiev 
Barra, the hermitage of St. Pinbar ; he having (as trad4ti- 
on says) lived here a recluse^ before he founded the 
cathedral of Cork. This retreat is esteemed one 
of the greatest curiositiea in these parts ; it lies in 
'^le remotest solitude imaginable^ and is; in reality, 
a most elegant and romantic spot ; its very aspect 
aind situation betraying a pkce' seemingly designed 
by nature for a recluse. It lies in the bowds of vast 
high mountains^ making so many enclosures round 
it.> St. Finbar^s hermitage is a small island^ sur- 
rounded by a fine deep and capacious lake^ of 
about 200 acres^ almost circular. This lake ia 
environed by a stupendous amphitheatre of lofty 
hills, composed of perpendicul?ir bleached rocks^ 
in some places boldly hanging over the basin. In 
some crevices of the rpcks, grow yews and ever- 
greens. In fair weather, there are.several rills, that 
gently glide down, with a murmuring noise, into 
tiie lake. But on heavy rains, the whole prospeet 
seems a perfect chaos, the water then, frofii the top 
of the mountain, tumbling down all around, in se-* 
veral cataracts, with a roaring noise like thunder, 
which makes a most awful and majestic scene: On 
the top of these precipices, eagles, haw ks, and other 
birds of prey, breed and live in great security. 
This place, ?incc the time of St. Pinb^r> has been 
frequented by many devotees, as a place of pilgri- 
fiiage ; and to get to it, is little less than to per- 
farm one. In the island, are^ the ruinfs of a chapel. 
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widi some small oells^ a sacristy^ chamber^ kkcbeti^ 
and other Gonyeniencies^ erected by a late r^ecluse^ 
(father O'Mahony) who lived an hermit^ in this 
dreary spot, 28 years'. When one is in this island^ 
the chasm in the mountain, by which the lake is en- 
tered, is not seen, occasioned by the juttirtg out of 
part of the hill } so that if a person was carried 
into it blindfold, it Would seem almost impossible^ 
without the wings of an eagle, to get out, the 
mountains making, as it were, a wall of rocks 
some hundred yards high^ Round part of the 
lake, i» a pleasant green bank, with a narrow 
canseway from it to the island. That part of the 
island unbuilt upon, father Mahony converted into 
a garden, planted several fruit trees in it> with hii; 
own hands^ and made it a luxurious spot for an 
hermit. Opposite to this island, on the continent^ 
is his tomb, placed in a low little house^ on which 
is this inSCiiptibn ;

" The riTcr Bride, i|t the W. end, entered into the middle 
of it, where, by the failing of Jarge oaks, its course was so 
obstructed, th^t it formed many new ch^noels ; which, in time, 
being likewise obstructed, it was difficult to deterinine where 
the river was* This part of the bog, of about 300 plantation 
acres, was the remains of a very ancient wood.

to sta^ all day in tlie morass, to cncoorage bis men, and to ^ ^ 
design and maris, out his work. Bnt behold ! that part whichf 
was cut out in the morning, would be closed in the after. 
noon. Yet this was all tolerable, till ihey came to a shrubby 
part ; but then they were forced to lay aside their knives, and 
betake themselves to axes, hatchets, mattocks, and a new.in. 
veoted instrumenti in form of the hay* knife blade^ t6 the long 
bandies, hut very strong and thick in the back, whereby a 
great tussock of sedge would be cut through, and all the roots 
(^ trees in it, in three -or four strokes. For here, in the shrubby 
part, the deal boa/ds and faggots were Uid aside, the great 
tussacks giving them assistance of passage from one to another^ 
as squirirels jump from tree to tree* That summer season, the 
land floods were kept off^ and after repeated cuti for seven or 
eight times, the inland waters were vented down upon the next 
Und, befoDging to S^tcphcn Sweet, esq. , The watery being partly 
discharged, the bog subsided, and by the marks on the tussocks, 
it was to be perceived, that the depth of- water oo that part 
of the bog, over the superficies o( earth, was. about three 
feet, but what the fall of the skin of the morass was, Mr. 
R^e did not remember* Here was a great haunt of wild 
fowl destroyed, that betook ^themselves to the inner recesses of 
the woody bog. The next year, he was able to ma^e a Urge 
doul^e ditch ; afterwards, Mr. Rye cut cross drains, and dow 
ld\ that part is so firm, that it is to be rid upon in winter* As 
to the other part, Mr. Sweet was forced to cut drains, to dis- 
charge the waters thrown on him; an<l agreed with alder, 
nan French, of Cork, who had the south- side, to give and 
take, aod to range one straight channelthrough the wbole, to 
receive the river Bride* Mr. Sweet first formed a grand bank, 
on the north side, under the hilts, to receive the rivulets de.' 
iceoding from them ; and then, the following summer, began 
the grand canal, in one straight line, for about one mile in length, 
Ottttiog a 40 feet channel, and allowing, on each side^ 10 feet' 
seating, outside of each bank. The river had a 60 feet chan* 
Del to receive its waters, on a flood. Alderman French dted in 
the beginning, but his son, with Mr. Sweet, brought it to a 
conclusion. Mr. Sweet's land extending west of Mr. French's, 
coi^tioued the canal till he arrived at the united stream of the 
river, where he discharged it into its ^eautiful new course. 
Then, to prevent the overflow of the river upon the great 
floods, (and they are sometimes very terrible from the mouu. 
taios) he run a ba&k of l&feet in thickness, havit^g dikes of

He Was, a gen- 
tleman who always had the true interest of his (Coun- 
try at heart. At the revolution, he served in person 
in the wars of Ireland, till the kingdom was re- 
duced to peace and quietness ; then qtiitting the 
wars,, he returned to bis wife and children^ and 
shewed himself as good an husband, as iudul^nta 
father^ as be was a true subject. Being honoured 
with the commission of the peace, he always admi* 
nistered justice so uprightly, that he never blemished 
his .commission, and died lamented by all good men 
who knew him.'* *^ ^ . ' 

In the burial ground grow vast quantities of 
gromwell. 

About a quarter of a mile N: of the church, is a 
quarry of excellent white freestone ; and on the W. 
near Kilmurry> is a w^ll, dedicated to the virgin 
Mary, and much firequented on her festivals, by the 
common Irish ; near it, is a stone, in which they 
pretend is the miraculous impression of a man's 
knee. On the W. side of the road front Crooks- 
town to Bandon, is a large stone monument, of a 
great length and breadth. Tradition says, it was 
erected to the memory of one Nial, who was said to 
be slain in battle, near this place. 

Rath. Rath is a seat built by alderman James French, 

of Cork, with a paddock and other improvements. 

Aghar. Agharlow, in the parish of Kilbor\ane, is wellim- 

^^^' proved and planted, also the estate of M n French. 
The parish church is in ruins. About a mile E. by 

Kilcrea, N. from Agharlow, is the castle of Kifcrea, formerly 
a seat of the earls of Ciancarty. It is a strong 
building, having an excellent staircase, of a dark 
marble, from bottom to top, about 70 feet high. 
It stands a little south of the river Bride. The

barbicans^ ptatforms^ and ditch, stHl remain. On 
the east side, is a large field, called the bawn, ^ the 
only appendage, formerly, to great men's castles, 
which places were used for dancing, gqaling, and 
aach diversions; pleasnre gardens, and other im- 
provements, being then unknown in this country. 
In these bawns, they also kept their cattle by night, 
to prevent their being carried off by wolves, of 
their more rapacious neighbours. Kilcrea (33) Was 
ft manor belonging to the lords Clancarty. Near 
this castle, are some quarries of a fine clouded grey 
marble, which takes a good polish. About two 
fields east of this castle, are the ruins of the abbey 
of Kilcrea, founded by Corraac, surnamed Liaider^ 
lord Muskery, for Franciscans ; he also built the 
aboTe-meiitioned castle, and was biiried in this 
Vol. I. C c ; abbey.

They had 
the disposal of :goods of felons and fugitives* and «f all tke 
ayries,of hawks in their territory. They presented to several 
parish churches, founded by the lords of the family in this , 
barony. They had also power to hold several fairs and markets.

161. perann. bat, in the last patent of king James I. it wiU 
raised to IQOL This patent was grantedi to^Charles Oge. TBef 
ivere also, by this patent, to pay Ss- 4d. out of every plowlaod 
yearly^ as a composition royal, throaghout the barony, except 
»0TDc doBiftitt landf adjohilttg to the abgre manors, that were 
free* 
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abbey, aiin. dam. H^i, being wounded at Carigna-^ 
ipuck. The foundation of this abbey was begaii, 
according to Ware^ in 1465^ but the Ulster annals 
place Jt in 1478 (34). 

j^Hn. 1614, sir Arthur Chichester, lord deputy^ 
coQ}^mitted the care of this ^abbey to Charles Mac 
Dgrmot Mac Carty/ lord of Muskery, who was a 
protestant, upon condition that he should not permit 
the friars to live in it, and that none but Gngltsb 
protestants should be admitted as tenants to the 
lands. This lord (35) was buried here, ann. 1616. 
A .^reat part of the building still remains ; among 
which is, the nave and choir of the church. On 
the S. side of the former, is a handsome arcade^ o£ 
three gothic arches, supported by marble columns, 
jlhicker than those of the Tuscan order. This ar- 
cade continues to form *one &ide of a chapel, be- 
ing a cross aisle. In the choir, are some old tombs, 
several of the lords Clancarty being here interred 
(36), as were the Barret's, and other principd per- 
' sons of the country, who always opposed the entire 
demolishing of this pile. ' The steeple is a light 
building, about 80 feet high, placed between the 
nave and choir ; it is still entire, and supported by 
gothic arches. There is something very awful 
and solemn when one enters these reverend piles, 
once erected for the uses of religion. Long sound- 
iiig aisles, intermingled with graves and human

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bones^ the twilight vault^^ the caverns piled with 
fkulls^ and the gloomy darkness^ occasioned by the 
height of the walls, over-grown with shrubs and 
ivy, so sadden all the scene, that he must be a per- 
son who never reflects at all, if he thinks not of 
futurity, on entering (as Mr. Pope says)

In those deep solitudes and awful cells, 
Where heavenly pensive contemplation dwells, 
And ever ODUsing melancholy reigns. 

Prom the gateway of this abbey, to the road, 
there are high banks on either side, formed entirely 
of human bones and skulls, cemented together with 
moss; and besides 'great numbers strown about, 
there are several thousands piled up in the arches, 
windows, &c. which shew this place, formerly, 
to have been a very great cemetery (37). At the

Kilcrea signifies the cell of St, Cera, whose festivals are ce* 
lebrated on the 16th of October, and 5th of January, being the 
days of her birth and death. According to Colgan,* her fa« 
ther's name was Dubh, who was of the race of Cornarius, and 
monarch of Ireland about the year 157 ; from whom descended 
•Carbery Riada, Carbery Bascoin, and Carbory Muse The 
first, was the founder of the Daileriadan family^ in Ulster and 
Scotland; from the second, the sept of the country of Corca Bas. 
coin was derived ; and from the youngest, the family of M us kery* 

Colgan places an abbey of Austin nuns at Kilcrea« and say^^- 
it was founded in the 6th century, hy St. Cera. But in the re- 
cords, it is said to b&ata place called Grany, now Grange, 
which is a mile E* of the abbey of Kilcrea, in the parish of St« 
Owen's, called the Ovens, Kilcrea is in Desart parish. Colgaa 
places another abbey of Canonesses at Kilcuanat in Maskery, 
ifk^reJSt, Conere was abbess. This last place 1^ not now known^^

tnd of a Ian« leading to thie^ rain^ stands a hrge 
wooden cross^ since tl^ time of the demolkioii of tb^ 
abbey^ and this entrance is by an avenue of vene^ 
rable oak. The river Bride winds sweetly away 
through the vale below this ruin, and, turning north, 
falls into the JUee. The lord Muskery, at the time of 
the dissolution^ had the lands of this abbey granted 
to him; but after the wars of 1641, Oliver Crom- 
well gave them to lord Broghill. It was in these wars 
that the greatest part of the building was destroyed; 
" but part of it was afterwards rebuilt by captain 
William Baily, who placed a garrison therein. 

K|l(^ea was purchased by captain Hedges, from 
fte trustees of the hollow-biade company, (who 
bought it after lord Clancarty's forfeiture.) He 
built here an handsome seat, and adorned it with 
Sndgbo. Ane plantations; it is now called Snwgborough, 
rough. ^^^ inhabited by Mr. French. A mile north of 
G$rylias. KUcfea, is •Garyhasty, a pleasant country house of 
^7i &c. ^p Riggg paulkner, of Cork, on the S. side of 
the Bride. And a mile S. E; is Ballygromane, be- 
longing to Mr. Haddock. The lands aredryan^ 
lert^, and proper for tillage. To the S, is the pa-» 
Tjsh of Knockavilly, where the soil is, for the most 

{jart, cold and bleak; yet being manured with 
ime, aflFords good crops of cprn. 

The Ovens, or St. Owen's parish, is waished, on 
the S. and E. sides, by the Bride, and on the N. by 
the I^e/ In it is a most remarkable cave, beueatk 
a stupeadqos limestone arch, 12 feet high &t the 
entrance, hut declines to less than six. In somo 
places it is higher, and in others so Iqw, that one is 
obliged to creep in advancing through it, The pas- 
«^e is on tlie W. side, but in about 20 yards, the 
cave winds towards tl>e S. and 8. E. Another 
way leads on due* S.' to a well, aj^out four-score 
\ards from its entrance. There are many other 
brmf^hch %9m^ running ia a serpentine manner,

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Gibers Mke so many alleys^ crossings each otber, 
mostly so broad^ that six or eig'ht persons may walk 
abreast^ i^e wboie forming a perfect labyrinth un« 
der ^rounfl. In order to visit these passages^ it 
would be necessary to take the same precaution as 
Ariadne made Theseus use, when he was obliged 
to fi^t the Minotaur in the Ci'etan labyrinth^ wbicfe^ 
Virgil'tbus elegantly describes : .

And as the Cretan labyrinth of old, 
With wand'ring wave and many a winding fold, 
Involv'd the weary feet without redress,^ 
In a round error, which denyjd recess. ^ 

This grotto is aH lined with a natural gypsum ox 
stalactical matter, which pervades through the 
rocks^ and is a stronger cement than htiman in- 
dustry has yet invented. By my computation^ I 
went a quarter of an English mile under ground^ in 
this place, and the country people say, that it riiai 
to GiH-abbey, near Cork ; there is also another 
entrance near the church, to this cave. Grange, near Grange, 
the Ovens, is the house of Mr. Onesip^'^'-us Phaire, 
>vhose ancestor, col. Phaire, was governor of Cork, 
ann. 1651, being 90 appointed by Oliver Crom well, 
lie was one of the persons^ to whom the warrant 
for Ihe execution of king Charles 1. was directed. 
On the 18th of May, 1()6{), he was carried prisotier, 
with a guard of 50 troopers, to-^Dublin, from Cork, 
f^nd was sent to London ; where, by the interest of 

• lord 
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lord Clancarty^ (whose life he is said to have saved, 
as he was going to be executed, by a party who 
made him prisoner^ and did not know him) he ob- 
tained his pardon, and returned to Cork. He was 
again concerned in the fanatic plot^ ann. 1666, 
for seizing the castle of Dublin, and the other gar^ 
risons of Ireland, which was discovered by the first 
earl of Orrery, and captain Oliver, to the duke of 
Ormond, the management of that business, in this 
county, being committed to colonel Phaire. How- 
ever, there being a peace soon after, between Eng- 
land, Holland, and France, the plot was dropped, 
and the projectors of it suffered to go unmolested by 
the government. He died peaceably near Cork, 
and was buried in the anabaptist buryi^ng-jard of 
that city. 

Caoleroe Cooleroe, the house of Mr. Wetheml, on the S, 
bank pf the Lee, with good pkntations, ani an 
handsome avenue Ie;ading to the house. Near it, is 
the bridge of Jniscaira, of six stone arches. "The 
river is here contriacted^ having a fall/ and 'runs 
witfi great rapidity, Cooleroe is in the barony of 
Barrets. 

Lime There is no part of Ireland where so much lime 

kilfis* is bumed> as in this S. side of the barony of Muar 
kery. From the head of the vale of Castleimoi-e, 
down below Kilcrea, on all the adjacent hills, ^here 
are great nymb^rs of lime kilns. It is not uilcom-' 
mon to see several on one farm, and some hundreds 
of them ar§ constantly kept burning all the soro- 
mer season ; being mostly turf kilns, besides some 
of furze, which are here seldom used. The com- 
mon labourers, in this part of the country, will set 

' down their kilns, and burn them, without the as- 

sistance of a mason ; in one of them, they com- 
monly burn 200 barrels of roch lime, which will 
make 500 barrels of slack; when it is4}iirned, they 
take out the Hme before it slacks, atherways it 
would burst th^ kiln.. They algq use sea sand 

"for 
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for manuring'^ particularly in the S. E. of this barcmy^ 
it lyings within tvyo miles of the Bandon river, where 
it is navigable up to Inishannon. Several of the 
cottagers^ in this tract, pay their rents by lime burn-^ 
ing, and vrill often sell roch^ lime, 10 or 15 tailed 
from the kiln^ at a shilling the barrel.

A Deicnption of the Barony of KinAlka and Kerry* 
cuRiMY^ the Tozms of Kins ale and BAndon^ with 
the, adjacent Baronies of Courcies, iBAwifE^ and

HE batony of Kinalea and Kerry curihy (1). 
the latter calle^l, formerly,, Muskery Millane, was 
possessed by Richard Cogan, and came from him 
to the earls of Desmond ; it was given hy James^ 
the 15th earl) to his brother Maurice, as 1 have 
mentioned in the 32d and 50th pages of this 
volume.. This country, lying on the S. W. of the 
channel of Cork, has the convenience of 4hat har- 
bour, and another channel that runs' up a limestone 
vale, to Carigaline ; besides, it has the sea coast aiid 
Oysterhaven to the south, and on the S. W. the 
bay sgid harbour of Kinsale; it hath limestone for 
manure^ and is sufficiently provided with several 
kinds of it, drawn from the sea, by means of th^ 
river Bandon, being navigable up to Inishanhoti. 

Monks- 

(1) Kerrjcurihjr contains ten parishes, tik. Templebreedj, 
the impropriatioa of MonkstowDy Kilmurry^ Lisaadeaxy^ part 
of Carigaline, Killanully, Bally neboy, Kilpatrkk, Barne^ 
^ellv, and Riniskiddy^ containing 53 plowlands, and ,13,994 
Irisn plantation acres. Kinalea is divided into 1.9 parishesy v'iz^ 
Bandcrrow, Leofine, Inishannon, Templemichael, Taxaion, 
Briny, Knockavilly, Ballymartle, Bailynaboy, KnoicHnama* 
naghan, CuIIen, Bealfoyle, NohaYel, Kilmahonogc, Kilpatrick, 
part of Carigalinet Kinuro, Ballyfeard, and Tracton. It con- 
tains 310p]owlands, in which arc 40^058 Irish plantation acres. 
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Monkstown is the nearest parish, in Kerrycorihy^ 
to Cork. The castle wo^ built by the family of 
Archdeacon^ ann. 1638. It is large^ and in ruins^ 
and is flanked by four square turrets. To this family 
also belonged fbe castle of Barnabely. Ballybritton 
is a pretty seat^ in this parish ; the gardens lie 
to the water; it is, at present, occupied by Mr. 
Connor, Beyond it/ is Coolemore, the se^t of Tho- 
mas Newenham, esq. More to the south, is Cross- 
haven, a safe creek, lying on the W. side, after 
you enter Cork harbour. Sir Francis Drake, in 
l589|, having a small squadron of five ships of war, 
wa,s Phased into this harbour, by a superior fleet of 
Spaniards ; he ran into Crosshaven, and mocH-ed 
his ships behind the shelter of Corribiny hill, iu a 
safe basin. The Spaniards sailed up the harbour 
of Cork, and were surprised not to see the shipa 
(hey had just before chased into it; thus, having 
missed tlieir prey, they came out again^ without 
doing sir Francis (be least harm. 

The castle of Carigaline is situated on the upper 
end of this haven, on the N. side of the river 
Oonbouy, built on a limestone rock, by the Cogan*s, 
but was, many years after, possessed by the Des- 
mond family. In queen Elizabeth's time, it was 
called the impregnable castle of Carigaline (2), 
but It is now entirely 'demolished. The parish 
church is in decent order, and stands a little vray 
to the S. and near it, is an handsome house and 
improvement of alderman Atkins, of Cork. Shannon 

park, alias BalKnrea, was formerly the seat of

MSS. at thmor«- 
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Francis. lord visconnt Shannon, who had here a heat 
house, and fine park^ both entirely gone to ruin; 
fiotwithstanding, this seat, in its time, was Justly 
reckoned one of the most pleasant in Monster. The 
first earl of Cork designed to build a town at Carig- 
juliue ; and as it lay nearer the harbour's mout(i thaii 
the city of Cork, and also had the advantage of a 
deep and navigable channel^ he intended it should 
rivaJ that city in trade. He was induced to pursue 
this scheme, out of a pique to the citizens of Cork, 
who entered a by-law in their council books^ that 
DO citizen should sell any lands or estate^ in the 
city, to that nobleman ; but the rebellion of 1641 
ruined the design. Prorti Shannot park, a rivulet 
empties itself into a creek, a little to the S. of 
Monkstown, on the lands of Barnahealy, which 
works a large bolting-mill, erected by the late Mr» 
Carre, merchant in Cork; and this Water is con- 
veyed to it by an aqueduct, near a quarter of a mile. 

A mile S. W. of Carigaline, is Kilowen, a new KiloweUf 
house, and pretty seat, of Mr. Nash ; and more W. 
is Meades-town, where stood a castle, built by the 
Meade's. Hodders-field^ called, formerly, Ringa-Hoddcrs* 
broe, a mile W. of Cross-haven, is the seat of Mr. ^®^^» 
Hodder ; on a rising ground near the house, is a 
gazebo, which commands a prospect of the harbour 
of Cork, the ocean, and a vast tract of sea coast.- 
The castle of Balica is a large ruin, a mile W. of 
Carigaline ; it was formerly possessed by the Mac 
Carty's, of Cloghroe ; and opposite to Coolemore, 
are the ruins of another castle, built by one of the' 
Desmond Family. Rinabelly, about three miles S.-Rinabel- 
of Carigaline, i^ a good house of Mr. Hodder ; there .'» 
is hefe a dangerous sarKly bay, sometimes fatally 
mistaken, by mariners, for the tnouth.of Cork 
harbour ; an hard sand obstructs the entrance. 
The mouth of*this bay opens due W. whereas that 
of Cork harbour lies in N. More to the S. W. in - 
the parisii of Bealfoyl, is Barry's castle^ built on a Barry's

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fock hanging oyer the coast. At Briifield^s town, in 
this parish^ the sea eagle, or ospety, breeds in Ibe 
Mount, .cliffs. On the E. side of Oysterhaven^ is Mount* 
loo(« loftgy an handsome castle of the Long's; not far 
from it/ is Betlgooly, where the Iri^ bad their 
camp, for tke first years of the wars of 1641 ; and 
this caslk is^now inhabited by Mr. Bnstead. Oyster* 
haven is stiii remarkable for excellent oysters-. 
KiiiAlefl# Tb$t part of* this barony, catted Kitaalea, 4ies be< 
* tween Kerrycurihy and Bandon river. This tract 
M^as named Insovenagh^ and was formerly granted 
to Robert Fit^- Martin ; but it belonpred to Barry 
Oge^, tmtil the i^ebeUion of h64tl. The abbey 0I 
Ifactoo* Tracton stood two miles' S. ^f Carigaline; it was 
founded ann. 1SS4, for Cistertian monks, by the 
Mac Carty's. This foundation was con^rmed by 
king Edward III. The abtiots of it formerly sat iit 
paruament. . The monks pretended to have a piece 
of the cross, which, they said, Barry Oge, at a great 
price^ obtained^ and gave them ; this was ^so firmly 
believed, that on every hol^ Thursday, vastmul' 
titudes resorted to pay their devotions to this 
supposed reli€. This abbey was granted by queen 
Elizabeth, to Heni*y Guilford, gent, and sir Jame9 
Craig, March 20> 1568, on their paying, before- 
hano,the sum of 7). ti>s. sterl. ^r Jamfes Crai^ 
assigned to the ear) ot* Cork, who passed a patent for 
this abbey^ March 23d, 7tb of James I. and was by 
kim ^iven to his son Franers, Jord Shannon. The 
monks earned from Atba Lauda, in Wates, and this 
house was called De AVba Traetu ; it is now quite 
demolished; and near it, is the seat of Samuel 
Dauiit, esq. 
Rigg'i On the S. side of the river Oonbouy, i# Rigg'« 
Baic* Dale, a pretty seat of the Riggs's, with good pten- 
tattons, £rve miles from Cork ; this land was famous 
for producing excellent cheese. And on^the other 
BaHyna. side, is Bally nahassick, a smali village. Mr. Bennet ' 
lia^^k. img j|0^ ^j^ agreeable country faouse^ welt.wood€d>

The river ODnbouy rwns niear it, under a stone 
bridge of three arches, being confined by a narrow 
channel ; but it i^ deep, and stocked with good 
trout, pike, tench, and large eels. 

The village of Brinny is in the western extremity Brinny, 
of the barony, where there is a decent parish churchy 
and a handsoiiie seat of Mr. Nash. 

The castle of Dimdaneere lAands near the con-Duada. 
flHence of the Brinny and Bandon rivers. It was neere* 
built by Barry Oge. About the year 1613 (3), the 
Eost India company of England. had a settiemfent 
here, fdr carrying on iron works^ and building large 
ships ; for which uses, they purchased the adjacent 
woods and lands^ for 7,0001. The following year> 
two aeiv sliips of 500 tuns^ wete launched, and a 
dock was erected for builditig more ; tfalsy kept n 
garrison in the castle, and built three adjacent 
village ; but thfey were laiuch disturbed in their- 
undertakings, by Walter Coppinger, arid others> 
against whom they petitioned the goverriment ; and 
such was the implacable spirit of the Irish againsfc 
them, that by wntittually doing them several mis* 
chievous ill offices^ they forced them, at lengthy to 
quit the country. The great woods on the j^ndon 
river were, from that time, n)uch deitidishod, and 
began to forfeit Spenser's description of it, whor 
named it, ' The pleasant Bandon, crowned with 
many a wood.' But there are still some large plann 
tations remaining, W. of Inishannon. The earth 
beneabouts, is a rich loamy soil^ producing excellent 
wheat, barley, and potatoes. They manure witb 
sand, lime, and dung. 

Inishauiion is pleasantly situated on' the river. Tnlshaa^ 
Bandon, six ihiles from Kinsale. , The river is navi- "^^^^^ 
gable to Colliers-quay, half a mile below the place.' 
On the W. side of the town, is a fkir stone bridge.; 
It was formerly walled, and a place of 45ome note^ 
9$ appears by the foundations of several casties, and^

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large buildings, discovered in it ; but notwithsCand* 
itig Us excellent situation on a navigable river, and 
very fruitful country it continued to be a poor 
decayed A^illage, until within these. three years, that 
it began to be rebuilt, by Thomas AdderLy, esq. 
who has erected a range of decent slate houses, for 
linen manufacturers, with a bleach -yard, and other 
conveniencies ; and so well has the design flourished, 
by the indulgence and encouragement of , that 
worthy gentleman, that, although this business is but 
in its infancy, there were manufactured and bleached 
at Inishannon, from the 1st of Feb. 1748, to the 1st 
of Nov. 1749, 423 pieces of sundry kinds of linens 
sheetings, diapers, &c, containing 13,886 yards, 
besides 240 pieces that came to be bleached from 
the neighbourhood, the watef being found to be 
most excellent for that purpose; and from the 15th 
of Aug. 1749, to the gSd of Dec. 1749, there were 
,318 pieces more manufactured here, containing 
12,229 yards, besides 59 pieces then in the looma ; of 
which there are erected, for linen and sheeting, 59 ; 
also, two broad diaper looms, and one narrow, besides 
four for weaving canvas, being 66 in all, belonging 
to the factory, and kept employed by Mr, Add/prly. 
He caused all the cloth that was made in this town, 
to be carefully viewed by several gentlemen arid 
dealers in linen,; who have certified, that for good^ 
ness, breadth, strength, and colour, tlie linen made 
here, equals any other manufactured in Ireland. 
Cfcarfer* What will also much contribute to the establish- 
hQhoaU ment of this factory, is a charter-school, which has 
been lately, erected, by the encouragement pf*iMr- 
Adderly, who has, bestowed two acres of land on 
it for ever, set 40 acres more at half value, for 2 1 
years, and promises to renew the lease, when 
required, witliout any consideration. HegaveSOtf. 
towards the building, also liberty to raise stonf s 
^nd slates on bis land, with turf for the use of 
the school; and obtained an. annual subscription 
tti 3Q\. per annuHv, toward! its support ; by all 
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which encouragements/ this school proceeds in a 
happy thriving • way. The Bandon river not only 
affords the inhabitants excellent water for bleaching, 
bnt it gives them the advantage of carrying great 
quantities of turf down to Kinsale, which firing 
Ibey have near Inishannon, in great plenty. These 
boats return laden with sea sand^ for manure^ which 
is carried into the barony of Muskery, and the ad- 
jacent country^ upon horses backs'; the country 
people give about 16s. for 120 bags ot this sand, 
which hold about a barrel each. They have lime 
here, from the parish of Moviddy, in Muskery,/ 
which place supplies Bandon, and a great part of 
Carbery with it, for manure ancTbuilding, at a very 
reasonable price. In digging a canal, to draw water 
to the bleach-yard of . Inishahnon, there was some 
shew of coal, from the deep, black, tinged, 'slaty 
stones, there dug up; On the bank of this canal^ 
there is a good appearance tff potters clay, very 
easy to come at ; and near the town, is an excellent 
slate quarry. , To the west of this place, Tlw^mas 
Corker, esq. has a pretty seat. . 

From Ipishannon to Kinsale, the. river Bandoi^ is 
extremely pleasant, having several houses, castle*, 
and woods on its banks, which are high and beau- 
tiful. As one rows down this river; it winds in aa 
agreeable mamier ; and, at tbe end of each turn, 
the sight is pleasingly entertained with the prospect 
of some neat seat, or romantic buildings which open 
upon the eye, one after another. 

Next below Inishannon, is Coolemoreen, lately 
improved by Mr.^Hodder, of Cork, who has built a 
good bouse, drained the land, and imbanked a part 
<)f it, formerly overflown by the river. "Below this, 
is Golden-Bush, a good house of Mr. Hay's, plea- 
santly seated on the river. A mile lower, is the 
castle of Poulne-lbng, i. e. Ship-pool, built by the 
Hoche'a, as appears from their arms over b, chim- 
liey-piece. Tliis cattle was taken by (he Baridoni- . 
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ans, in 1642, whereby they gattied a coirespon- 
^nce to and from Kinsale. It is now a pleasant 
seat of Ecl^'ard Herrick, esq. with good gardens, 
aod other improveraents ; he has also made a very 
handsome dining-room in this castle^ which affords 
a very beautiful prospect of the river. On the op- 
posite stde^ but lower down, is Cariganasstck, 4 
ruined castle of Mac Carty Reagh, in the barony of 
Courceys ; ,and im the same side^ are several fine 
skate quarries. 
Holly- HoUy-hlH, the seat of Francis Roche, esq. stands 
^^ • on this river, two miles from Kensale : the house 
has four regular frofits ; the gardens are well kept, 
and fetd out in an elegant manner, the owner hav- 
ing travelled through France aiid Italy. There is 
a fine avenue leading to the house, above an fing" 
lish mile long, well planted, the beginning of 
which is beautified with fiiie hoHy hedges, (in seve- 
ral diamonds) the avenues crossing each othier be- 
tweeti, in order to take off the steepness of the bill,« 
and fender it more. easy. He has, at a great ex* 
penee, cut through an high rock, to open a vista to 
the Bandon river, by which some marcasites of 
copper were discovered. To the N. is a neat 
village, regutady built, of decent cottages, for the 
accomii\pc£tion of his tenants and labourers. 
Dunder. Dunderrow is a small village, two miles from 
'^^* iLinsale, with a parish church in repair. It be- 
longed ^o the Roche's, who had a castle near the 
banks of the Bandon river. In the church-yard, is 
a monument, within inscription to the memory of 
Edward Roche, esq. of Trabolgap, and his wife, 
Mrs. Mary Archdeacon, of Monkstown, who both 
died in the same hour, on the 23d of January, 
1711. Arms, gules three roaches naiant, impaled 
with gules, a fess between three lions rampant; or, 
the 1st for Roche, the 2d for" Archdeacon ; and * 
^ within the church, is a monument for the lady of 
Francis Roche, of Holly-hilL esq. who died the 

'^ i§th 
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18th q£ June, 1731. The other being for hh 
parents. 

Near Dun^errow is a large Danish* intr^ch*- 
ment, from whence it has its naHie ; dun, signifyini^ 
a fortified place. 

Baiiintobber^ near Kinsale, is a seat belonging to Ballln. 
sir John Meade (4), a minor, whose grandfather tobber. 
was created a baro^iet by queen Ann^^ M^y 2ft, 
1703. 

Having mentioned every thing remarkable in 
this barony, { proceed to a description of Krnsale^ Kinsale, 
Tvhich was called, in Irish, Cean Taile^ i. e. th0 
head of the sea^ alludfing tp the promontory, called 
the Old Head ; others derive it from the Irish, cune 
talk, or cune sailte, which imports a smooth sea of 
basin. It is; in some old Irish MSS. called, Pan-ns^ 
Tuabred, i. e. the fall of the springs. This is an 
ftRcient eorporation. King Edwaird III. panted it 
a charter,, ann. 1333 ; and the same was i*enewed charter.

Liberty for them to treat with Irish enemies, and 
to reform them, so that s-uch correspondence be not pfejudichil 
to the crown ; also to make war upon them. The corporation 
not to be forced to levy more soldiers than they can bear, nor 
be imposed upon by subsidies, tallagCy coin^ kernes, beeves, 
&c. ; to have a yearly fJower of making as many freemen as 
they shall think proper, and to make by.laws^Mcc. and 16 enjoy 
all freedoms and liberties granted to the city of Cork. Theit 
liberties to extend from a rock, called the Bulman, up to Ini' 
shannon.

in the town and liberties,, are six parishes^ 33 plowlaods, aotf 
therein 6^846 acres. 
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On October 14(7), 1601, the bur^^esses cam^ tosir 
Ceorge Carew, and requested him to restore their 
charter, seal^ mace, and royal standard ;whjch, upon 
the arrival of the Spaniards, they had delivered him 
to keep. The president said, he could not re- 
turn them, without directions from England, for 
he conceived that they were forfeited; but pro^ 
iTlised to Write td the , queen in their favour, which 
Jie did ; ftnd soon after, had an order to restore them, 
on condition, that they should, at their own charges^ 
repair their walls, and assist, with labourers, towards 
finishing the new fortification of Castle-Park ; all 
which they promised to perform. , 

Among oth^r ensigns of royalty restored at this 
' time^ to the burgesses, there was a fair large stan- 
dard, embroidered with the arms of Efigland, gi- 
ven them by king Henry VIII. who sent it by sir 
' George Carew^ the lord president's cousin -gerroan^ 
when he arrived at Kinsale, (not long before the 
siege of Bologne) being then admiral of the king't 
ships. After the restoration of their charter, kinj 
James 1. gave them (8) 201. per ann. out of the 
cantreds of Kinsale and Courceys, to enable them 
to rebuild their walls. And king Charles I. by 
letters patent, dated March 13, ann. reg. J4- 
granted them 61. per annum, out of the lands rf 
Druiftdarig, and 121. 10s. 0|d. otit of the Spittle 
land. The late king James also gave them a new. 
charter, dated at Dublin, 25th of February, 4lfr 
tegn. before his abdication, and enrolled May 4th^ 
.1 688. This town^ is now governed by a sovereign^ 
with an unlimited number of burgesses, who forma 
common council ; these, together with the free- 
men, elect the sovereign, the city officers, aiid re-* 
turn two members to parliament. Besides an 
}miidsome salary, the sovereign has an allowance for

Chap. III. history of coek. . 2i^ 

In this town^ was an abbey of regular canons^ Abbeyi. 
where (Colgan says) saint Gobban^ a disciple of 
•aint Ailbe, was abbot in the 7th century. There 
was also an abbey here of Carmelites, or whito 
friars, dedicated to the virgin Mary^ founded by 
Robert Pitz-Richard Balrain, aijno 1334. Part 
•f the ruins still remain^ on the N. en^ of tho 
town. 

The parish church is dedicated to a femalo Chiudi* 
saint, called Multosia, Or St. Mailtos, by whom it 
18 said to have been erected, in the 14th century. 
Prom the W. door, to the E. end, it is Jg3 feet 
long, and proportionably broad. On the north 
side, is an arcade of seven gothic arches ; the middle 
arch leads into a cross aisle, in which are two hand* 
8otae monuments of Italian marble. On the first^ 
(adorned with an urn, and other embellishments^, 
curiously Avrought) is tbia inscription : . ^

Adjoining to this monument^ stands another of 
Italian marbre^ beautifully wroughtj and adorned 
>\ith carvings of foliages^ roses^ fruit in a cornuco- 
pia^ &c. and with the following arnis^ viz. argent^, 
on a chief gules^ three crosses pattec, vrith the dis.-? 
tinction of a baronet. Impaled with argent^ 3 
cinque-foiis gules^ each leaf charged with an anulet 
or, the first for Perceval, the second for Southwdi., 
Over which, in a cartouch of white marble^ arf^ 
these lines:

to posterity, of filial obedience, conjugal affection, 
parental care, charity to the distressed, >nd piety to 
God.

The steeple of this church is low, old, and But 
ifYdffierently built. There were in it, about titenty 
years ago, three bells*; at present, there is but one. 
This church lying low, is not very conspicuous in 
the prospect of the town. 

This town is well filled with protestant::;, several 
English families having settled in it at different 
times. Upon the arrays in 1740, there t^ere, be- 
sides a regiment of foot, a troop of ICiO horse, in^ 
complete uniforoti, (being blue, turned up with • 
buff coloured cloth, with waistcoats of the sanse,) 
who performed their evolutions, and faanual exer- 
cise, as Well as any regular forces couJd do ; which 
, troop was cofiimanded by the right hon. Genild> 
]tardKin«a]e.

In this tonuj is an hospital, called the Gift-house^ C*ftritj 
an baodseme nwt building, erected for 8 poor mm, ^?""^**

emlowed by the right bon. Edward DOji|tbvv<^Jl, 
pr rucipaJ secretary of state, who^ father and gTaxid- 
tather ako ^^ppor^ed it ; the latter o/ whom first 
Ibmided it, in lii»g Charles lid's tiioe, tbmigh i,t 
had not^ as I have been informi^d, a fixed s|:ipend, 
till of Iftte. Tho sani^ gentleinan gav^ an bouse. Charter* 
Rewly erected, for the receptioo of 20 boys, witji »chooi. 
twoiwjrias of ground, who are to be bred to the fishery. 
To this foundatioja, the ^corporation subscribes 101.

There is also an handsome session -house, wl^re 
the courts are held, and the other aiairs of the corpo-* 
r^oii are transacted ; likewise a good mdrket-ho\|ise. 
Provisions are beri^ ve^y reasonabte during a peace ; 
bat, in war time, they receive great wipplies of beefj 
beer^ and biscuit, from Cork, for victualling tb^ 
kill's «hips^ and feeding the prisoners tak^n from 
the enemy ; of whom, great numbers are brought 
i»to this port di^ring 4he war, this being tke^ lUQst 
convenient place, in Ireland, for securing them. 

la tbe parish of Kingroan, near this town, is aa 
alms-hon^^e, near the oid dock, founded by Dr. 
Edward Worth, incumbent of that parish, who wa3 
afterwards dean of Cork, aivd bishop of Kilialoe. 
It contains five poor people, who have 408. pof an^. 
and lodging. The same prelate has left ja mofcp 
noble charity than tbiTliiriall foundation, vi?:. that 
called th^ bjuercoat ^ospitaL in the city of jCork^ 
aa accoufVt of which will be given in the de^^criptjloygi 
of that city. lie was the authw of a tract against 
the anabaptists, one of the first works that was ever 
printed in Cork, in 4^1, 4tp.

Sicnatioo. ..This town is btiilt under anjiill, called Compass- 
.jhili^ and extends above an English mile from the 
barrack^ at th^ north-east end, (which is an hand- 
some building for a regiment of men, pleasantly 
situated) to the World *s*end, a place so called on 
the south-west ; a good number of houses are built 
on the side of this hill, and several also rise near its 
top, which, from the bay, and the opposite shore, 
make it look much better than it really is. This 
hill being of a circular form, the place, in a great 
measure, takes its figure from it. . The principal 
street^ for want of room, iq, in many places, narrow 
and incomjnodious. Over Uiis, are other streets, but 
the communication is by steep slippery lane», 
which, fo strangers, are far from being agreeable. 
The houses are mostly built in the Spanish fashion, 
with large balcony windows ; that of the right hon. 
Edward Southwell, is the largest. Towards the 
middle of the hill, is a pleasant bowling-green; 
and higher up, a road, planted with trees, called 
the mall, where the ladies and gentlemen recreate 
themselves. There is another walk above this, 
called the rampart, and a pleasant way quite round 
-Compass-hill, from whence there is a delightful 
prospect of the harbour, opening into several fine 
basins, besides the old and new forts, Bandon river, 
and, on the opposite shore, two well-built villages, 
called Cove and Scilly. This prospect, in time of 
war, is generally embellished with armed vessels, 

BarboHn and large fleets of merchant ships. The harbour is 
very commodious, being rendered deep and naviga- 
ble by the river Bandon, which empties itself here, 
and with the advantage of its strong fort, makes it 
iTiuch frequented in war time. There are here, a 
dock and yard, for the building and repairing his 
majesty's vessels ; also, a crane and gun- wharf, for 
landing and shipping heavy artillery, all built daring 
the last war. j^In war time, there is also an hulk, for 
laying down and careening great ships^ besides a 
^z.;^ " . . , -store- 
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store-house^ cl^rk of the cheque, store-keeper, mas- 
ter shipwright^ and other proper officers, besides a 
number of seamen, usually kept in such places ini 
Ea^and ; and this is the only port in Ireland, where 
his majesty's ships of war can be refitted. , 

The trade of this town is not over great, the city Traded 
of Cork lying so very near, engrosses all the 
commerce of those parts. Yet there is here a cus- 
tom-house, with a collector, surveyors, and other 
officers (10) for the management of the customs^ 
with barges, &c. 

In war time, several rich merchant ships, bound 
to England, often put into this port, and wait for 
convoy ; and it has been known, that very large 
fleets, worth some millions, have harboured here 
upon this occasion, as will more particularly appear 
in the. annals of this county. Book III. 

The houses set, in war time, for double rent, and ^ 
their leases are drawn up accordingly (11). 

This town gives title of baron to the right hon. 
John de Courcey, who is lineally descended from

queen's forces. For the ^particulars <rf which ac* 
tion, 1 refer to the historical part of this work. 

Scilly is a small village, near Kinsale, well bailt, Scilljr. 
and inhabited by fishermen, who have, both here and 
in that town, a considerable number of iishing ves- 
sels, and yearly take good quantities of fish, which 
they salt for foreign markets, and home consumption . 
Those fishermen were an English colony, who 
settled here, after the defeat of the Spaniards, in 
queen Elizabeth's time. They never marry out 
of the village, so that they are all relate^ to each 
other. I saw an halibut at.KinsaJe, which weighed, 
after being cleaijsed, and the entrails taken ont^ 
one hundred, ^ quarter, and five pounds ; it was 
in length, six feet and a half, and five feet broad. 
They are rare on thiij coast, but are excellent food. 
Wj. Pope gives an exact picture of one of these - 
small fishing towns, in this stanza : 

And on the broken pavement, here and there, 
Both many a stinking sprat and herring lie; 
. A brandy and tobacco shop is near, 

And hens, and dogs/and hogs are feeding by, 

And here a sailor's jacket hangs to dry ;

Lower ^own the bay, k the royal fortification of 
eharlef.* Charles-fort, so called (in honour of king Charles 
fort. Jl.) by the duke of Onnond, anno 1681, who then 
came to review it. It was begun in the year 1670, 
the first stjone being laid by the earl of Orrery, and 
was finished at the expence of 73,0001. On the 
works lo the sea, are 100 pieces of bm^s cannon 
inounted, carrying from 24 to 42 pound ball. 
The embrazures are all bomb proof. It is a regu- 
lar fortification, with a strong citadel to the land 
side. This fort is so situated, that all ships coming 
into the harbour, must sail wittiin pistol shot of the 
royal battery. It stands one mile eust of Kinsaie, 
pnd bath a regiment of foot always quartered in it, 
. besides another in the town^ who may be thrown in 
at a minute's warning. . 

Before this fortification was built, there waiB one, 
on the opposite side, called the Old-fort. The 
block-house still remains, and is .cajmble, if there 
was occasion, to have cannon mounted on its rain- 

Kart. Both these forts wei'e taken by the earl of 
larlborough, atm. 1691. Sir Richard Booth was 
the last governor of the Old-fort. 

When the Spaniards took Kinsale, it is hard to 
conceive how Ihey maintained themselves in ^he 
place, which (except a rampart on the side of the 
liill>) bad very little, besides an old wall, to defend 
it; there was, to the S. of the town, a small round 
fort, ^led the queen's-fort, which shews what 
weak fortificatitms they had in those days ; but the 

arrajf 
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array undef'lord Montjdy were 4c^tte more nu- 
merous than the Spaniards in the totrn. 

Foiir miles south of Kinsale; in the bardny-of 
Courceys (16); is a promontory^ running far into 
the sea^ called the OM-^head, on which is a light- 01d-hcad« 
hous>e, for the conveniency of shipping. A mile 
from its extremity^ is an ancient castle of the lords 
Kinsale^ built from one side of the isthmus to 
the other, which defended all the land towarrds thei 
head. This place was formerly called Dunc^armdi 
as I have already mentioned, p. 46, and \^*as an 
old seat of the Irish kings: The isthmus, by the 
working of the seay is quit^ penetrated through, so 
that there is a stupendous arch, under which a 
small boat may pass, from one bay to the other; 
Among the rocks of this coast> there are ayries 
of good hawks ; alcro the sea eagle, or osprey, build 
their nests and breed in them. Two miles from th6 
Old-head, id the seat of the lord Kinsale, but his 
lordship intends shortly to build a mo'fe commo^ 
dious house on the banks of the Bandon riVeri 
where there is a most deliglitful situation. 

Ringroan (17) is an aAcient castle, and small Ringroau 
village } it gives diso title of baron to the right hbn.

On the west of the house, there were lately 
matde a fine basin send decoy, wild duck beings very 
namerous in this part of the country. The sea 
shore, south of the house, is a fine strand^ and is^ in

1623, the August assizes, for the coutity at large, 
were iield irt it, by the interest of the earl of Cork.

aa handftMse ba»ia, interspersed with small islands; 
On the opposite side of the river, is Mary borough^ Mary bo* 
^n iiandsome house, built by captain Jervahi, on a ^^H^" 
rimg hill^ commanding a view of the bay and river ; 
beyond il^ on the same side, is Biirren, where Mac 
Carty Reagh had formerly a castle, but it is now the 
Mate of Mr. John Bowrn ; on this side, is the 
ehtntli of Ratfaelaria ; and near it, Mr. Scot baa 
% good house. Ail this eastern side of Timoleaguo 
brbour lies in Caribery. 

On tlie west side, as you go down the l)ay of 
Court Mac Sherry, is a good house, in a grove of 
trees, inhabited by Mr. Arundel ; and about half 
wiy down, dose tcMlbe shore, stand the ruins of Ab- {^^^^ 
bey-Mahon (28) ; it was founded by tlie Bernardine ^*'*'''*- 
Bonks, at their own expence, who were a very rich 
order.

Court 'Close to the harbour's mouth, is Court Mac 
^^^ Sherry, built originally by Hodnet, an Englishman^ 
^^^^' who came from Shropshire ; but the family deg^- 
* nerating^into the Irish customs, assumed the name 
o^ Mac Sherry. It is a pleasant scat of Robert 
Gookin, esq. whose ancestor, captain Robert Goo- 
kin,, had a lease of- it for 99 years, from the earl of 
Orrery {'t9), and is mentioned by that nobleman, as 
a man of parts and interest in his country ; he raised 
a troop of horse, arin. 1666, when the kingdom was 
threatened to.be invaded. This seat lies under an 
hill, planted with trees, that shelter it from the sea 
winds, and has the prospect of the hc^rbour, up to - 
Timoleague. The coast, for half a mile inwards, 
from this place, forms a semicircle, where are some * 
good houses, and trees planted ^n a natural terrace 
above the water, which, with Court Mac Sherry; 
being encompassed with \valls and turrets, makea 
^s\ handsome appearance at a distance. 

The bay aSbrds plenty of various kinds of s^s^ 
fish ; formerly, pilchards were taken in it ; and, 
on the shore^ are several buildings, called,. Jn tl^is 
country, lish palaces, for curing that fisli. Plaice, 
i^re so good here, that, when in season, njany pre- 
fer them to turbot, and some are near as large. 
Considemble draughts of salmon have been also 
ta|cen in tliis bay. On both sides, are prodigious

patent granted to the Coppjnger>> by king James I.

where is also another freshwater lake, of 52 acres, 
stored with fish. Almost on every head-land of this 
baronjr, were castles erected by the Irish, seven of Seven 
which belonged to the sept of O'Cowig^ as Dun- castles; 
deedy, Dunowen, Dunore^ Duneene, Dunocowig, 
t)unvvorle^, and t)ongorley. Dundeedy now Dundcfw 
belongs to' the rifi:ht hon. the eari of Effniont: it ^7* 
IS a castle on a very small island, to which there is 
n narrow passage from the main, being equally the 
work of nature and art. It belongs to the manOP 
of Liscarol, in Orrery. It is commonly, by seamen^ 
ealled the Galley-head, and is sometimes fatally 
mistaken by them for the Old-head of Kinsale, when 
the light of the latter is not seen. This promontory, 
like that of Kinsale, stretches itself a good way into 
the ocean, and id also of a considerable height; 
ther^ are several cavejns formed at its. base, by the 
working of the waves. Lucan's description of 8^ 
cape, near Salone, on the Dalmatian coasts very 
much resembles ours ;

A Deter ipiion of the Barony of Carber^. 


Hf S iH^a6 the largest barony in Ireland^ but 
ii is now divided into two parts, vw.east and 
.tvest Carbery (1), by a lin« nwthwatds^ from a 
.place called ibe Lea|)^ near GJafidcft^e harbour, to 
the bounds of Moskery^ and has two high cousta* 
bles^ one for each division. It is, from Kilbritton 
fo Mizen-bead^ upwards of 40 Irish miles in leo^h; 
^nd was, in former times^ oS greater extent, as is 
shewn iti the first book. A part of this barony 
divides IbaXvne and Barryroe, and forms the bottom 
of Ciogbiiakilty bay^

€(1 with sand^ prevents vessel? of burthen from cotu- 
ing up to the town. It is built in the form of % 
cross, and here is a decept new churchy situated onii 
risini^ ground ; this is a noted market, on PridaySj^ 
for linen yarn, which they bring in -from west Car- 
bery, in considerable quantities ; 301. has been oftea 
laia out for yarn, in one market day, and 2Q1* 
is a general computation. Here is also a remark^bl^ 
fair, for all kinds of poultry, on the 29th of Septem'» 
ber, which supplies Uork, Kinsale, the neighbouring; 
gentlemen^ and the shipping in both harbours, with 
great quantities of turkeys, geese, &c. This place 
was iuQorporated by the interest of the first earl of 
Cork, aim. 2. Jac. L and is governed by a sovereign 
and burgesse*^. The heirs of the said earl have ^ 
power, by the charter, to appoint the sovereign ami 
recorder, who hold sessions of the peace for the 
town and liberties, which are extended a mile and 
half round the centre. They may -^have a cour(; 
of record, and therein implead for any sum not ., 
txceeding 201. Irish.' The sovereign is feodary, 
cQroner/clerk of the m^J'ket, master of the say, &c. 
The method of chusiiig him is thus : three can- 
didates are returned to the lord of the borough^ 
who, on St. James's day, makes choice of one, and 
on the St. Luke's day rollowing, be is sworn intp 
his oflSce. The late king James, by a new charter, 
dated July 12, 16S8, incorporated this place, and 
appointed Daniel Mac Carty, esq. sovereign thereof, 
with twenty-four burgesses, but this charter sooa 
became vpidl. 

At the breaking out of the Irish rebellion, ann^. 
1611, the charter and other records of this borough 
were saved by Mr. Walter Bird (3), who^ at the 
hazard of his life^ escaped with then} to Bandon. la

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the stnBcta of this (3) place, two full companies of 
lord Forbes's regiment were slain by the Ir|^h, in 
1642 ; and the third company being Bandoniaiis« 
made good their retreat a full mile, to an old fort, in 
the higliway to Ross, which they also maintained^ 
till the rest of the regiment, Ihen at Rathbarry, came 
to their relief, and then they all fell upon the Irish, 
and killed abov^ 600 of them. This town flourisheci 
greatly before the wars of 1641, but bein^ thea 
entirely burnt down, it has since but slowly reco^ 
Tered. At present, it belongs to the right hou. 
Henry Boyle, and begins again to thrive, by means 
4i)f the linen trade. About a mile to ttte north-east 
of this place, on the lands of Temple- Brien, are the 
remains of an ancient heathen temple, which I shall 
give a particular description of in another place, 
laiskeen. Six miles north from Cloghnakilty, is Iniskeen^ a 
village consisting of about 38 houses. It takes its 
name, according to tradition, from Kean Mac Moile 
jMore, ancestor of the Mahony's^; it has a good 
^veekly market on Thursdays. This manor belonged 
to the earl of Cork ; it is very large, containiag no 
less than fourscore plowlands, and lies on both sides 
the Bandon river. In this village^ they, carry oh 
the pernicious trade of distilling ^whiskey spirits ; 
about three miles west, there 4s a manufacture of 
earthen vyare, the clay for which is brought from 
the county of Kerry. Th^ lands here are mostly 
linder meadow and pasture ; there is likewise some 
corn, and no inconsiderable quantity of flax^ bat 
from Iniskeen, to the village of Nuce's-town, the 
country is, for the most part, mountainy and rocky, 
being covered over with heath, furze, and fern. To 
the north of Iniskeen, is the ruined church of Kiaeigh, 
^vith a remarkable round tower, above 70 feet higl?, 
and 124 feet from the west end of the church; con- 
trary to all others of the kind, the first story is in 
the form of an he:a(agon, but the other five stories

above it, are round. I shall mention more of this 
tower iy another place. 

Six miles west of Bandon, a little east of Ihiskeen, Paiact- 
is Palace- A nxi^*^ an handsome large well-built house Anne. 
of Roger Bernard, esq. with kitchen and pleasure 
gardens, good orchards, and otlier large planta* 
lions. On the south side of the Bandon river, is 
Warrens-brook, a good house, with improvements. Warrens- 
of Mr. Warren. Two miles more west, on the brook, 
north side of the river, is Conhors-ville,. the house Connors- 
and seat of William Gonnor, esq. ; the improvements ^'^^^^ 
are but in their infancy. On the other side of the 
river, is Pheal, a good house of Mr. Wade; andPhcai. 
on the same side, is the castle of Ballincarrigy, built BaUin. ' 
by Randal Ogp Hurley, or, as some say, by his carrigjr. 
wife. In the wars of J 641, this castle (4) was a 
noted pass, being then esteemed indifferent strong, 
ond was^ at that time, garrisoned by the English. 
To the south of it; is flie small castle of Ballinward, 
also built by the Hurley's. ^ 

Some years ago, sirKichard Cox, by the six days 
labour only, ha-d a fine level road made to the east^f 
Dunmanway, which was carried two miles through 
a morass^ and is now a pleasant coach road, the old 
road being hilly, rocky, and a great way about. 

Dunmanway is now a pleasant, thriving little Dunmanu 
(owiij twelve miles west from Bandon, arid the seat ^a/. 
of the late sir Richard Cox, bart. whose grand- 
father, towards the end of the last century, 
undertook to plant an English colony here, directly 
on the great road leading from Cork to Ban try. 
King William, to- encourage his design, granted 
him a patent for fairs and markets; and by ap act 
of parliament, in the beginning of queen Anne*s 
reign, the site of the parish church was removed 
two miles, to the projected town of Dunmanway; 
for the convenience of passengers, an handsome 
rtone bridge was built over the Bandon river.

(4) MSS. sir Richard Cw 
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Of late yemrft^ Dunman>vay is become a very thriving 
place, where the linen manufacture is in -a most 
; prosperous and flourishing state, by the patronage 
and industry of sir Richard Cox. The boqse wherein 
sir Richard resided/ is in the midsl of the town, and 
is pleasantly adoined with handsome avenues, and 
good plantations of fir, elm, linie, chesnut, and some 
beech. The town is seated in the centre of a small 
valley, surrounded with hills to the W. N. and S, 
Those to the norths are rough and rocky; but 
from hence to Bandon, along the river of that name, 
is a fine "well-improved vale, consisting of a light 
gravelly soil. Here are a considerable nunpberof 
looms at work for linen, as vvelj chequered as white, 
diapers, fustians, handkerchiefs, girtweb, &c. and 
the manufacturers were, by^severai premiums given 
by their landlord, according to their respective 
merits, kept constantly employed. A good house, 
rent free^^ was given to a master, who, that year, 
inade up the best ^tid greatest quantity of linen ; 
and this inscription, in gold letters, was placed over 
the door of suph ^s deserved tlua reward ^ 

*'PATU« PiaNIORI. 
THIS House IS RIl^NT FBEG FOB THE SUPEmOB. INOUSTBY 

OF THE POSSESSOa/' 

Which board was annually removed, with great 
pomp and solemnity, being cftlled Th^ Table of 
Honour.^ 

Sir Richard also gave premiums to the appren- 
tices and Journeymen, and to the gjrl« of the 
«piti^ing-school^ according to their merits. Those 
who bought and sold the greatest quantity 4}f hoen 
cloth manufactured in this county, at the fair of this 
place, had premiums also ; and so greatly has this 
manufacture iacreased, since its first settlement m 
this country^ but a very few year? ago, that; in 1748, 
4i?ere were, by a moderate computation^ 400 bogv 
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heads of flax-seed sown, on this side of the^connly. 
But its effects wfll still appear in a stronger light, 
from the increase of the number of houses and inha- 
bitants in Dunmanway. In 1736; there were not 
more ttian 50 very indifferent houses ; li not mha- 
bited, or by beggars only ; and 30 by people, who 
were, for the most part, poor and idle, for want of 
employment. In May, 1747, there were 87 houses, 
"which contained 250 protestant«, and 307 papists, 
in all 557^; there were reckoned in the town, 87 
flax wheels, and 51 woollen tvhcels. In May, 1749, 
the houses were increased to 117, containing 405 

Cteslants, and 403 papists, in all 807. Fn all th« 
ses, there were 226 flax wheels, and 28 woollen 
wheels, besides those of the spinning-school. On 
the fir&f of May^ sir Richard annually appointed a 
review of all the wheels, on a pretty green near the 
town, which makes, no inelegant entertainment; 
lo see «o many young creatures rescued from want, 
idleness, and misery, decked out in decent apparel, 
earned by their industry ; and to countenance this 
review, the young ladies of the best distinction in the 
lieigldMmrhood, exhibited their skill in spinning, in 
this public assembly.

Happy would it be for many parts of this cpun* 
try, if, instead of that spirit of devastation which 
dairies produce, our villages were thus filled with 
manufacturers^ ' who ought to be sapported and en* 
couraged in this manner, by an indulgent landlord, 
"which would, in the end, produce honour and 
wealth to him and his dependants. 

Sir Richard Cox gave two acres of land, rent free, 
for building a charter-school, and set 18 more, at 
halffent, for 990 years, the whole well enclosed. 
He provided slate and stones for the building, as also 
labourers, and bestowed 201. per ann. to it. This 
school is designed for 40 children. 

The country to the north of I)unmanway, is

Hanmcr, in his cbroai* 
cle, p.- 53, says, this town was walled about, by a 
lady of that country^ but fay the wars of the Irish sep ts^ 
particularly the Cttrty's, Driscol's, &c, the founda* 
tions could scarce be traced. ^ He adds, '^ that there 
was in it, antiently, a famous university, whereto 
resorted all tlie 8.

Castle. Castle-Salem> built by the Donoyah'a ; it is goVs^se^ 
by Mr, IVforris, and is a strong romantic %uUmng. 
About a jnile west of Ross,- runs tlje river ,|lory; 
near it, at Bally venine, stands the ruins of the largest 
house in Carbery, erected by sir Walter Coppingefj 
who also designed to builds njarket-town here, but 
was hindered bv the rebellion of 1 641, in wliich 
Wfltrs this hpusp wfeis destroyed. The soil betwieeu, 
this and Ross, is a light grey clay, mixed witli sand; 
their manure is sea sand, x^hich affords them plenty 
of corn, potatoes, and some flax. 

CrUndore Three miles W. of Ross, is (Jlandore harbour, 
which, though small, is an exceeding good one; aad 
near it, is a eastle of the s^^me name. , At the upper 
end of this harbour, is a deep ami dangerous gfen^ 

The Leap called the Leap ; on botji sides of* which, is the Wgh 
road from Ross, to the other parts of west Carbery. 
The road crosses this glen, which is here as steep 
as a flight of stairs, so that few horses, but tfcose 
who are well used to it, attempt it with courage. 
T# the wgst of tl}is precipi^e^ is an handsome seat, 
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.called Brede> with Jar^e plantationjs of ^mmUeT" 
vais^ esq. At Keaniore^ abgy^ the Leap, is a very 
extensive prospect of a great part of the sea coast, 
with the^harbours of Glai)dore Sind Castlehaven. 

On the west end of Glan4ore bay, not far from 
the Leap/ by the working of the sea^ a large part of 
the hill fell dawn, on;whi.ch grew several trees; 
this . piece formed an island of about 20 yards in 
circumference, and the trees continued to grow^^ but 
it is now almost quite washed away. 

On the west side of Glandore harboiit, is the pat- 
rish of Miros, called,, in Irish, Garry, i. e. the garden> Mi»o«. 
from its being- much better land than the rest of 
west Carbery; In this parish, was anciently an ab- 
bey, called de Sancto Mauro, also de Fonte Vivd^ 
founded anno, 1 173, by Permot^ Mac Cormac Carty, 
of Kilbawne^* who was king of Cork, for Cistertian 
iQonksj. which he brought from the abbey of Bal- -^ 

tinglass. At a place called Carigiliky, in this 
parish, [the foundation of extensive ruins were dlsco^ . 

Tered, together with a large cemetery, with great . . j 
quantities of human, bones j it was, probably^ the 
site of the abbey de Sancto Mauro, which some . : 
falsely place at Abbey-Mahon, . near Timoleague^ ; l 
'The house of Abbey-Shrowry was a cell to this ; 
the parish church stands in ruins, on the coast; and J 
opposite to itj in a small island, called Arahas., is a . ; - 
ruined chapel. 

Near Glandore l^arbour^ is another island, called 
the Squince, which produces a wonderful sort ofSq«iKic^- 
herbage, that recovers and fattens diseased horses to *'***°^- 
admiration. 

Ill this parish, fe Bankghan, the %eat of O"l)onb- Baniagli- 
van, chief of that ancient %mily, a worthy couricoks*"* 
gentleman. 

The west side of this parish is bounded by the 
bay of Gastlehiiven, formerly called Glanbarahane, Castle, 
and, by the Spaniards, Porto Castello, famous, for a!;'**'^^". 
notable sea ii^bt, between sir liichard Xjevkon and 
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Don Pedre de Znibfir, tfce Spanisli atlmiraJ,; anM 
1602. N*ar die entrance, is &n old casti^ 16 com- 
mand the harbour, but the hills adJoiniBj^ conrt>and 
the castle. The place formerly belonged to O'Dris- 
col, and afterwards to the Andley family (9). George, 
lord Audley, who was governor of Utrecht, an^ 
was sore wounded at tthe* battle of Kinsale, anno 
1602, was, for his eminent services, created ear! of 
Cbtstlehaven, and baron of Orier, tn the county of 
Armagh, by letters patent, September 6, 1617, 14 
Jac. 1. The parish church of Castlehaven is dedi- 
cated to saint Barahane ; and near it, is a deep 
lt)cky glen, called Glan barahane. There v^ti^i, some 
years ago, a linen manufacture at KiBehanghiH, 
near this place, but it is now ceased. 

The eastcni point of this harbour is calfcd 
Galleon Point, on which are the remains of an 
hfitrenchraent cast up by tlie Spaniards, and tht oven^ 
ased by them, are still to be seen. On this side, are 
the rains of Rahine castle, which belonged to the 
CVDonovan's. In the walls are several cannon-ball, 
^icb were shot at it from some vessefci in the hai%ouf . 
On the western side of Castlehaven, is Horse- Wand, 
being of the same narturc of Che Sqiiiitce- Island, 
above-mentioned, for curing horses.

Some years ago, tjie rev. dean Swift spent a sum- 
mer at a clergyman's house, (since also dea(}) in .the 
parish of Miros ; he often diverted himself in mak* - , 
ing little voyages on the coast, from Glandpre ^ 

harbour, towards Baltimore, and these excursions 
occasioned his latin poem, called CaHbierise Rupes, 
which he wrote in Jiine, anno 1723t Having made 
the same voyage more than once, I had the pleasure 
of dbsemng, tbat the dean's descriptions were as 
just, as his numbers were beautiful, which I shall 
b^ leave to iyisert in this place :

It is the 
property of sir John Freke> bart. vfho bafr the 
opportunity of having excellent sea fish from it^ in 
tiife moet stormy weather. On one side of this 
jotigfa^ is an hiU> called Knockowne, remarkable for 
a very fine echo ; and a liUle to the west, is tbt 
eastle of Ardagh^ built by the O'Driscol's^ now also 
the estate of sir John Preke. 
BaKU Three miles more to the west^ is Baltimorej ibr- 

more. merly called Dunashad^ an ancient corporafidn, 
and an excellent harbour ; the 8. W. side of Yibrcb 
HI formed by the island Sherkin. The first English 
plantation made here, was by sir Thomas Crock 
(12), who took a lease of it for 21 years, from sir 
Fineen O'DriscoI. He settled a colony of Bnglisb 
protestants in the place, and procured a new charter 
of incorporation from king James I. The members 
consisted of a sovereign and free burgesses. He 
divided the town into several tenements, with lots 
for gardens ; and gave to each inhabitant, conve- 
liient land, for butkling and grazing, estatin^ them 
in leases for his own timt ; ati|J to encourage them 
fo build and plant, he procured a patent for the 
town, to him and his heirs for ever, and proaiised 
to make over to each of the tenants, an estate in 
fee-farm of the proportion he held; but death 
*^ prevented his undertaking: 

' After his decease, and before the lease to him 
was expired, sir Walter Coppinger, a native (X the 
country, and sl recusant, prosecuted a title, "and 
virithout any of the English inhabitants being called 
to answer, got, by reference, an order out ^ the 
chancy, against the heirs of sir Fineen O'Driscol; 
whereby the possession that had continued for 300 
years in hirp arid his predecessors^ w^s ordered io^ 

he recovered ; and thereby the patent of the lieir of

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tir Thomas Crook^ was suspendeci. Upoti tliis> tW 
sovereign of BaUtmorc, in behalf of hioiself^ the 
bnrgcsses and inhabitants^ with the heir of sir Pineen 
0*Drucol, apphed to the goTernment for relief ( I3')« 
They proved^ that they tuid made a civil plantaUoq 
of English protestants there; that his majesty 
had incorporated them ; that sir Thomas (3rook 
iiad shewed them a patent, whereby the town was 
granted to him and his heirs ; and that he had prcH 
mised to estate them and their heirs; in consideratio0 
of which, they had expended 2,0001. in buildings 
and other improvements ; but that sir Walter Cop^ 
pinger had got possession of the castle of Baltimore^ 
intended to bring Irish into the place^ and remove 
all the English inhabitants. The lords justicei 
summoned fi\t Walter to answer this complaiht; 
and all he endeavoured to shew was, that' the inha^ 
bitante tmd not laid out the sum mentioned in theif 
remonstrance. Upon which, the lords justices issae^ 
a commission to sir William Hull, Mr, Henrjr 
Bcecfaer, and Mr. Barham, to examine what expenc(» 
the townsmen bad been at, and to retapn them 
an exact account of the same ; and sir Walter ww 
dismissed, upon his promise to reinstate all the 
English, at such rent§r(upon a return of the valuation) 
as the council board, should think proper. Tbt 
substance of this reiurn was, tl>at the English had . * 
erected 6Q new houses on the place, and that they 
bad bestowed, in building and enclosing, l,64!in. 15a. 
?d. which account was no sooner given, tlnui sir 
Waker Coppinger, contrary to his promise at the 
eeuncil board, contracted with the above-name^ 
Mr. Beecher, and gran ted him a lease of the wholev 
frithont any reserve to the inhabitants, wlio had laid 
cwt their money; which occasioned another com- 
plaint to the government^ from the sovereign ; an4

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sir Walter was- again suininoned to appeaj*^ which 
for sonrje time, he postponed^ a«d, for hi« contempt, 
was confined in the castleof Dublin. Mr. Beeclier, 
being one of the commissioners, was judged as cul^ 
* pable asCpppinger, and vvas sent for to answer before 
the board. . He made his addresses,,, privately, to 
the earl of Cork, iben one of the lord justices, who 
advised Jiim, either to surrender his lease to Coppiur 
ger, so as he might be; able to perform his promisej^ 
or to estate the tenants during his own term >; which 
last Beecher complied with ; but would not give up 
any part of the .fishery, a point the tpwjisine«.]nsisted 
upon ; SQ that the matter was brought, a third time^t 
before; the ^puncil, where many voices Averft given 
for Beecher's being committed to the castle.

the lord chancellor, whose turn was to speak next, 
assented to, and so the affair ended* 
. The corporation offered (provided their, estate? 
wrere confirmed to them,) to build a pier, and erect 
a fort,, at their own expence, if his majesty would 
Taken by give them some ordnance (14). On .tbe 20th of 
tlbe Alge. June, 1631, a most terrible disaster happened this 
sines* colony. In the dead of* the night, two Algerine 
rovers landed their men, and having plundered tb^ 
jplace, they made a great numbqrvof the inliabitants 
prisoners, with above^ 100 English, and carried thero 
all to Algiers. Among others, William Gunter, 4 
person of some credit, had his wife and seven 50ns 
carried away, as I find by his petition to the lords 
justices for their jelifif. /Fho^e AJgerines ^wejce pir 
Jotedinto Baltimore, by a Dtingarvan fisherman, one 
Hacket, whom they took at sea for the purpose ;

"With fltnother, fiO,0001. Baltimore never recovered 
jftself since this accident ; it is now a poor decayed 
iistuiig town^ with not one tolerable house in it; 
here are the ruins of an ancient castle of the O'Orie^ 
col's ; and it has still the privilege of scnditig two 
memfoers to parliament, though it consists but of a 
few poor cabins. King James II. granted a new 
charter to BalLlmoxe^ ann. i€S7^ and Daniel 0'Do« 
ttovan, esq. was appoiftted portrieve thereof. The 
late right hon. John Calvert^ baron df Baititnore, 
iiv^io was proprietor of the province of JMarylaad 
and AvaloUj, in America, tocus: his title from ikiti* 
ixiore^ IB the county of Longford, a)nd not from tihis 
^ pkK^e> as has been mistaken. The diurch is stnan^ 
ttm! situated low, at a smail distance from the tows. 
From Baltimore, about five miles u^ ^he .river 
Skibbe. lien, is Skibbereea, anciently cailed Siapkttown ; it 
reen. ^^ formeiJy a part of the domain of the castle of 
Gortwaclbtlgh, whicfh belonged to Mac Carty 
Reagh ; this castle has been some time eatirely de* 
molished; as is also Littertialis, ai¥>ther of Mac 
iCarty's castles, east of this plaoe. Sfcibbereen is a 
cmaH market-town, where the collectbr, surveyor, 
and other officers (17) of the port of Baltimore re- 
side.

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churchy and in the toVirn^ a decent market-house. 
The river Hen runs through the place, over which 
there is a stone bridge, but so low as to be some^ 
times overflown by floods; boats, at high water^ 
row down to Baltimore. The clothing trade is 
followed in this place ; they have also some share 
of the linen manufactory^ particularly for striped 
Unens and handkerchiefs^ and a good weekly mar«' 
ket. Near the town^ the lands are well cultivated, 
affording good quantities of corn and flax. They 
manure with sea sand^ the soil' being a grey clay, 
and, in some places red, with a slaty bottom. They 
have no limestone nearer than Muskery. West of 
Skibbereen, is Abbey Shrowry, formerly a religious 
house, btft now the ruins of a parish church. In 
it, are several old tombs, anti, in particular, a large - 
one of the Roche's. 

Afludown, the seal of col. Beecher, three miles Affadoim 
W. from Skibbereen, is adorned with good gar- 
dens and plantations. The jaw-bone of a whale 
forms the side posts and arch of a gateway, large 
enough for a coach to drive through, although 
some part is buried in the earth. Near it, on a - 
rising. ground, is a round tower; on its top, is a Ian* 
thorn, from whence is a prospect of the adjacent 
coast and islands, with the ruins of several old castles. 

About a mile S. is White-hall, called formerly WfcU*^ 
Uincolisky, a good house of Samuel Townshend, hall, 
esq. pleasantly isituated on an arm of the sea. The 
castle of Rincolisky belonged to the Coppinger's^ 
but it was originally built by the O'DriscoVs. To 
the W. of Rincolisky, is a broad deep bay, called

More to the west, 
castles, opposite Horse^island, is the ruin of the castle of 
Rosbrin, which belonged to O'Mahony, being 
boldly erected on a rdck which hangs over the 
ocean. The proprietor of this castle, in qqeen 
Elizabeth's time, turned pirate, which caused the 
lord president, sir George Carevv, to demolish it, 
and the W. side is battered to the ground. There 
is an ancient Irish MS. called, from this place, the 
psalter of Rosbrjn, and contains little else than a 
gehealog?cal account of this family of the O'Ma* 
Ardiiitc- nony's. Two miles more W. are the ruins of Ardin- 
^«^Qt. tenant-castle, the chief residence of O'Mahpny, of 
Wi Carbery, seated near the eastern point of Skull 
SkttIL harbour. Skull is but a ^raall, insignificant village, 
having few buildings besides the church and parso- 
nage hous«. To the N. of it, stands an high ca- 
Mftnnt- nical hill, called Mount-Gabriel; on the top of it, 
Gabriel, jg ^ remarkable lough, which is but a few yards 
broad; it has been jsonifded from the N. E. wkh 
100 fathom pf line ; although the lead stopped, yet 
the hole was deeper, it being cboaked up with a 
long coarse gmss, which tl^ Irish call fenahe. 
The water oozes out pi* the mountain t© the N. W. 
and this cone' is above 300 yards higher than the 
level of the sea ; from it, is a noble prespeet of a 
vast extent of a rude uncultivated country, frooi 
the Mizen-iiead, ta Ross,, with an infinite number, 
a^ Milton says,.

As also, several bays, creeks, and harbours, which

KlOUIl- 
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mountaimi are bere thrown together^ with snch 
irregularity and confusion^ as to form a great 
variety of iiollow bottoms^ that often represent the 
figures of many artificial basins, where^ if any 
springs chance to rise^ they pi'oduce several lakesr, 
before they can find issue for the vraters, orother- 
ways constitute so many impassable turf-bogs. 
Between the Leap and Skibbereen, are many loughs^ 
stored with troiil and eels^ which^ the Irish call 
aghills; and some have small floating islands (18)> 
which swim from one side to the other ; I have seeiji 
some of them above ten yards broad ; thiey are 
upiaily composed, at first, of the above-mentioned 
long gra^s, which gathering togtether by degrees^ 
being Mown otF the adjacent grounds in September, 
form a kind of a tussock, and .increase every year, 
by the addition of slime and other matter, that they 
collect in floating about the sides and edges of the 
lakes. In the parish of Kilmaceba, is a lake, called 
Loughdrine, which the country people hold to beLough,i 
miraculous; and say^ that on a certain day of the^^^^^^^ 
year, all the islands in it change places, and shift 
from one side to the other; at which time, vast 
numbers of these ignorant people assemble at this 
lough, wh^re they erect booths, and feast, every 
one bringing bits of bread, meal, &c. to feed the 
fish in the lake. / / 

In the same parish, is another, called Ballinlohgh, Ballln. 
•tored with a fiiie large red trout j on a hill, to lough.

But; to return from Mount-Gabriel, justly reck* 

oned tlie steepest mountain of its length in Ireland, 

towards the coast, passing by Skull, 1 proceed west, 

Iieamcon to Leamcon, a pretty seat of Mr. Hull, near a good 

harbour, between Long-island and the continent. 

Here are two castles of the Mahony's, in ruins ; the 

Black, larger, ii; called Black-castle, built on an island, to 

castle, which is a. very narrow passage, easily defenceable; 

and more west, is the castle of Bally- Desmond, now 

Balljdi. Ballydivilin, another old seat of the Mahony's, boWly 

^*''*^* erected on a rock hanging over the ocean. 

More westerly, in a peninsula, forraicrly called the 

Crook- Aldern-head, stands Crookhaven, once a place of 

haTcn. gome note, but now a small inconsiderable fishing 

town, near an excellent harbour, and one of the best 

outlets in Europe, for vessels to sail to any place 

whatsoever. T^he lands about it are exceeding rocky 

and barren,^ a great part of which belong to the see 

of Cx>rk. Near it are the ruins of an old castle, called 

Casilc Castle-Meghan, said to be built by the Meghan's, 

Meghan, Qjp^ according to others, by the O'Hea's. 

Bailyvo. The extreme point of this tract is called Bally-

between that and Three-castle-head ,, so called from 

three square towers built on it by the Mahqjiy's;

^ast banks thereof by that sept, and was fortified 

vitb walls and flankers. Near it is a good bouse 
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rf Mr. Donovan, with adjacent fish palaces ; it is 
the estate of sir Charles Moore, bart. Towards the 
bottom of the bay, is Dunbeacon, another castle of Dunbea* 
the Mahony's ; it was purchased from Mr. Michael c^v* 
Apsley, by sir Richard Boyle, Dec, 9, 1602. >iear 
it, is a good house of 'Mr. Driscol ; it Is now the 
estate of Mr. Townshend, This whole penin^sula, 
from B^illydehab village, to the bay ofDunmanus/ 
is called Ivaugh, and belonged to 0*Mahowne-fune, 
whose castles I have already enumerated. Crossing 
the bay of Dunmanus, we come to another penin* 
sula, cailed Minterbarry, a most barbarous country, 
washed on the E. by Dunmanus bay, and by Bantry * 
bay on the W. Towards the N. part^ the Mac - 
Carty's, who were known by the name of Muck- 
lagh, had a good seat, at a place called Cool-long. 
All this country is pountainous, rocky and boggy, 
beyond description. 
Here moss-grown trees expand the smaller leafj 
Here half an acre's corn is half a sheaf. 
Here hills, with naked heads, the tempest meet. 
Rocks at their sides, and torrents at their feet, 
'Or lazy lakes, unconscious of a flood, 
Whose dull brown naiads ever sleep in mud. 
Yet here content can dwell. Pahnel. 

A small river^ named Four-mile Water, so called 
from its distance from Bantry, falls into the bay of 
Dunmanus ; and near it, is a good house of Mr. v 
Blair. The N. W. part of this.barony was anciently 
named Glaneahill, and belonged to O'Donovan, as I 
have already mentioned, p. 2*i. Here are few places 
ofany note, except Barnahelly,nowTonson's-town, 
and Butler's-gift, two new-built farm-houses, with 
some improvements. ~ , . 

Dromaleague is a small inconsiderable village; an Droma. 
accident happened here, a few years ago> caused by i«ag««^ 
lightning, which shattered a slate house ; .for enter- 
ing at the east, it passed through the west end, and 
left both Avails piexced through iu many places, . 

without 
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without making any considerable cradc, and doin^ 
no other damage^ although there were nrnny peo- 
ple then ia the house. Not far from this place, is 
Dono^tn Cafltle-Donovan^ seated among the mountains, for* 
castle, merly the seat of O'Donovan. More easterly, is 
Tog^ier* castle ; it belonged to the Mac Carty% of 
. Gla^aacrime, which is still a wild^ desolate tract, 
except a little tolerable land near the castle, ivhere 
the soil is brown and deep, and produces corn and 
fruit. To the S. runs a biunch of the river Bandon, 
down to DunmanvYay. 

A stupendous chain of lofty mountains terminata 
this baroiiy on the N. W.. which run through the 
northern parts of Bantry, into Glanerought, in Kerry. 
The principal of these mountains, in this county^ 
are those of Daunce and Shehy, either of which are 
little inferior to the mountain of Knockmeledown, 
in the county of Waterford, whose perpendicular 
height ijs 900 yards. At the foot of Shehy, is a 
lake^ stored with a species of red trout^ which never 
rise at a fly ; and I have heard of the same being in 
the lough near Blarney castle. 

Having mentioned every thing remarkable ia 
this barony, I shall proceed to describe the islands 
on the coast, some of which are pretty large. 

The island of Cape Clear is the most southern 
land in Irdantf, but it has been misplaced in all our 
maps and sea-charts, as will appear by comparing 
my map of this county with all the fot'mer ones of 
Ireland. It is a parish of itself, containing 1? 
plowlands ; in the ecclesiastical books, it is called In^ 
sula Sancta Clara ; and, in the old Irish MSS. Inish 
Damhly. The north side bears potatoes, barley, 
and a little wheat, and the south is mostly a craggy 
rock. On the N. W. point, stand the ruins of a 
castle, built on a rock in the spa^ called Dunanore, 
i. e. the Golden -fort. There is a very narrow pas- 
sage^ about a yard broad, and ten yards in length, to 
this castle; this path is high and steep ton both 

' ' ^ sides. 
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sides, the sea, 6n either hand, being very deep, so 
that few, but persons well used to it, will venture to 
walk it orer ; when I got up to the top of tlu9 castle^ 
and stfw the ocean roaring on all sides of the rock, ' 
I wished heartily to be agclin on the main land« 
Thia castle and island formerly belonged to O'Drii* 
cd, and w^r^ taken, on the 22d of March, 1601, by 
capt. Harvey, who, soon after, obliged sir Fineen 
O'Driscol to submit to qneen Elizabeth. 

In this island, there arer about 400 Tamiliet, who 
have a good quantity of sheep and cows, some 
swine and horses, but all their cattle are^ery small. . 
The island is scarce able to support its inkkUtants, 
who are often obliged to have provisions from the 
shore ; and in the most plentiful years, they never 
send any to market. Towards the middle of the 
island, is their chapel, a large building, but as (Jesti^ 
tate of any ornament as a barn. Here mlost of the 
inhabiiants meet on Sundays and holydays ; and 
near it^ is the priest's house, who is temporal, as well 
as .spiritual judge, in his parish, and is. abnohite go^ 
vernor of the island ; hot, perhaps, as poor a one as 
a4iy in Christendom. A little tQ the east of the cnsih, 
is a cove, called Tra Kierajfi, i: e. St. Kieran's strand, 
on which is a pillar stone, with a cross rudely cut 
towards, tlje top, t^at, they say, was the workman- 
ship of St. Kieran ( Id) ; and near it, stand the walls 
of a ruined church, dedicated to the same saint. 
This stone they hold in great veneration, andasscm" 
' ble round it evel'y 5th of March, on which day 
they celebrate the festival of their patron. On the 
S. W; side of Jth6 island, is a creek, in which a 
large vessel may be saved Qpon occasion^ ; and there 
is a smaller ohe, on the nortji side, opposite to it, 
only fit for boatsv Between ^these creeks is a nar- 
row

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row isthmus^ about a quarter of a mile broad, with 
hills to the east and west, which^ from the sea^ makes 
the island seem to be divided. In the south cove^ 
there are from 7 fathom^ to 1 8 feet water, \vhtre a 
very rich vessel, about twenty-six years ago, ^vaa 
saved, being in the greatest distress, having several 
feet water in her hold ; she came m by the light of 
a candle from a cabin in the island, and when day 
appeared, the crew found themselves in a snug 
basin, but in what part of the world they> did not 
know, being directly come from the West Indies. 
. Towards the west end of the island, is a fresh^ 
water lough, abounding with a black kind of worm, 
about two inches long, shaped like a leech, soft, sind 
easily breaking to the touch. The water of this 
lake, is of a most saponaceous abstersive quality ; 
it very readily dissolves soap ; and the inhabitants 
affirm, that if a cask in which train oil had been 
kept, was to be laid, for a few days, in this lough, 
it would be taken out sweet and clean. A quantity 
' of this water was twice transmitted to Dublin, where 
it was examined by Dr. Rutty, who affirms, he ob- 
tained a small quantity of natron from it, to which 
he imputes the above saponaceous quality. The in- 
habitants here are generally a very simple honest peo- 
ple, thieving being a vice little known amo<ig them. 
If a person be found guilty of a crime, he is directly 
banished to the continent^ which is the greatest 
punishment they can indict on the criming, who 
endeavours all he can to remain on the island. They 
have no liquor for their ordinary drink, except 
water or milk ; yet very few houses are without a 
bottle 6f rum or brandy, vf hich they will generously 
offer, to a stranger. 'The houses are built of stone, 
mostly thatph^ with potatoe stalks, and these art- 
fully kept down by nets, which cover the whole 
roof. These nets are made of ropes of straw, the 
meshes not quite a foot square ; to the ends of these, 
stones ai:e tied;, which hanging- down round the 

eves. 


etes, forfa no disagreeable sight. There are several 
vitbg^d and hamlets upon the island. 

Th€jy have 30 or 40 bMts belonging to th^ pilacC, 
If ilh ivhich tli^y take considerable quantities of fish ; 
and by this rtieans,,they are enabled to pay theit 
rent. VVheit k fcfad season coifies, they generally run 
in arrear, but they very honestly clear it ofiF wheii 
the fish returns. The Brincipa:! fish taken hete are, 
cod, hake^ lihg^ mackerel/ &c. ; hake is their staple 
fish, vVhich they salt and dry. The Kiusale fishermen, 
also come hither, arid build hilts, where they cure 
tberr fish ; and for this they pay a sm^rt rent. Most 
df the inhabitants are stii'ong and healthy, and are 
scldurh invaded With disorders^ dying generally of 
old age, chiefly owing to their temperflite living, 
hard fabbaf, and tlearness of the air. Brandy*' 
drinking is their only debauch. Th^y are kiitd io 
eaeh other, courteous to strangei^S, who very Mrely 
are seen on the island, and are excellent pil6(s, being- 
all fishermen. But what is most pleaising, the linen 
raannfacture bias got sortie footing in this island; :^ 
tot I. have seen toferable crops of flaj^ ; most of the 
wom^n spin, and, it is said, they purge and whiten- 
their yiCrn: to a -degree of pferfectipn, by means of 
(he soft water of the lake before- mentioned. 

Many 'of th6 rocks of this island are coiAposisci of 
tin eicelfent White freestone, resembling Portland 
stone ; they have alisro a black kind, ^proper for flaigsr 
and heafth-stpnes, which thfey carry by sea to 
Cork ; and roo^d the islanfd, are plenty of crdbs and! 
lobsters. 

Adjoining to Cape Clear, between it and the mam' 
laud, li the island of Inishircan, which I take tolnishir* 
be IhTOkteran, of the island of St. Kieran, raitter^^*^: 
than t^e former. In this island stood the castle o^ 
Buhelong, ovef-ag&inst that of Bun^shad, which: 
castles were possift33ed by the O'DriscoTs, atidi 
defended the mouth of Baltimore harbour. They 
Were sufrendeired to capt.

Pth. I6^I-«S, ttfter the defeat of the Spaitikrds, hy 
O'Driscol. There was afterwards a regular fortifr- 
, cation erected in thi» part of the island^ which wait 
garrisoned in queen Anne's time^ but it has been 
for several years dismantled. Near it are the 
iremains of a barrack ; atid there are some old pieces 
of iron ordnance still lying among the rocks. 
Within the walls of the fort^ capt. Lionel Beecjtier 
lias c^ good house. About a mile to the S. are the 
remains of an ancient abbey^ founded anncJ t460> 
for Franciscans^ by Florence O'Driscol, built after 
the model of that of Kilcrea^ but this is much 
smaller, ^he steeple isi a low^ square tower^ from 
whence runs the nave of the churchy with an arcaded 
wing to the south. Spipe parts of the building are 
slated^ having been iised for ftsh-houses, when the 
pilchards. frequented this coast. This island has 
very good land in it^ and its soil is vastly preferable 
to that of Gape Clear. 
Other In the bay of Baltimore are several-islands^ as 
Isiuds. Spanish-Island ; also^ the island of Danegal^ a large 
fruitful spot; and higher up is another^ called 
Clare-Island. Midway N. W. between Cape Clear 
and the main, are three islands^ called the Calves ; 
the West Calf contains 44 acres. These are falsely 
laid down in all the sea-charts. Carty Vlsfand^ not 
mentioned in former maps^ lies .between these and 
the shore, and is larger. than any of the Calves. 
, To the N. W. of Inishircao, lies Hare-Island, a 
large fruitful spot t and near 4t are four small 
islands^ called the Schemes, not expressed in any 
former chart ; also, along the coast, in the following 
. : order, frqtn easft to west, are Horse- Island, contain- 
ing 100 ^cres ; Castle-island, containing 119 acres ; 
Long-Island, containing 316 acres ; and west of all 
these^ is a small spot, called Goat-Island^ never 
Wore |>ut into a map. , . . 

All these islands, together with the adjacent coasts 
p.i:odUce large^ crops of fine English barley^ bjr 
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means of sea sand^ which is the manure mostly 
used. ^ 

This barony gave title of earl to the noble family 
of Vaughan. John Vaughan, who was knighted for 
bis services in this kingdom^ by the earl of Essex, 
in qaeen Elizabeth's time^ was^ the ISth of James 1. 
created lord Vaughan, of Mullingar ; and by king 
Charles L earl of Carbery. His son Richard was * 

created lord Vaughan, of Emlyn, English honour, 
19th of Charles 1. ; these titles are now extinct. The 
last earl^ whose name was John^ died Jan yary 16th^ * 
17 12, in the 74th year of his age (20). His daughter 
and sole heiress, the lady Anne Vaughan, was mar- - 
ried to his grace the duke of Bplton. It at present 
gives title of baron to the right hon. George Evans^ 
whose father was created baron of Carbery, May 
9th, 1715, the first of George I. 

There is a barony of Carbery, in the county of 
Sligo, and also another in the county of Kildare ; 
but they are small inconsiderable tracts in respect 
ef this barony.

proportion to it as to bigness. In this island are 
good orchards, and also a profitable hop-yard ; it 
abounds with hares, as the owner suffers none to be 

Other killed. Near Whiddy- Island, are some small ones, 

islands, viz. Horse-Island, Hog-Island, ChapeMsland, and 
Coney -Island ; and all these fatten lean horses^ in 
the spring season, to admiration. 

From Bantry, to Bearhaven, by land, there is 
nothing remarkable, except the iron furnaces at 

Comolinv Comolin, which have been in a thriving condition 
for some years past ; but wood begins to grow very 
scarce. In the bay of GlangariflF, and towards the 
N. W. part of Bantry bay, they dredge up large 

Coral quantities of a coral sand, found to be a most excel* 

•*«Mi» lent manure, and lasts in the ground above 20 years. 
At Ross Mac Owen, midway between Bearhaven 
and Bantry, lives Mr. Murtough O'SuIlivan, a 
person well known in those parts ; he and his elder 
brother, who is commonly called Mac Pineen DuflF, 
who lives near the river of Kinrpair, are the chief 
remains of the O'SuUivan family in this country. 
There is in Spain a descendant of O'Sullivan Bear, 
who is ennobled, and called there count of Bear- 
haven, and is also said to be h^r^dit^ry governor of 
the Groyne. 

Not far from Ross Mac Owen, is one of the 

Water, largest and highest water-falls in this kingdom. 

fall. This cataract is very visible from the town of Ban- 
try, at least 14 miles distant from it. The water is 
ooUected from various small rivulets- and springs, 
forming a large lake \oa the top oi a vast high, 

/rocky^ 
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rocky, and almost perpendicular mountain,, ealled 
Hungry-hillr^ which is, at leasts 700 yards above the 
level of the bay of Bantry- The water cascades 
frem the top of this mountain, in a beautiful sheets 
at least ten yards broad, which expands as it falls ; 
about half the height of the mountain, it dashes per^ 
pendicular on a prominent rock, from whence a 
mist arises almost a third part of the bill, which, in 
some particular stations, the sun's rays playing on 
it, and meeting with the eye of a spectator, must 
make a charming appearance ; these kind of mists^ 
in such positions^ generally reflecting the colours of 
the Iris ; hence it falls, from rock to rock, till if 
has passed the rugged declivity of Hungry-hill } 
and before it gains the ocean, it has another fall^ 
cascading, in an arch, over a lower hill ; all whicht 
make a fine sight as one sails up and down the bay. 
But those who are carious, will not murmur at the 
labour th^y may have in visiting every part of this 
noble cataract ; nor will, 1 hope^ the poetical reader, 
at the following description of one^ from Mr. 
Thomson^ which very literally agrees with ours ;

Fineen CyDrfscrjl, ^w^ho procured. thrfee ^neces of ' 
Spanish drdnatvce. to beconyeyediRta Ibis isiandj 
with stores, ammmrition^ and 60 roes, .which forti^ 
tied it, as tliey imagined, against tiifi;Jno6t pdttait 
enemy ; bat they were sooii obliged to ^urrend^ it 
to eaptain Rbstodt, who demolishedr tJtie forls; and 
brought off the gaxrisop pritoners' to the Cjftmp ait 
Dunboy,^ wherfe they were all .execated.tr. This island 
is exceedin^y rou^h and' coarse, aad it al>Qut three 
Irish miles long. . . ;

• Five measured English miles W. of Kanturk, is

S. K. side of the town. New-market consists of 
one regular street, and is a cpnsiclerable thorough- . 
fare into the county of Kerry. In it arespme well 
looking houses, and a decent parish church. To 
the W. of thi$ place, on the left hand of the road 
to Black-water-britlge, stands Castle Mac Avrliff,

About twp'miles to* the K. of -ClOnfftene/ is Cas- 
iagner. tIe-jVIagper ; which; tlioogb in the circuit of this ba- 
ron y^ ia rekconed. lo be in Orrery* In the rebellion 
of 1641, this castle belonged to Richard Magner, 
agent for the, Irish inhabitai^ts of Orrery and 
Kilmpr^. When Crpinwell was at Clonmel^ he went 
^to pay his court to him ; but being represented as a 
very troublesome person, and one who had been 
-very active in the rebdlipn> Cromwell sent hitnwith 
ja letter to cd. Phaire^> thep governor of Gprk, in 
'Which was an order lo execute the bearer. Magner, 
•who suspected foul play, had scarce left Clonmel 
when' he opened thfe letter, read the coti tents, and 
tsealing it up, instea^d of proceeding towards Cork, 
turned off to Mallow, and delivered it to the officer 
vvho comrnanded there, telling bini> GromwcU had 
ordered him to carry it to col.^Phajre. This officer 
had often preyed iippn Magner 's landsijj for which 
he was resolved to be revenged.. The officer $us- 
pectin|5 no deceit, went with the4etter,.wtich great- 
ly 'atnazied the, governor of €J6rk, ^ho ktfew him 
to be an hpn^t man, ai>d immediktely sent an ex- 
.press to Cromwell for further direijt^ons. Cromwell 
*being e;Ktremely chagrined to be so^/erved^ sent or- 
ders to let the officer have his liberty, and t© appre- 
Tiend JMasrner, Who took care to get t>ut of hi* 
xeach. -This castle and landj^ were granted to the 
faBlily t)f Bretridge, for 49 arrears ;Jt is now the 
estate of sir Standish Hartetonge.

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the half-starved English^ iiifider the lorcl Indiiquin^ 
and a numerous army of the Irish^ under th(6 lord

About a mile more east, is the castle of Loghort, tjogborf. 
built ia king John*$ reign | it is in the manor of 
Kanturkj and belongs to, the right hon. the earl of 
Egmont, whose ancestor, sir Philip Perceval, placed 
a garrison in it, in the febdlipn of 1641 ; but the 
Irish gained it by treachery, and held it towards 
the end of the war, when sir Hardress Wallef, with 
a battery of cannon, reduced it in May, 1650 (1:\ 
and gives it the character of a place ofgi'edt strength, 
in his letter tb the parliament. This castlfe rt- 
maiticd, for many years, a melancholy proof df^ the 
devastation of those times ; but it has been. Of lalef^ 
repaired by the carl of Egmont. It is 80 feet high, 
the walls are ten feet, thick, and, moated rounds 
with a deep trench,^ which is passed by a draw- 
bridge. In one of the uppei* chambers, is art haiiJ*^ 
some armory for 100 horse, well furnished wrtK 
broad-swards, bayonets, pistols, carbines, &c. Here 
is also a good library, and other apartments ; and 
from the top of this tower, is a noole prospect of 
a great* tract of country. 

A mile E.of Loglidrt; is Ballydough^ in the ba* Ballj-. 
T6ny of Orrery, (a considerable part of th'e parish dough, 
being dlso in Duhallow) a pretty village, beirtj 
improved by the late colonel Purdon. On an hand* 
tome mottOrtent, in the church-yard of this pfece^ 
is this inscription :

On the south side of the church, at the back of 
It neat cant)py seat, on a monumental table^ between 
four Corinthian pillars of black marble^ is this 
inscription :

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Wpddfort is an handsome house, with ele^nt^«^d- 
plantalions, and ^considerable larj^ orchards, inha- ^"'^ 
bited by Simeon Marshal, esq. surveyor-general of 
Munster. To the S. of the house, is a circular hiH, 
covered over with trees, except some vistas that 
are cut throug;h them. On the top of this mount, 
is a turret, whence the eye nwiy be feasted with a 
luxurious prosipect of a great tract of country, 
with the adjacent town of Mallow, and the high 
mouiitains of Waterford,. Limerick, and Kerry. 
Near the foot of this mount, runslhe river Clydagh, 
in delightful meanders, through groves, of ever-, 
greens, and soon loses itself in-the Black-water^ 
tjear Kilbolady, Mr. Foot's ; where are considerable 
plantations of cider fruit, firs^ and other forest 
trees. 

Dromore, seated in the eastern extremity of thaDromorc. 
parish, two miles from Mallow, on the Vv . of' thQ 
river dydagb, is a pleasant seat of sir MatthcM^ 
Deane, part. The house was lately rebuilt, with aa 
elegant front of hewn stone, stuccoed between, and 
ft Venetian door and window in tlie S, front The 
improvements are situated on the W. side of a sweet 
romantic glen, formed by the above-mentioned 
river, whose sides are embroidered with delightful 
g^roves of timbertrees and evergreeos. On Uie W. 
side of the river, which is here confined so Us to form 
a noble canal, is an high terrace walk. To the N. 
and.S. of the house, are beautiful plantations, and 
2|W the valley is shaded with full grown woods,, 
through which three vistas are cut ; the first termi- 
nates on the N. in a view of tlic pleasant mount of 
Woodf6rt> above-mentioned ; the second, with a 
Roman temple ; and the middle one commands a 
prospect of a water-fall^ cascading over a rude rock. 
Another water-fall is also designed on the E, side; 
the vistas to the S. guide the eye to the neat church 
and steeple of Temple-Michael ; and another, to the 
jft}iQS of Castlenii^re,' already ipentioned in p, 171 

and 
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and 173. These improvements have been' all made 
originally in a rude country, which to the S. and S. 
W. remains still coarse and mountainous ; but^ ia 
^ isome places, is indifferently well cultivated, Yet^ 

Here the wild heatl^ displays her purple dyes. 
And 'midst the desart fruitful fields arise, 
That crown'd with tufted trees and springing corn^ 
jp Like v^rd^nt isles the sable waste adorn.

' rev. Mr. Kingston's ; and Betsborough, Cornelius 
Townshend's, esq. Some of the Danish intrench- 
ments in this neighbourhood, are planted with fir^ 
in clumps, which considerably adorn the country. 
The northern part of this barony, though far froo) 
being barren, is yet thinly inhabited, and the far-* 
mers are the only consumers of what corn grows 
upon the premises. The roads in winter, time, are, 
for the most part, deep and very bad; and there 
being no navigable river, it is very hard to get off 
the tenant's corn, but at such a price of carriage, as 
must greatly increase the value, when it is sent to 
Cork market. There is' here plenty of turf and 
coal; but, for want of water carriage, if quantitiest 
of this last material were dug, it would be of little 
value. There seems to be no other remedy for 
those evils, as there are but little hopei^ of making 
the Black-water navigable so far from its exit, but 
by finding out means of bringing, markets to the 
goods. Artists and manufacturers have, and may 
be, with care and some expence, encouraged ancj 
brought together ; people thus living close, must 
xause a consumption, and small market towns may 
be easily, especially by persons of extensive fortunes^ 
founded, by degrees, at an inconsiderable expence. 
Those people will cultivate and improve tjie adja- 
ceiit places^ add soil to -the land^ increase the value

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^f an estate where they settle, andbf'itig' riclies intd 
the country by their labour. 

Orrery and Kilmore (8) constitute but one bare- ^'f*!?'., 
ny, formerly named Oirrria Barria, the Barry's hav- „,^y^^ 
ing bad possession of the greatest part of this coiln- * , 
try. The principal place in this barony is Charle- C^iarfe* 
ville, before called Rathgogan, a corporation, erect- '^'**' 
cd at the expence and encouragement of Roger, the 
first earl of Orrery, lord president of Munstef, 
who here kept his presidential court, and adorned 
this town with a magnificent house (9), built in 
1661, to which he added noble gardens, and a fine 
park. This house was burnt down, in the year 1690^ 
by a party of king James!s soldiers, with the duke 
of Berwick at their bead, who, after he had dined 
in it, )eft it in a flame ; which had this farther ag^ 
gravating eircunistance, that, at the time of its be- . 
ing demolished, it belonged to Lionel, the grandson 
of the nobleman who built it, who was then a 
minor, and upon his travels into foreign kingdoms ; 
yet, as lie was educated a protestant, and descend- 
ed from ancestors who had been firm and faithful 
in that persuasion, his house, his library, his pa- 
pers, and all his goods, were piously devoted to 
the flames.

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Bptbon, by ihe Irigh and Spenser^ Kilnemullagb^ WM 
formerly an ancient Gorporataon^ being once gQveF&« 
ed by a mayor and aldermen^ bat by the wars> goj^ 
to decay ; and it is said to have suffered greatly im., 
the last plague of Ireland. There are still to be seen 
the remains of a wall that sarround^d the town-; 
and they also sb^w the traces of an outward mM^ 
which enclosed the other^ and took up a coamtef * 
able circuit of ground. I n this place> are the remain* 
of a sumptuous ruin of the ancient abbey of friars 
minofs^ founded by David de Barry^ in the reign ef 
kin^^ Edward 1. who lies buried therein ; he wafi 
lore} justice of Ireland, and his tomb still leinaiits 
in the choir, opposite the great altar. The walls - 
of the choir, with die nave of the church, and sev6«- 
ral other buildings, remain entire ; also the steeple, 
which is an high square tower, erected on a fine 
gotbic arch ; to the south, is St. Mary's chapel^ m 
^vhieb are several tombs of the ancient Irish femilies^ 
viz. Uie Parry's, the Magner's, Fitz-Glerald^s, Pre&.- 
dergast's, 0*Callaghan's, Donegan's, Mead's, Dow« 
ling's, and Healy's. In this chapel are the remains 
of an altar, and two others in the nave of tiie chureh, 
on each side of the choir ; in which, are other toniba 
of the Barry's, Nagle's, Lombard's, and* Supple's ; 
also^ one of a later dale, of Mr. Richard Morgan, 
ivho died October 15, J746, in the lOTth year of 
his age. This man.Iiived above 70 years at Castle-- 
Pocky, near Doneraile ; he had been clei*k d the 
crown a^d peace for this OMiaiy, in king James's 
tune, never eat salt with his meat, and died with 
no other complaint than tlie mere effect of old agt. 
Beside the above-mentioned tombs, there are otheiv ' 
of the CoghIan>, Mac AuliflPs, and O'Kiefs. About 
12 years ago,, as they wei^e makiug a grave, the 
body of a woman was discovered^ who bad beea 
buried here ^ vears before, ^aite whole and ta* 
tire ; she died (h the small-pox. - The skin appeared 
hard, dry, a&d very stiff, of a dark brovrft cokniir ;

Gn the N. W. side of the abbey, stands a rujnecf 
tower, said to have been erected by an earl of Des- 
mond, tvho retired here ; they call tt CuHin. On each 
hand of the W. entrance of the abbey, are twohu^e 
piles of skulls/ which, some say, were brought hi- 
ther, after the battle of Knockninoss, and was fought 
but five miles from #hence. Near this abbey, 
«iands a part of another rain, said to have been a 
nunnery, dedicated to St. Owen ; or^ according W 
others, to St. John Paptist. The name Bnttevant, 
according to tradition, takes its rise from a word 
gi vein in a battle^ fought near this place, by Davi^ 
de Barry, who here oterthrew the Mac Carty's, 
and cried out, " Rfjotez en cvant/* i. e. push fof'- 
ward, which is the present motto of the Barry more' 
fiaroily, who take ,title of viscount from this place. 
In this town is a free-school, founded by Prances, 
lady Lanesborongh, sixth daughter to Richard, earl 
of Dorset. She was first married to sir Georgcr 
Lane, knt. who Mas afterwards created lord vis- 
count Lanesborongh ; and secondly, to Denliy Mus-» 
champ, esq: out of whose estate the school is en- 
*;dowed. The master has 201. per ann. with aiT 
house and garden. This school is kept in a castle, 
. *built here by the Lombard's. To the cast of (be 

Castle, .town; stand the mins of the lord Barry's eastle, 

boldly and strcmgly erected on a rock, over the 

river Avvlieg > the inside of this building forms^ 

•an octagon, and was no inconsiderable fortress, 

:before .the present art of besieging places was 

discovered.- Within the court,- is now a good 

. lbQder^?l house, inhabited by Mr. Piers. Somewhat

This town belongs to the earl of Bwrymore ;. and 
jrtie new turn -pike road from Cork, to Limerick, runs 
through it (15). ;^j^ear Kilmaclenine, two miles S. W, 
of Buttevant, there is a pit of good yellow -ochre; 
ttsed -for painting." At IJallybeg, on the other side Balljbeg; 
of the river, a sniall walk from Buttevant^ was rf 
monastery of Awgustinian'9, founded anno 1237> 
and dedicated to St. Thomas, by Philip de Barry, 
being endowed by his son David, who founded the 
friary of Buttevant, before-mentioned ; this house, 
and its revenues, were granted to sir Daniel Norton, 
knt. in trust for the lady Norris, wife of sir Tho- 
mas Norris, lor(|^ president of Munster, and mother 
to the lady Jephson, wife to sir John Jephson, who 
passed a patent for the same.

Sprhij- K^^r Ballybeg, is an handsome house and iro*

Ii^pc^oll Five miles W. of Buttevant^ stand the ruins of

gened?als, where w^ slain the vpJiant Lewis, lor4

son to the first earl of Cork. But the victory feH 
to the English^ with the slaughter- of 1 ,500 of theil* 
tortjmies^ This iattle w«s Iwight to Uie W. of the 

casUej 
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jiastle^ in which sir Philip Perceval, before-men- 
tioned, kept a garrison for several years, at his owa 
expence, and raised many outworks about it, ia 
the modern styie of fortification.. In August, 1643,^ 
it was besieged by ^ regular army, consisting of ^ 

7,000 Irish, who, after a very gallant resistance of 
thirteen days, obliged it to surrender. The day fol- 
lowing, lord Itichiquitl coming up with the English 
army^ defeated the Irish, as is above mentioned. 
The Irish again besieged it, anno 1646, with an 
army of 5,000 foot, and 600 horse, commanded by 
the earl of Castlehaven, who then took most of the 
strongholds in this country, lord Inchiqain, ft>rwant 
^f supplies, being then obliged to stand upon the 
defensive, l^hc news of Castlehaven*s success had 
subh atl effect, that this castle, which had been before^ . 
8t) w%li defended, surrendered without firing a shot^ 
though then in the best posture of defence, and 
tomitianded by the, same officer, one captain Ray« 
Ihohd, who had defended it so gallantly during the^ 
former siege, and who, for his cowardice or treach- 
fery, was Condemned to lie shot, together wilfc 
Another steward of sir Philip Perceval ; but, by his 
indulgence, they were pardoned. This castle is a 
parallelograpi, or oblong square,' of 120 by 240 feet ; 
il was flanked by six great towers^ two squai^e, 
and four round ; the ''gateway which faced the S. 
Was defended by a strong castle, from which, oh 
teither hand, were the apartments ; the walls werfe 
30 feet high. This, castle is said to have been 
built by king Johh ; it was, at least, erected by 
some of the Strongbonian adventurers. It was 
for many years possessed by the Barry's, before it 
belonged to the Perceval family. Sir Hardres^ 
Waller recovered it from* the Irish, anno 1650; 
the breach made by him, is still visible, near thfe 
S. W. tower, and it has ever since remained in st 
tui'nous condition. This castle has effectually suf- 
fered fron? the loyalty of its inhabitants ; the ruins

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of it8 several turrets, and other works, affprd the jmj^^ 
gi nation a more pleasing i^^a, than the mpst ma^nir

Altamira To the ISf. W. of LiscarpU, is. Altamira, an ele- 
gant seat and neat house, with pretty improvements, 
of James Smyth, esq. which commands an extensive 
prospect to the east. At a place called Kill^brahar, 
J. e. the church of the brotherhood, was a ruinecj ^ 
monastery, but of what order is uncertain ; it 
stood between Church- town and LiscaroU. A iftile 
'W. of Buttevant, is Dunbarry, a good housfs an4 
plantation, of Mr. Bunvvprth, on the Awbeg river. 
At Lisgriffin, on .the earl pf .Egmont's estate, two 
miles west of Buttevant, several chrystals have beeq 
found, ©f the Kerry-stone kind ; ibis castle w^s 
"built, in the beginning of |iing J^mcs Jst's reign, by 
one Garret Barry. 
lV^onnt- Mpunt-porth, vyithin three miles of Mallpvv, is

From Mallow, up the RIack-vtatter, to the west- 
ivard, the shores are composed of limestone pebbles^r 
bfack flinty red marble, and some iron stone ; in 
heavy rains, the river overflows great tracts of land, 
tvhich are mostly laid out for meadotvs, and produce 
abundance of bay.

Fairy Qaeen. The tastle is now alrtiojil levd with 
the grotindj dnd was sittiated on the N. ^ide of si 
fine lake/ in the tnid^t of a vast plain, terminated 
to t!l0 E. by the county of Waterford mountnins ; 
BalJyhoWrft hilln to the N. ; of, as Speftdei^ terms 
them, the mountains of Mole ; Nagle mountains to 
the S. ; ^Hd the mountains of Kerry to the W. 
It ciHlimanded a view bf above half the bi^eadth of 
Ireland, and diust bftv^beeti^ when the adjacent 
uplands Were wooded, .a most pleasant and roman- 
tic situation* ftotn whence, ho doubt, Spenser 
drew severnl parts of the scenery of his poem. The 
Guardian (H) pays a noble compliment to the

The MuIIa, noted for excellent trouts, and fine 
(pels; also salmon', jand' some carp, perch, an4 
tench, is the river Awbeg, which ran? not far 
from Kiicoleman, and washes Buttevant, Done- 
raile, Castle-town-Roch, &c. falling into the Black- 
water, near Bridgetown. To which stream, and 
to the po^t, those lines pf Mr. Pope niayjusdy be

Spenser also celebrates the Mulla, in his poem on 
tnutability^ and this barony of Fernioy or Armoy^ 
Under the name of Armilla. . 

The lake before-mentioned^ abounds with pike ; 
it is much frequented by coots, divers, and other 
prater fo\vls> and, in the season, by great numbers 
of bittertis. The country people use tHe water to 
cure warts, as they do also that of another lake in 
this neighboarhood, called Lough Au Ulla, which, 
they say, has better success ; but there seems to be 
a good dek\ of siiperstitfon in those sort of cures, as 
I could discover nothing in the water whereby 
they might be eflfected. Pity it is^ thai some friendly 
stone, which might be placed, at a small expence, 
in the rtiin of the castle,^ doe« not point out its once 
immortal inhabitant. 

The piEirish of Doneraile is very large, and had 
in it,. formerly, several chapels of ease, viz. at Rose- 
agh, near Kilcoleman ; and another at Old-Court, . 
where there is a good house and improvements of 
Mr. Watkin. 

About a mile E. of Doneriiile, is Cast le-saf- Cas tie. 
fron, po called, from large quantities of it for* saffron. 
Werly planted here, being greatly used by the 
Irish, fbr dying their shirts, &c. ; adjoining to 
which, is a Well built house of John Love, esq. 
agreeably situated, on the banks of the Mulla. 
This river forms several pleasant cascades in view 
of the house, which has a« regular front of grey 
marble. The castle was boldly erected on the banks 
of the river, and is said to have been first built by 
tbe Coppinger*?. ' In limestone grounds, adjoining 
to this place, are found the resemblance of several 
petrified cockle-shells, in great quantities ; as also 
at Kilburne, which lies W. of Doneraile.^ In an 

adjacent 


adjacent bo^, is excellent inarle^ of a UoeisH kind, 
that ferments witli acids; in digging for whicb^ 
several things have been found, a$ a bntss spiiFj, of 
an odd form, the horns and teeth of the moose 
d^f r, also a brass spoon^ several haz^l nuts^ quan* 
tities of charcoal, &c.; and uearti Danish intrench- 
raent, Mr. Love, a few y^rf agp, dlso6y^re4 
some large urns^ the description of which I refer to 
i^notber place. 

In the house, is an original painting, well €9ce* 
cuted, Qf the poet Spenser ; also a good pictiir? pf 
the taking down from the cross^ ^nd another^ of 
the holy family ; and several rooms in this hou^e 
are handsomely stuccoed by the Franchinis, Jta « 
lians.' Qn tihe other side of. the river, is a pimisant 
park. 

' On the lands of Prumdeer, beiongiag to Mr. . 
Love, is SI red and grey marble quarry. Upon 
sinking of this quarry^ there wai^ happily discover^ 
ed a chink in the earthy leading to-a subterraAeoua 
pa^age^ not uncommon in limestone soils^ by w^icb 
the adjacent grounds were drained of great q^an^- 
tities of. water, that before were unptpfttab)e bog 
and mountain^ for the greatest- part of the yp^r. 
He has also reclaimed a large tract of bog, on the 
side of the river, which is uow a rich apd valuable 
pierce of ground. 

About a mile below Castle-^ffroi), op Xh^ Aw>- 

Baiiync 4}eg, is the ruined castle of Ballynemony, once be- 

wony. longing to the Nagle's; lower down tbe river, i# 
Waiis-tovm, a large building; and near it^ isihe 
house of Mr. Ai^drew H^cidock, with sgvfi^ pl^Q* 
tatiohs. As the river winds towards the soxitH, 

Baiiy^ stands Pallyhemick, the seat of jRobert Qroye, esq. 

I»ei»ick. Yvith good impravementp on the N. i^ide; near ihiy 
gentleman's house, as they were digging th^ foun- 
dation of a 'barn, several large gigantic bma^i^ 
bones, and, in particular, a great skull, were dis'-

santly situated, at the very confluenceof the^Awbeg 
and Black-water^ which rivers glide througlitfi d^^p.

IS Uirtnyi a ruined casUe of the Pitz-Gerald's^ whidi 
Was part of Spenser*s estate. The opposite side of 
the river is bounded by apart of Nagle's moun- Naglc's. 
lains^ which are here covered with wood ; but was '"?""*• 
formerly a forest of much greater extent, named *"*' 
liallyhooly, from a castle of the Roche's^ near those Bally* 
Woods, which castle came, on their forfeiture, io^^oiy, 
sir Richard Aldworth. On this side of the river, is 
fialiymac-AHen, a good house s^nd improvement 
of Mr.. Graham. The last place oo the Black- 
wateHi in this barony, is Creg, a castle built byC'reg* 
tile Roche's. Near it, is an handsome house and 
good improvements, now occupied by Mr. Odell. 
Here is a fine picture of the holy family, done by 
ft very masterly hand, after the Italian manner; 
and to the W. of Creg, is Ballyphilip, another, of 
the Roche's castles. Here are large orchards, where 
a great quantity of cider is made,- as there is at 
most places on this river; there being few soils, 
where apples of Various kinds thrive better^ than 
in this country^

The soil is deep, being a light loanty earth, mix* 
ed with sand. On the S. side of the rivet, is ano- 
ther good house of the same name, built by Mr; 
Lombard. 

Two miles T^. of the Black- ^vat^r, is Glan'-Olan. 
worth, or Glanor, i. e. the golden glen ; it was^^^'^* 
anciently a corporation, but is now a smalt deca}*- ^ 
ed village. Here was ^n- abbey of Dominicans, or 

friars 
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pritecb^rfc, tbUnded by the RucfaeX 'in the 
year 12^7 ; olT l^hicb, the mve of the churchy with 
• -a low steeple, 'remain. 

Near this 'abbey, on the verge of the PancheOh 
l^iVer, 18 a fine upring, biibbltng-otit of a'lhnestoite 
irock, of Hrnpid wfitter, held in >great esteem, a»^n 
hbly ^ell, by the strperi^titiouB Irish ; it ie dedtcatidd 
to iSaint Dbrlninick/ arid visited on his festival. 
Over the well, is a large old tree ; on the bobgbs 
-"df whtdh, ah itffiiiite number of rags, of ail colours, 
are tied, a^ memorials Of tlieir devotion to this water, 
v^hfch, ^they iftffii^m, -has performed seivdral rairacii- 
' •lous eui^. Here are the magnificent Tuins of li 
•stimptaoos eastle, built by the Fleming's, and after- 
vvards possessed by the lord&'Uoche, which^consbteil 
of several buildings, and a large high tower, all 
Mron^ly erected on arched vaults, and built of very 
'massy stones. Our modern buildingsmay boastdf 
tegular tbiumns' of Greek and Komi^^h architectare, 
hxit 'to raise such ponderous -4itifu€tures as these, 
^ould, in »the present age^ require ati infinite 
expence. This castle is environed with a strong 
wall, flanked" with turrets ; near it, is a stone bridge 
over the Puncheon. Glanworth bad formerly the 
name of tbe-golden. prebend, partly from its Yulue, 
and partly from the goodness of the soil. dChe 
parish church was lately rebm'lt. 
Phsrahj. Three miles N. >V. of GlanWOrth, is Pharahy, 
where there is a decent new built church and stee- 
ple ; an English protestant school, with an. acre of 
land set apart, by virtue of the statute for the'^edu* 
cation o( poor children, in the protestant reli^n ; 
a glebe, and a.^r»onage house,. ppettily situated on 
a rivulet, belonging^ to the deans .of Uoyrie, who, 
as such, are incumbents of this parish ; near it, is 
a good house -and improvement 't>f Mr. Bowen. 
The country adjacent Js open, dry^ and healthy, 
with good sheep walks, and is fit for sporting; ex*- 
•celleat Ajuarries of limestone shew themselves every 

where^ 
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where. On the river Puncheon^ are some, ruined 
castles of the Condon's, viz. Dunmabon and Curag-' 
hane; ai^ there are several others of theirs in the 
next mentioned tract. 

Condons and Clangibbon (21) constitute butCondoPS 
one barony; that part called Condons, formerly ^j*°^.. 
possessions of O'Kief, belonging to Permoy ; it was bon"** 
possessed afterwards by the Condon's^ or Caunton's> 
an English family. Clangibbon was formerly called 
Ive-le-bane, i. e. the white or fair territory, or, more 
probably, tbe white knight's country, and has its 
present denomination from Gilbert, alias Gibbon^ 
commonly called the white knight ; the lord of this 
tract, in Cambden's time, was John Fitz-Gerald. 
called John Oge Fitz-John Fitz-Gibbon, and froiji 
the grey hair of liis head, had, says Cambden {22), 
the name of the white knight ; it is now mostly 
the estate of the right, hon. the Jord Klngstba. , 
yidep,37. 

Tbe principal place in this barony, is.Mitclieis-M«tcliels* 
town, adorned with a fine b<>use^. parH, and im-*^''^'** 
provements, of thf right hon. the lo^d Kingston^ 
seated on an eminence that cpmn^ands.a noble 
prpsp€|Ct to the E. and W. In th^^house, is a large 
hall, round which, on tbe top, rjins a handsome 
corridor ; the siai/rcase is large and lightsome, 
on the .ceiling t)f which, is painted the. rape of 
Proserpine. Alcove the hfill, is a, gallery, TO fe^t 
lonfi", and 20 broad, from whence is a fine prospect

aTnile W. ^ Mitobels-town^ is the castle of Ca<^ 
rigannre^ built by the Condon's. Kilworth^ t|iree Kflworth 
miles S. of Mitchels-town/ is a thriving place; 
with a decent <;httF^h> situated at the foot or a large 
ridge of mountains of that name; through Mrhich^, 
a good turnpike road is earried from DubKn^ to 
Cork. Below the town, the rives Funcheon, foefore- 
nieptioRed, runs, being well stored with sahnonaiid 
trout, and discharges a mile S. of this, into th^ 
Biadcr water. On the 6w«side of this river, is' a deer 
park, belonging to Stephen Moore,' esq. ; and in \i^ 
a beautifiil summer-house, 'neatly stuccoed, com^ 
manding a prospect of the windings of the river * 
adjacent to which, is his mansion house, witlv fine 
improvements. Near Kilwortb, is a good giebe^ 
And new vicarage bouse. On this river, sjt^.nd8 
the strong eastle of Clogbleagh, an ancient seat 
of the Condon's, taken by the English, under sir 
Charles Vavasor^, the l4h of June, 1643; who^ 
irmnediatel^ after^ was set upon by the Irish army^ 
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between that and Perraoy ; whche, being' over- 
powcnred by numbers^ the English lost above €00 
men. From this castle/ is a subterraneous passage 
t6 the river Puncheon. 
V«rmoy. ' Fernioy^ a smaU village^ pleasantly seated on 
the Black*water^ over which is a large stone bridge^ 
of 13 arches^ built ann. 1689^ and cost 7^5001. ; 
although it is called Fermoy^ it is in the barony of 
Clangibbon. Near thisplace^ according to are* 
Biatk made by sir Richard Cox^ in >1690, ^' there 
'' were some mineral purging waters discovered, 
^' found to- be of the same nature as. those of Tun- 
'* bridge, in Kent> and every whit as efiFectual;'* 
but the place is now stopped np. Here was ' an 
abbey for Cistertian monks, called* oinr lady De 
CSastro Dei, founded atino 1270, according to aa 
Irish MSS. by sir Richard de Rupella, who was 
lord justice of Ireland, in 1261. The monks were 
brought hither from Suir-abbey, in the county t)f 
Tipperary, and afterwards received a new colony 
from Fnrness-^abbey^ in Lancashire. Thespiritu-r 
alities of this house were assigned; by , the lord 
treasurer of England, to sir George Harvey, for 
the use of the first earl of Cork, wjho purchased 
them, and several lands in Perraoy, from sir Ber- 
nard Grenville, and, at the same time^ the seign- 
iory of Kinalmeaky, with tbelands ofQil^abbey, for 
Jhe sum of 35,0001. About half a mile N. E. from 
Fermoy, is a fine bed of white freestone. 
Castle, To the W. of Fermoy, is Ca&tle-hyde, a good 
h)'de. old house, with large improvements, of Arthur 
Hyde; esq. whose ancestor, sir Arthur Hyde,' was 
made a knight banneret, by queen Elizabeth, for 
his gallant behaviour, and raising a regiment-iti 
Engl&nd, at the time of the invasion by the in^ 
vincible armada ; her majesty afterwards .granted 
him near 6,000 acres of land in this county, Tvbich 
came to the crown by the attainder of Gerald, earl 
• of Desmond. He married the daughter pf — 
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Poer, baron of Curraghmore* .This place wras for- 
iBCFly named Cariganedy^ i. e. the rock of the 
shidd^ where stood a castle^ said to have been 
built by th^e Mahony's. The upper grounds, and 
sides of the Black- water, are here finely planted with 
Damerotts groves of spruce, Scotch fir, and other 
timber trees, which, from the opposite side of that 
river, make a fine appearance. The offices are 
new and well diposed; and to the south of the 
house, is a large deer-park. Near Gastle-hyde, 
stands the parish church, in good repair, and 
adorned with a clock. The lands in this neighbour- 
hoodj are covered with excellent limestone, the 
soil. being naturally a stiff yellow day; in this 
country/ considerable quantities of lime are burn- 
ed ; an4, it is observable, that if the upper stratum 
be used, it swells sot greatly upon burning, that it . 
frequently bursts the kiln. There is also a dark 
kind of limestone, in some places, whi^sh being flin- 
ty, cracks and flies in the fire, but is, nevertheless, 
burned by an intense Tieat ; furze kilns are gene- 
rally used in this part of the country. Two miles 
north of Castle-hyde, is a place calFed Labacallyi LabacaUy 
i; e. the Hag's-bed; which is a large rock, raised 
upon, several stones,, and seemingly designed as a 
funeral monument for some person of note. I shall 
give a further description of these stones in another 
place* ^ 

To the east of Permoy, on the south side of the 
Black- w4ter, isjthe castle of Carickabrjck ; and on Caricka- 
ttia opposite side, another, ^called Liclashy^ built by brick, 
the Condon's. The late rev. Mr. Harrison, of 
Carickabrick> gave 1,00(M. lately, to the charter 
schools of this kingdom. . Lower down, between 
the exit of the rivers Puncheon and Araghlin, on a

The fine tracts of cultivated lands^ on both 

aides the river, have more the air.of a garden than a 

i Irural prospect ; and^ in the fine ^ason^ of the 

i year, presents us with a pleasing account of the

\ man. The soil is a light brown earth, near eight 

inches dfeep.

Although the banks of the Seine and Thames 
lire adorned with magnificent structures, the Lee, 
far less opulent, and more humble, presents the

^te throiigh the country ; but this we li^ye ifnori^ 
than hoped of, from our happy cdhstitution^ and 
the epntinUance of' that peace and ser^uity^ ivbich 
provideiKe^ of late years, has been.ple^^sed tobe^ 
stow on this kingdom. The strand^ on. the Nr 
side of the river^ is a most charming outtet ; .upon 
it^ iir Lpta^ a pleasant seat^ 'with gard^nt, plantar 
tions^ «id . water- wprks^ inhabited by aldermaD 
Bradshaw ; and near it the late Joseph Bennett e^.

Lotai^ore is . a pleasant seat, adorned 
with plantations! being the estate of Mr. Rogers, 
not' far from the river of Glan mire. Nor ought I 
to forget a neat garden, and improvement, , of 
Mr. Daniel Vqster, . with fountains, statues, ; and 
canals; and a pretty house, seated on an hill, hdlf a 
mile from the city, having a prqspect of. Cprk^ the 
harbour, ;and adjacent country. Mr. Voster :i|et- 
tled, several years ago» in Cork, being, by bi^tli^ 
a Dutchman ; many of the mejchante of 4he city 
have been educated by hin),^in ^writing, apjtjim^tj^, . 
and the most regular method of chQo]l^'l^("epijng:i 
and several of them, formerly sdiolars to Mr. .Vos- 
ter, -were so sensibler of. his worth, that, they 
gave him. an anniual public €intiertaip men):, in • the - 
council chamber of the city; a laudable practicf, 
and anciently followed by the old .Grj^ek^ aii|d Ho? 
mans, to their greatest masters. r ; . , ->- -

i^ock, of various colours ; some red, others, of a deep 
purple^ and sk^ colour, used for building.

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EOTiing, that David Fox got the use of liis limbs by 
atbing in it. It is still much frequented on St.

Bishop^. Ballynaspig, i. e. Bishopd-town^ two mites W.. 
t0wo. of the city^ is a neat house ^nd chapel^ built by 
, Dr. Petfcr Browne, late lord bishop of Cork, upon 
which. he expended upwards of 2,0001. He built 
this house for a summer retreat, and left it to his 
successors, free from any charge, as he did his 
improvements at Bishops-court, iti Cork, of a consi* 
derable value. » 

Sahaoii Nearer to the city, are large weirs crossing the 
weirs, ,.;y^,. Le^^ f^ taking salmon, which obstructs 

them from running much higher up, otherwise 
they would be equally plenty in several of tlie 
other rivers that join the Lee. These were first 
erected by the monks of Gill-abbey, and granted, 
' with the possessions of that bouse, to the first earl 
of Cork. The river, nearer Cork, divides itself into 
two main branches, washing the city at the N. and 
S. sides. There is also a smaller stream, which mas 
through tlie middle of the town, built ov^r in most 
places. This division of the Lee is well described 
by Spenser, in his Fairy Queen, in the episode of 
the marriage of the Thames and Medway, where 
he introduces several of bur Irish rivers in so just a 
manner, that this line of Horace may aptly be 
applied to that celebrated poet :

Cork lies mostly on a marshy idland^ surrounded 
by the. river Lee, that about ten miles below the 
<;ity^ discharges itself into the ocean, which renders 
it a most considerable port for commerce. , And the 
industrious inhabitanis have so improved their 
situation^ and enlarged it with elegant buildings^ 
particularly within these last forty . or fiifty years, 
that, after Dubliif, it may now Justly challenge the 
second place in this kingdom^ and be called the 
Bristol of Ireland (4).

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The principal part first fortified by a wall/ was on Wiillf, 
the marshy island above mentioned. The walls are ^^' 
said to be repaired by kin^ John^ but were origi- 
nally bailt by th.e Danes^ long before the arrival of 
the English/ Cork Wa^ originally buHt in the form 
of an t)blong square ; the length of which, was from 
the N. gate, to the S. gate; and its breadth, from 
the city wall, on the W. marsh, to that parallel to 
it. which faced the E. marsh : this wall had an in* 
terruption towards the middle, at the lower end of 
Castle-street, called Martin-gate, defended to the 
N. by a strong castle, which stood near the scite 
of the new market^house, called the Queen*s-castle ;- 
and within the walls, on the ground where the pre^ 
sent county court-house is built, stood another castle, 
called the King's-castle. The former was subsisting, 
in the reign of king James 1. and the latter wat 
taken down in the year 1718, and houses built 
on the ground. This castle was granted, by king 
ttenry YIII.

To the south of this cajsite, at the lower end of 
Cbrist-church-Iane^ ^tood a ^ strong tower, bn .. tlie 
city wall, called the Hopewell j from whence, I do.

w here there was a small tower : and from thence, 
to the S. gate, there wa^ no fortification. Both the 
N. and S. gates were defended by old castles, obe, 
at pach jend of the bridge. Froin the S. ga^e^ 
to the S. W. anjg;le, was a tower ab9ut niidway^^ ^a^ 
one at tliat angle., The water-gate wm defended 
by a small old castle, jietween which aiid the N, W. 
angle, stood the belfry of Saiai^ F^etcjr's churchy 
taken dowji and rebuUt^; anno L6^3. From hence, 
to the N. W. angle, is^qnej^all tpwer |^iU remii^in-' 
ijig, arid another at that angle ; wti^nce the wall 
ran, without any fortification, till it came (othe N.

marsbj, was iBken down accordingly. 

On the I4th of October,. 1633, the N. bridge of Bridges, 
this city, and the castle thereon, fell down, by a 
great flood in the river^ an^ the remainder of it was 
tikcn down, "together with the wall, called Jjom- ' 
bard>-Watf, May 83rd, 1635. Anno 1639, 1 find an 
order of council for making a new wooden bridge^ 
at the N; end of the towrt. Anno 1676, the S. 
bridge was rebuilt by the corporation; and anno 
1678, by order 6f ford Shannon, governor of the 
city, there were dmw-bridges made on both the N. 
and 8. bridgesi Anno 1713, tlie wooden bridge, at 
the. N. end df the city, was taken down, and a fair 
bridge erected in its place ; the piers, arches, and 
butmetits, being faced with hevvn stone.

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Fortllica. Thil towTi being only defended by the above 
tion. mentioned walls and round towers^ was never sl 
place of any considerable strength^ especially since 
the modern method of besieging places^ was in use. 
Yet it made a resistance of five days^ against a re- 
gular army, in September, 1690, when it was be- 
sieged by the earl of Marlborough. The garrison^ 
consisting of 4>500 m^n, surrendered on Michaels 
mas-day, and were made prisoners of war. . This 
strength of the garrison, the besieger's want of 
iieavy cannon, and the situation of the place, (being' 
surrounded by water,) all contributed to make it 
hold out so long ; but the rising grounds, on both 
sides, so command it, that the best engineer in 
Europe could never make it a place of much 
strength. 

In the beginning of king Jiames Ist's reign, this 
city rebelled, set up the mass, and was besieged 
by sir ChaYles Willmot and sir George Thornton, 
commissioners of Mtinster, but opened the gates 
td the lord deputy Mountjoy, being not able to 
make any resistance ; and u^on this occasion, the 
fort, on the S. side of the town, called Elizabeth's 
fort, was rebuilt as a citadel, to curb the insolence 
of the citizens, for the future ; which work was a 
Square fortification^ with four regular bastions. 
On that side of the river, was also another small 
work, called the Cat-foTt, but this was never of 
much importance. 
Shandon- On the N. side of the city, stood Shanddn-castle, 
cMtle. jjyj^ |,y tjjg Barry's, soon after the conquest ; or, ai 
some say, by king John. In it, the lords president 
of Munster, and the iti^ierant judges, often hel 
courts of gaol dielivery, for this county. This castl 
is now quite demolished. V > • 

Skiddy's-. Skiddy's-castle was built> anno 1445, by Joh 
castte. skJdjy^ vvho was, that year, bailiiF of the cit 
and afterwards mayor. His descendahts live in 
France, where they have acquife^d a good estate. 

This 
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This castle is rented by the crown^ frem tiie earl 
of Burlington^, and is used as a magazino for gun« 
powder. 

Formerly, the suburb bn the S. side of the Tiver^ 
/iras better built^ and tnoxe occupied, than that on 
the N,. side ; on the contrary, of late years^ this last 
has got the advantage of the other in largeness and 
number of houses, occasioned partly by the channel- 
on the N. side growing deeper, and by a much 
greater intercourse of people to it, as it lies open to 
the greatest part of the kingdom, But th^ chief 
' enlargement of this city has been within these ftew 
years, by draining the marshes, and building several 
fair streets thiereon, so that it is now above thrice as 
large as it was 40 years ago, and its commerce! ha& 
also increased in proportion. 

The air of this city (8) is indifferently dear and 
healthy; refreshed^ in summer, by the gentle

^^.This city of Cork is built upon islands, surrounded hf 
several branches of the river Lee, in their own nature marshy^ 
irhich were overflowed by the spring tides, till the gro nnd was 
raised by art. it is situated in a deep ^aliey^ where the most 
of the marshes, both to thef fi. and W. are constantly coveileji' 
by the overflowing of the spring tides; and, in the interim,* 
putrid vapours are exhaling from thence. Continvf^ ridges of 
hills bound this vale to the north and south, on which iha* 
suburbs are built. 

/^Be:»id» this situation, the great qoantiUes of fifth, ani« 
sial oifals, &c. that defile' the streets^ render It unwholesome.'^ 
To which, (he doctor attributes the origin of the cn'demical 
epidemic disorders^ that raged in tftis city, at the'ti^e'of his 
publishing his work. ^< The inhabitants, he says, ilvring tlie 
summer months, are necessitated to use unwholesome, foul 
aiid corrupted water. During the, slaughtering season, the 
meaner sort live mostly upon animal ofiklsj which occasionil 
rnuch mischief, by a sudden transition from a diet of another 
kind. The s^ught'erin^ season Itegiftf in August^ and conti* 
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lueses from* the several eanlJs in afid about it.; 
and m€)^rated, -4.n winter^ by the warm steams and 
vapours which ascend from the same. 
. The city, on the S. side, being limestone ^ound^ 
is but indifferently supplied wHh good water. On

sues till January ; and Uctween tlrose terms It is^ that the vio- 
lence of our endemics is concluded/'. The doctor has noticed, 
^' that in the space of twenty-four yeacs, an epidemic fever has 
appeared three seTeral tttnes, in a very singular manner^ He 
first observed it, aon^ 1?08; the years 1 71 8, 1719, 1720, 
1 731 9 were ^remHrkaUle for the same disorder, during the 
aforesaid months } hut it th^ jbegan to dwindle in its effects, 
^nd, hy degrees, totally disappeared* During the above spaco 
6f time, dysenteries, and a slow confluent smaH pox appeared ; 
from 17^1, to 1728» fevers were but Httie heard of; but frorar 
thence, > to 173I9 9<kch winter was notoriouB for fluses, and 
the latter win ter, for the small pox. The spnng of 1738 waa 
more than commonly stormy ;\ and abont the vernal equinaXf 
happened the greatest inundation ever known in the memory of 
man/' 

Beside the above-mention^ causes, the doctor add» oth^rsc 
Tiz. ^^ Our situation in a part of the kingdom, upon the edgr 
6f the great Atlantic ocean, our trade winds W. and S' V^* 
blowing from thence, three parts in four, of the year, so that 
we are almost perptrtually wrapped np, and drenched rn those 
warnd watery 4ee(^9, which are con&tanlly detached from its 
surface. This conaate dispositian of the air, he says, must 
jrelax its springj and abate rts gravity ; from which nnited 
cause will arise, a relaxed tone of the animal fibres, and a con. 
sequent' lentor of all the juices ; by this means, the morbid 
effluvia have a free admission into our blood, and, in eonjunc^^ 
tion with the other, lay the foundation pf all the epidemic 
diseases incident io our climate.'* 

The diseases of this' climate, notwithstanding, the above 
note^ are really as few^ .as iii most countries ia the world; 
these, causes subsist annually, and yet we are not one year ia. 
seven, Tisited with epidemical disorder^ which ranst annually' 
iappen, if these were the principal causes that produce them ; 
and It will be really fonnd, upon comparison of the bills of 
mortality of this- city, vftlh that of other places, allowing cete*. 
ris. paribus foi^^the numbec of inhabttantSf that this city is as 
wholesome as most others, it being washed t^ery 12 hours by 
the tide pf floods which keeps Jtsweet and clean, atid also* 
presents thatj^t^nat^q , of tjie air and Y.apoiir8> nhicb would 
ol))e^ways happen^ ^ • 
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the N. sitie, there are fiome gOiod spring ; but tlie 
^nerality of the inhabitants use that of the river 
Lee, taken up at low water, which, it must be 
confessed, is far from being of the purest kind, 

In this city, besides the cathedral, are theChurchci 
churches of St. Mary Shandori, and St. Anne, in 
the N. suburb ; Christ*church, St. Peter's, and 
St. PauKs, within the city ; and on the S. side; 
St. Nicholas's church. Besides which, there wer6 
formerly on that side/ a churchy dedicated to St. 
Mary, of the Spick nard, and St John's. 

There were anciently eleven parish churches it| 
and about Cork/ as 1 appears from a paragraph in 
king Edward IVth'^ charter, for which the citizens 
paid 24 marks yearly to the crown ; but upon con- 
sideration that the said churehefi were destroyed by 
Irish rebels, and intestine \Vars^ w^ich continued la 
years, occasioning great decay and poverty in th^ 
city, these 24 marks were remitted to the citizens. 
This charter was granted, ant>o 1462. 

These churches were, 1. Bt Mary Shandon. 
2. St. Catherine. 3. St. Brendan. All on the N. 
of the river, 4. Cbrist-churcb. d. St. Peter; 
6. St. John. 7* St. Nicholas. 8. St. Bridget. 
9. St; Mary Nard. 10. St. Stephen. These five 
last, on the S. side of the river. And 1 1 . St. Lau-? 
rence's chapel, hear S. gate. Besides St. Pinbarr's. 
1 do not reckon those of St. Anne^ and St. Paul^ 
as they were since built. >

S7. and begins fbusy Saoctus 
Dilectus,' &c. Th^'namc Fin^arr,' literally signifies white or 
grey headed ; his. real name was Lachan, being s6 baptized.^ 
He was a native of Conaugh't, and having sat setenteen yeak's' 
ift this see, died '^t Cloy ne, in the midst of Ms friends; hia 
Jiones, several years aftei^> Were deposited in a silver shrine, and 
kept in this cathedral* According 
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JEdfc O'Mogin, bishop of Cork, from whom Gill- 
abbey has its name, successor to St. Finbarr, and 
also Gregory and Reginald, are enumerated among 
the principal benefactors to this church, which, by ' 
length of time, fell greatly to decay and ruin. In 
the year 1725, this church was taken down^ in 
order to be rebuilt, and was finished, anno 1735, 
when divine service w^ again performed therein. 
Some years ago, an ancient round tower stood in 
the church-yard, a little detached from the church: 
The expence of this building was defrayed by a 
parliamentary tax of Is. per tun, laid on. all coals 
and culm, consumed within the city of Cork (10).

AeeDrdifl|[ ta Kiattiag^ tk<re ^^ere no less than seven Irish 
saint^ dtstinxuished by the name of Oairfictn^ of whom our 
saint was the chief. It is said, that in his conrent^ were 
ffeventeen prelates constantly residing^ and seven hundred of 
thB clergy. 

Giraldus CambreniiSy in tbf^ 49th chap, of bis ^nd book De 
Mirabilibuf Hiberniae, ^ives iis the following iegend of this 
saint : ^^ A certain kniglit had seized some of the bishop's 
^' landy and had already sowed it with barley ; the bishop 
^' came toh^ni» and adjured hitn, in the name of God and all 
^^ the sain tSy to deliver up the land ; which being refused » ho 
*' prayedt With tears, that his 9eed, which he had sownt

** to the great admiration of the whole^ city ; for it did not 
** even shoot out of the earth, ^ext year, the bishop's

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h a v€ry neat plain church. T^he steeple is of hewn 
s^one, 120 feet high, with an handsome spire, 50 
feet more, erected the last summer; abo a musical 
ring- of bells, chimes, and dock ; which building 
being on an eminence, is a g^reat ornament to the 
city. It was designed after the model of St. Mary's 
in Umerick.

Philip Townshend. nThis structure was also erected 
by a parliamentary ^ tax of Is. per tun/ laid 
on-^ all coails aind culm brought into the city, the 
7th of George the I. ; this act to continue in force for 
seven years, from the Ist of Notember, 1719;

St.^Paiil*s The church of St. Paul was built by a subscript 
tion of the parishioners ; the ground <mi which it 
stands^ was g^ranted by the corporation^ to the latQ 
bishop Brown^ May 14^ 1723^ and divine service 
was^ for the first time, celebrated therein^. by the 
rev. Edward Sampson^ October the 9th^ 1726. 
By an act for the union and division^^of parishes^ 
&c. the eafit marshy belonging to St. Mary Shandon^ 
amd Dupscomb's-marsb^ in the parish of Christ* 
churchy were, by the consent of the respective 
incumbents, made one entire parish, called the 
parish of St. Paul ; which, by a valuation on houses^ 
affords a suitable maintenance for an incumbent. 
.This is. a neat well-built church, with a carved 
gallery at the W. end, and other parallel galleries ; 
also, a. handsome plain altar-piece, and a double 
jaQge of pews, well laid out; and the whole is 
lightsome, and regulajrly disposed. 
8t,]^icho. The church of St. j^icholas,. pursuant to the 
1m* above act of parliament, for the union and division 
.of parishes, was begun to be erected on the 19th 
of January, 1720,. a church being wanted in the 
south part of the city, by the increase 6{ the pro- 
testant inhabitants. This work was chiefly, pro- 
moted by bissliop Brown, and by. the joint and 
cheerful contribution of other well-disposed per- 
soais, by whose assistance it was completed, in 
1723 ; and the fir^t sermon preached therein, on 
the first of September, by archdeacon Ayres. It 
is a small neat church/ has a pretty gallery on the 
W. end, and is well pewed. The ^har-piece and 
pulpit are well carved:, and adorned with fluted 
columns of the Corinthian order. The incumbent 
is supported by a voluntary subscription of the 
inhabitants. Here is early service and sacran\ent, 
every fourth Sunday of the month.

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The church of St. Bran4on stood oh the noftb 
aide of the river^ on one &ide of the road Itoding 
to Youghal, where there is still a burial ground. 
The tythes^ and a considerable part of the lands of 
this parish^ were formerly appropriated to the 
maintenance of ^ leper^house. 

In this city are^ a French church, . using the 
liturgy of the church of England; one presby* 
terian, one anabaptist, and one quaHer meeting-- 
house ; with several mass-houses, the two principal 
of which, are in the nortlv and south suburbs, both 
erected, anno 1729, . ' 

The abbeys in this city were, 1st. Gill-abbey, Abbeys*, 
founded on the S. W. side of the city, by St, 
FJnbarr, for canons regular of St. Augustine, in 
the 7th century ; the buildings were hnished by 
Gil-iEda, bishop of Cork, from whom this house 
had the name of Gill-abbey. Cormac Mac Carty, 
king of Cork, granted its possesfsious, A. D. 1134. 
Near it, is a cave, called in ancient MSS. the cave 
of St. Finbarr. According to sir James Ware, ^, 
this is . the house which St. Bernard calls Monaster 
rium. Ibracense. The possessions of this abbey 
were granted by queen Elizabeth, to several per* 
eons, viz. part to Henry Duval, gent, by letters 
patent, 28th November, 22nd of her reiffn, and 
to sir Richard Grenville, knt. They were after^ 
•fwards purchased by the earl of Cork. This 
abbey was, within these few years, entirely demo- 
lished. . 

2ndly.' A convent of Augustine eremites, founded 
on the south side of the city, by Patrick de 
Courcey, baron of Kinsale, about the. year 1420. 
Sir J. Ware places the foundation earlier, viz. in 
the reign of king Edvyard 1. The, steeple, which 
is 64 feet high, and the walls of the^church, with 
a part of the buildings, still remain. The east 
vriftdow, the only one in the choir, was 30 feet 

high. 
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higfh^ and \b broad, being very magnificent/ but is. 
now closed op with brick. This house^ sofne years 
ago, was converted into a sugar-house^ and went by 
the name of tbfe Red-abbey. 

Srdly. A monastery of Dominicans^ or blacit 
^ friars, founded by the Barry^s, in the year 1229. 

fhe effigies of Philip de Barry^ the principal 
benefactor, on horseback, in brass, formerly bung 
np in the church. The possess^ions of this hpuse^ at 
the dissolution, were granted to Wiiiiam Bourman^ 

esq* and afterwards to ^ Cross, esq: This 

house stood on an island, on the south side of tha 
town, now called Crosses-green. I( is entirely 
demolished* . . 

4tbly . A priory of the Benedictine order^. founded 
by John, earl of Morton, afterwards king^ John, in 
the ISth century, which he made a cell to the 
abbey of Bath, in England. This house stood oti 
the S. side of the city, wbei^ the ruined church dP 
St. John now i-emains. 

5thly. A monastery of Praneis^cans, or grey 
friars, founded^ according to Wadding, in the yeaf 
1231, but Ware says, in 1S40, by Philip^ Pretts- 
dergast. Wadding says, the JFotinider of tbrsi houife 
was M^c Gd,rty More^ whose tomb stood' in tto 
tnidst of the choir. From tl^e strict distiplin^ 
observed in this house, it acquired the name of thfe 
mirror of Ireland. Here was a most stately cluirch, 
where several of the principal persons pf Mtmster 
were interred ; and near it, was a celebrated spring, 
w^hich th|5 friars pretended, had ther virtue of curing 
sore eyes^ by the miraculous intercession* of Si. 
Francis; this water oozes out df aT red stone rock, 
and does not lather with soap. In the ch£(^el of 
this place, the late king James heard mass, ih 
March, 1688, being supported through thestre^lsi 
of the city^ by two Franciscan friarsj, and -attended 
by many others of the same order, in their IiabiC^. 
The possessions of this house, were originally grant- 

^4 
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ed to Andrew Skiddy, by queen Elizabeth, ^ho 
assigned them to the earl of Cork, and by hi.m given 
to his son, the lord Broghill, afterwards earl of 
Orrery. ' This building stood op the north side of 
tKe city, and i^ now entirely demolished. 
. 6thly. -Neaf the present new market^house> with* 
in the city wall, stood a Benedictine nunnery, in a 
^reet formerly called Jone's-street, fouiaded by 
\V^illmra de Barry, and dedicated to St. John Bap- 
tist, anno l3CfO^ In the additions to Dugdale's 
Monasticon Anglicanum (14), there is an inquisi- 
tion^ ad quod damnum, for the foundation of this 
house, 19th Edward I. There are no remains of the 
building, biit_ the scite of it I accidentally disco- 
vered, by the digging up of sonie old tombs on this 
ground. 

Charity foundations in this city are, Ist. St. Hosplula 
Stephens^s-'hospital, or the blue-coat hospital (15),

Pomrojr's Qn the E. Side of St. Barr*s churchy is: a free- 
school. gcjjoQi and library, founded by the late archdeacon 
Pomroy, for the education of such children as the 
bishop shall recommend.

The children are taught to 
read, with writing, and arithmetic. In the library, 
on a cartouch of ItaUan marble, adorned with 
die founder's crest, viz. a lion rampant gules,, 
holding lan apple or in his dexter paw, and on 
each side cherubimir, &c. neatly carved^ is tbis 
inscription :

Here is^an excel- 
lent flesh-market of ail kinds of butcher's meat^ 
ivbich. is generally v<ry reasonable and cheap in 
this city. Anno 1733, the corporation erected ano- 
ther Shambles for selling of meal and milk, on the 
S. side of the city, which cost 1401. for which thiey 
h*ve a yearly rent. The Fi$hr8hamble.s.are very con- 
venient, beirig erects oh a branch of the river, 
\yh\ch jruns thro' arches under the middle of the 
town, by which means they are kept clean, cool^ 
and sweet This market is well supplied With fish) 
chiefly from Kinsale. ThQ weekly jiiarkets are 
held on Wednesdays and Saturdays. There is also 
k Flesh-nmrket on the N.::8ide of the town;, as 
qIso a large Market-place for purchasing live cattle> 
particularly bullocks and cows, great numb^s of 
which' are slaughtered here during the winter 
season. From hence, the revenue of the city, 
called the gateage,. principally arises, which i&^coin^ 
monly about 6001. per annum, of late years^ at Id.

Brown, at Bishop's-towp, a ishort way from the 
city, which I have already mentioned. ^ - 

The public walks of this city, in comparison of ^ 
the nnraber of inhabitants, are few, and not oyer 
commodious; that mostly frequented, is called 
the Mall, which has little to recommend it, except 
its bfeing planted with trees, and the bendit of 
the adjacent canal, at h i^h- water ; but is equally 
offensive when the tide is out, in summer; this 
Mall is ill paved ; yet, on public days, is well filled 
with the bejau monde of the city, and, during 
the assizes, with considerable numbers from the 
country. On Hamand's-m^rsh, is a large pleasant 
Bowling-green, planted, on its mieirgin, w^th 
trees^kept regularly cut, whose shade -makes it an 
agreeable walk; it is also washed by a branch of 
the Lee; and on.it, a band of music has been 
supported by subscription, for the entertainment of 
the gentlemen and ladies who frequent it ; adjacent 
to it, is the Assembly-hous6, where assemblies are 
held two d^ys- in the week; as^ also a weekly 
concert, which is maintained by a »ul;)$cription, < 
for the support of the Infirmary. Here is. an organ, 
the other performers play on violins, German 
flutes, &c. with vocal music^ and are somHimes . 
assisted by gentleAien,, who play to enc^uriatge this 
charity. Mardyke is a pleasant walk; being tr 
bank, walled on both sides, and filled up; extend- 
ing westerly from the city near an English mile, 
and washed on each hand, by the channel of the 
river. This bank is carried through a. marshy 
island, and was done at the private expence 
of Mr. Edward Webber,., aanp 1710; who 
also built an house on the west end, where are 
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good gardens^ piaHted wiih fruit, for the aeconi-* 
modtitaan and entertainuient of those irhp frequent 
tliit walk. Friari^walk; on ihe£. aidex^f the town, 
k an agreeable retreat^ bein^ pjante4 with tree&^ 
and' situated on a rising ground, oommandinfip a 
pleasant prospect; this> is no ha^ji walk^ but it lies 
too much out of the way^ It ivas fovnierly a pari 
of the Red^abbey, before-mentioned. 
DiTcrsi. As to direr^ions^ every enteftainn)eat thai hai 
the authority of fitshioa in Dublin^ (which piac€» 
also takes its example from Landdn) prevails here ; 
and %ome, perhaps^ in a bighcf degve^ Card^ 
playtpg, in the winter evemngs,- is an entertain^ 
inent observed to b^ Tnore used in Ireland^ amonar 
polite people, tban in England; the ladies ar^ ra«-

dancing, that pretty innocent hoaso diversion, hardly 
yields tp i< in their eyes. For which purpose, here 
9s a weekly drum, beddes the assembly/ where card 
playing is intermixt with dancing. Besides tho 
publie concerts, there are several private cues, where 
the performers are gentlemen and ladies of such 
good skill, that one would imagine the go4 of 
in^sic had taken ^ large stride from the contti^ent^ 
^wer England, to this island ; for, indeed, the whole 
yiation are «f iate beeome admirers of this eittef** 
tainment ; and those who have no ear for vnusie^ 
are generally so polite, as to preteiul to Ijke it. A 
atmnger is agreeably surprised to fif^d, in ma«y 
i)ouses he enters, Italic airs saluting his earsi;
